At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's Office  February  19,  1866. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittees of  both  Boards. 

On  motion,  the  Mayor  was  appointed  Chairman  for  the  present  year. 

On  motion,  VV.  H.  Dikeman  was  appointed  Cleik  for  the  present  year,  salary 
same  as  last  year. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  statement  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York  not  in  use  for  public  purposes,  and  recom- 
mended that  a  list  of  property  be  selected  therefrom,  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  as 
prescribed  by  law  (see  statement  on  file). 

On  motion,  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  said  statement  to 
Homer  Morgan  and  Jonathan  W.  Allen,  Esqrs.,  respectively,  and  request  each  of 
said  persons  to  examine  the  same  and  affix  a  fair  and  just  valuation  for  each  parcel, 
and,  when  completed,  return  the  same  to  this  Board. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  list  of  piers  and  bulkheads,  including  market 
cellars,  the  leases  of  which  expire  on  the  ist  of  May  next,  and  in  consequence  of 
the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  piers  and  bulkheads,  and  his  inability  to  have  them 
thoroughly  repaired  at  the  present  time,  recommended  that  they,  together  with  the 
market  cellars  included  in  said  list,  be  leased  for  the  term  of  one  year,  when,  on 
motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  said  piers,  bulkheads  and  market  cellars  be  leased  for  one 
year  from  May  i.  1866.  and  that  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  receive  sealed 
proposals  or  bids  for  the  rent  of  each  of  said  piers,  bulkheads  and  market  cellars, 
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to  be  publicly  opened  on  a  day  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners  for  their  action,  the  Comptroller  to  give  public  notice  that  proposals 
will  be  received  as  above,  in  his  discretion. 

A  communication  was  submitted  from  Henry  McGown,  President  of  the  Harlem 
and  New  York  Navigation  Company,  in  relation  to  encroachments  upon  the  rights 
of  said  company,  as  lessees  from  the  Corporation  of  the  pier  and  bulkhead  at 
Harlem  Bridge,  used  as  the  landing  place  of  their  line  of  boats. 

Mr.  McGown  appeared  before  the  Commissioners  and^  explained  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  encroachments  complained  of,  when,  on  motion,  the  said  communica- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  to  take  such  immediate  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  secure  the  interests  of  the  Corporation  in  the 
premises.

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  7,  informing  me  that  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  it  was  "  Referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corpo- 
**  ration  for  his  opinion  in  the  case  whether  the  Comptroller,  by  the  authority  of  the^ 
"  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  can  lease  the  piers  and  bulkheads  belonging  to  the 
"  Corporation  except  at  public  auction."

Section  41  of  the  City  Charter  of  1859  provides  that  all  ferries,  docks,  piers  and 
slips  shall  be  leased,  and  all  leases,  sales  of  public  property  and  franchises  (other  than 
grants  of  land  under  water),  shall  be  made  by  public  auction  and  to  the  highest  bidder, 
who  shall  give  adequate  security. 
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1  know  of  no  subsequent  legislation  impairing  the  force  of  the  above  section,  which 
1  regard  as  clear  and  conclusive  on  the  subject.

"  or  for  some  of  them,  the  title  shall  revert  to  and  be  reinvested  in  the  Mayor,  Alder- 
**  men  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York.*' 

The  Recorder  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding  immediately  after  $500,000  the 
following :  **  And  the  interest  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  property  now  occupied  by

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Office  July  26,  1866. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance 
Committees  of  both  Boards. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petitions  of  Courtlandt  Palmer  and  John 
K.  Pruyn,  respectively,  fof  confirmation  of  a  certain  water  grant  on  the  North  river, 
between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-seventh  streets,  originally  issued  to  Freeman  Campbell, 
presented  the  following  report,  viz. : 

The  Honorable  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds: 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  facts  stated  in  the  petitions 
of  Courtlandt  Palmer  and  John  K.  Pruyn  in  respect  to  a  confirmation  of  the  grant  made 
to  Freeman  Campbell  on  the  ist  day  of  September,  1853,  of  land  below  original  high- 
water  mark,  between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-seventh  streets,  North  river,  do 
respectfully 

Report  that 'we  have  investigated  the  matter  and  do  find  the  facts  to  be  substantially 
as  stated  in  the  said  petitions.  That  the  said  grant  contained,  among  other  things,  a 
condition  that  it  would  be  void  if  the  grantee  was  not  at  the  time  the  owner  of  the 
pre-emptive  right  to  take  such  grant.  That  the  said  grantee  had,  at  that  time,  become 
the  purchaser  of  the  said  pre-emptive  right  at  Sheriff's  sale  in  a  certain  matter  entitled 
"  Supreme  Court  in  Equity,  in  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  William  Cairns,  Jr., 
and  Ann  Eliza,  his  wife,"  and  had  paid  ten  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  price,  as  required 
by  the  terms  of  sale.  That  almost  immediately  thereafter  the  said  grant  was  made, 
although  he  had  not  yet  completed  the  terms  of  sale  or  received  the  Sheriff's  deed.  That 
having  failed  to  complete  his  purchase,  an  action  was  subsequently  commenced  to  fore- 
close whatever  interest  he  had  acquired  in  the  said  lands  and  pre-emptive  right,  which 
action  was  entitled,  "  Supreme  Court,  William  Cairns,  Jr.,  and  Ann  Eliza,  his  wife, 
**  against  Freeman  Campbell  and  others."  That  in  said  action  a  decree  was  made  on  the 
^th  day  of  June,  1861,  directing  a  sale  of  the  said  lands  and  pre-emptive,  right  and  fore- 
closing all  interest  acquired  by  the  said  grantee  therein,  and  vesting  the  title  thereto  in  the 
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purchaser  or  purchasers  at  such  sale.  That  such  sale  has  been  made,  and  that  the  said 
grantee  has  become  divested  of  any  title  or  interest  he  may  have  acquired  in  the  said 
lands  and  pre-emptive  right,  and  the  same  has  become  vested  in  the  petitioners. 
That  the  full  value  of  the  said  lands  has  been  received  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  but  that  owing  to  the  proviso  in  said  grant,  as  above  stated,  there  is  a  cloud 
on  the  title  which  should  be  removed. 

Wherefore,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petitioners  be 
granted,  and  that  the  aforesaid  grant  be  confirmed  to  the  present  owners. 

Dated  June  30,  1866. 


On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  and  the  deeds  of  confirmation  submitted  by  the 
committee  approved,  and  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Common  Council  were  requested 
to  execute  said  deeds.

Department  for  the  delivery  of  carriage  for  Hose  Company  No.  56  to  him,  the  said 
Hartshorne,  he  not  having  (as  he  states  in  his  petition)  been  paid  for  the  said  carriage, 
was  presented  and,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table.

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  instructed  to  take  an  appeal  from 
the  said  decision  to  the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Comptroller  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fond  at  the  last  meeting  on  the  petition  of  Cortlandt  Palmer  for  a  deed  of  confirmation 
of  a  portion  of  a  water  grant  issued  in  1853  to  Freeman  Campbell,  on  the  Hudson  river, 
between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-seventh  streets,  and  stated  that  it  had  been  ascertained 
that  an  assessment  had  been  made  for  building  a  sewer  in  Thirty- fourth  street  (confirmed 
July  II,  1861)  after  the  original  grant  had  been  issued,  and  that  the  said  assessment 
was  set  aside  because  the  property  was  assessed  for  the  said  sewer  for  more  than  one- 
half  of  its  last  assessed  value,  and  that  the  Corporation  was  required  to  pay  the  assess- 
ment for  the  aforesaid  sewer  on  the  premises  included  in  the  deed  of  confirmation  to 
Cortlandt  Palmer  approved  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund;  when,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  withhold  said  deed  to  Cortlandt  Palmer  until  the 
inioujit  of  said  assessment  on  the  premises  included  in  said  deed  and  paid  by  the  Corpo- 
ration on  account  of  said  sewer  be  paid  by  the  said  Cortlandt  Palmer. 
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The  Comptroller  reported  a  large  balance  in  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of 
Interest  on  the  City  Debt,  and  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $300,000  be  transferred  to 
the  "  General  Fund,"  as  provided  for  in  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862 ;  when,  on  motion, 
it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  D.  Devlin,  Chamberlain,  for  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  charged  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment 
of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,  on  account  of  the  *'  Surplus  Revenues  "  of  said  fund  for 
the  year  1866,  and  the  same  credited  to  the  '*  General  Fund  "  of  the  City,  in  pursuance 
of  the  aforesaid  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

A  bill  of  G.  W.  Smith  for  $150  for  survey  and  maps  of  the  lower  portion  of  the 
City  Hall  Park,  recommended  as  a  site  for  the  post-office,  etc.,  was  presented  and,  on 
motion,  ordered  paid.

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

The  following  reports  were  submitted,  viz.: 

I.  Report  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  Street  Commissioner  on  the  application  of 
William  H.  Guion  for  extension  of  water  grant  on  the  North  river,  between  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  as  follows: 

New  York,  September  19,  1866. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

Gentlemen — The  Comptroller  and  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  whom  was  referred 
(see  proceedings  of  April  30,  1866,  page  182)  the  application  of  William  H.  Guion  for 
extension  of  water  grant  on  the  North  river,  between  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth 
streets,  together  with  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  thereon  . 
December  27,  1865,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject,  respectfully 

Report  that  a  grant  was  issued  to  Beverly  Robinson  in  1852  for  one-half  of  the  block 
between  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  now  owned  by  the  present  applicant, 
extending  to  the  Thirteenth  avenue,  at  that  time  the  exterior  line  of  the  City.  In  1857 
the  exterior  line  was  extended  about  70  feet  beyond  the  Thirteenth  avenue,  and  the  present 
application  is  for  the  extension  of  the  aforesaid  grant  to  the  present  exterior  line  as  fixed 
by  law. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  former  grant  was  designed  to  convey 
the  rights  of  the  Corporation  to  the  land  under  water  to  the  exterior  line  of  the  City, 
and  paid  for  accordingly,  and  as  the  present  application  is  to  extend  the  existing  grant 
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to  the  present  exterior  line,  in  order  that  the  rights  to  wharfage,  etc.,  conveyed  by  the 
former  grant  may  not  be  interfered  with,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  merely  a  nominal 
consideration  should  be  fixed  for  the  extension  applied  for,  and  therefore  recommend  that 
the  resolution  adopted  December  27,  1865,  be  reconsidered,  and  the  consideration  for 
said  extension  of  the  water  grant  to  William  H.  Guion  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
per  foot  front,  running  measure. 

A  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  recommendation  is  herewith  submitted. 


Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted  December  27,  1865,  authorizing  a  grant  to  be 
issued  to  William  H.  Guion  for  land  under  water  on  the  North  river,  between  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  reconsidered  and  amended 
to  read  as  follows,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  cause  a  grant  to 
be  issued  to  William  H.  Guion  for  land  under  water  on  the  Hudson  river,  between 
Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  in  front  of  the  upland  owned  by  him,  extending 
from  the  westerly  line  of  the  Thirteenth  avenue  to  the  exterior  line  of  the  City  as  now 
fixed  by  law,  containing  the  usual  covenants  and  conditions,  at  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  foot 
front,  running  measure.

Report  that  the  several  applications  referred  extend  the  entire  front  on  the  Harlem 
river,  from  the  westerly  line  of  a  water  grant  issued  to  Benjamin  S.  Judah,  at  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty-seventh  street  and  First  avenue,  October  21,  1808  (see  Book  E  of  City 
Grants,  page  504),  to  the  easterly  line  of  a  water  grant  issued  to  John  B.  Coles  at  One 
Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  and  Third  avenue  July  20,  1801  (see  Book  E  of  City  Grants, 

mt  53). 

The  said  applicants  having  mutually  agreed  upon  the  division  or  boundary  lines  of 
the  grants,  respectively,  as  applied  for,  we  recommend  that  the  applications  be  granted. 
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the  consideration  for  said  grants  fixed  at  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  foot  front,  running 
measure,  the  grants  to  contain  the  usual  covenants  and  conditions ;  the  grant  to  William 
H.  Colwell  not  to  be  extended  so  as  in  any  way  or  manner  to  interfere  with  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  pier  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  and  Harlem  Bridge,  now 
leased  to  the  Harlem  and  New  York  Navigation  Company.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Oflkc  December  11,  1866. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

Terrence  Farley,  Esq.,  appeared  before  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  and 
stated  that  he  purchased  from  the  Corporation  in  May  last,  at  auction,  certain  lots  in 
the  block  bounded  by  Sixty-seventh  and  Sixty-eighth  streets  and  Fourth  and  Fifth 
avenues,  on  which  he  has  paid  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money ;  that  he  has  lost 
the  sale  of  the  said  lots  on  account  of  some  question  that  affects  the  title.  He  therefore 
asks  that  a  portion  of  the  amount  paid,  say  twenty  per  cent.,  be  repaid  to  him  until  such 
time  as  the  question  of  title  is  settled. 

On  motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel 
to  the  Corporation  as  to  the  power  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  pay 
hack  any  portion  of  the  money  received  on  account  of  sales  of  the  said  lots  after  the  same 
has  been  deposited  in  the  treasury  as  prescribed  by  law. 

The  following  report  on  the  proposition  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  in  relation 
to  the  settlement  of  the  boundary  line  between  property  claimed  by  them  and  the  common 
lands  of  the  City,  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-seventh  streets,  referred  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Recorder  June  23,  1866,  was  presented  by  the  Mayor,  viz. : 

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York,  etc: 

The  Hon.  John  T.  Hoffman,  Mayor,  etc.,  and 
The  Hon.  John  K.  Hackett,  Recorder, 

Special  Committee: 

ilESSRS.  I  have  examined  the  offer  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  to 

con^romise  and  settle  the  conflicting  claims  of  themselves  and  of  the  Mayor,  Alder- 
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men  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  lands  on  and  near  the  Third  avenue 
in  this  City  and  between  Fifty-second  and  Fifty-seventh  streets. 

The  offer  was  that  "any  first-class  city  surveyor  lay  down  the  easterly  boundary 
"  line  of  the  common  lands  "  (from  Fifty-second  street  to  Fifty-seventh  street)  "  accord- 
**  ing  to  the  survey  thereof  made  for  the  City  by  Casimir  Th.  Goerck  in  1796,  on  the 
"  present  plan  of  the  City,  all  west  of  such  line  to  belong  wholly  to  the  City ;  all  east 
"  of  such  line  and  west  of  the  easterly  line  laid  down  on  the  sales  map  used  at  the  recent 
"  sale  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  City  and  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell." 

Mr.  George  W.  Smith,  city  surveyor,  has,  at  the  instance  of  the  City  authorities, 
attempted  to  lay  down  this  easterly  line  according  to  the  Goerck  map.  He  has  drawn 
three  lines,  which  are  obtained  by  three  several  modes  of  procedure.  As  these  lines  do 
not  coincide,  I  infer  that  the  map,  in  its  present  condition,  is  not  precisely  accurate  in 
each  of  its  particulars.  I  have  examined  this  map  in  the  presence  of  the  surveyor,  Mr. 
Smith,  and  have  heard  his  explanations.  As  I  understand  him,  the  yellow  line,  or  the 
centre  line  of  the  three  lines  so  drawn  by  him,  is,  in  his  opinion,  more  likely  to  be  the 
true  boundary  line  than  either  of  the  others. 

If  this  yellow  line  be  assumed  to  be  the  accurate  easterly  boundary  line  of  the  common 
lands  it  will  follow  that  all  of  the  land  in  dispute  lying  east  of  it  belongs  to  Messrs. 
Brevoort  and  Odell. 

A  division  of  the  lands  in  dispute  lying  between  Fifty-second  street  and  Fifty-seventh 
street  and  east  of  this  yellow  line  up  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  lands  as  laid  down 
on  the  sales  map  used  at  the  sale  recently  made  by  the  City  authorities  would  be  one 
which  would  give  to  the  City  half  of  the  proceeds  of  lands  in  which  it  has  no  actual 
interest,  assuming  this  yellow  line  to  be  the  true  easterly  boundary  line. 

The  difficulty  in  ascertaining  the  easterly  boundary  line  of  the  common  lands  is 
the  obstacle  to  an  accurate  determination  of  the  actual  rights  of  the  claimants. 

In  1822  Isaac  T.  Ludlam  and  Edward  Doughty  made  a  survey  of  these  common 
lands.  Mr.  Ludlam  is  living;  Mr.  Doughty  is  dead.  I  have  conversed  with  Mr.  Ludlam. 
He  adopted  as  the  easterly  boundary  (in  making  his  survey)  a  fence  then  standing. 
When  this  fence  was  erected  he  does  not  know.  Its  condition  indicated  to  his  mind 
that  this  fence  had  been  erected  many  years  previously. 

As  early  as  the  fore  part  of  1838  Brevoort  &  Odell,  by  their  tenants,  were  in  the 
actual  occupation  of  the  front  part  of  the  block  between  Fifty-sixth  and  Fifty-seventh 
streets  lying  next  westerly  of  the  Third  avenue.  In  that  year  the  Corporation  commenced 
an  action  of  ejectment  to  recover  possession  of  that  parcel.  Then  only  sixteen  years 
had  elapsed  subsequent  to  the  survey  made  by  Messrs.  Ludlam  and  Doughty.  It  was  then 
comparatively  easy  to  ascertain  when  and  under  what  circumstances  the  fence  was 
erected  which  Messrs.  Ludlam  and  Doughty  adopted  as  the  easterly  boundary  line,  what 
occupation  the  City  have  had  of  the  lands  west  of  this  fence,  its  character,  when  it 
commenced  and  whether  it  had  been  interrupted.  It  is  twenty-eight  years  since  that 
action  was  commenced.  It  is  yet  pending  and  untried.  The  office  of  Corporation  Counsel 
has  been  filled  during  this  period  by  several  gentlemen  of  undoubted  ability  and  industry. 
The  omission  to  bring  the  suit  to  trial  would  seem  to  justify  the  inference  that  it  has 
been  found  difficult  to  furnish  such  evidence  of  the  true  easterly  boundary  line  as  was 
satisfactory'  to  counsel. 

In  1859  Messrs.  Brevoort  &  Odell  instituted  a  special  proceeding  to  compel  the  deter- 
mination of  the  claims  of  the  parties  to  other  portions  of  this  disputed  territory  west 
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of  Third  avenue  and  between  Fifty-first  and  Fifty-sixth  streets.  That  proceeding  is  still 
pending  and  undetermined. 

The  City,  as  I  understand  the  facts,  has  recently  sold  the  lands  in  controversy,  and 
the  purchasers  decline  to  complete  their  contracts  on  account  of  the  difficulties  in  respect 
to  the  title. 

By  the  offer  of  compromise,  as  I  understand  it,  the  division  proposed  to  be  made 
will  not  only  settle  all  controversies  in  respect  to  the  specific  parcels  thus  to  be  divided, 
but  will  also  extinguish  all  claims  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  &  Odell  to  any  and  all  land  west 
of  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  lands  as  laid  down  on  the  sales  map  before  referred 
to  and,  as  well  to  lands  below  as  above  Fifty-second  street,  Messrs.  Brevoort  &  OdeH 
will  release  all  claims,  except  to  the  specific  parcels  which,  by  this  division,  will  fall  to 
them. 

Instead  of  actually  dividing  these  parcels,  they  propose  that  the  sales  made  be  carried 
into  effect ;  that  the  price  for  which  each  lot  as  sold  has  been  sold  be  taken  as  its  value, 
and  that  the  value  of  any  portion  of  the  lots  sold  which  is  to  be  divided  be  ascertained  by 
any  fair  and  competent  person,  on  just  and  equitable  principles,  and  that  Messrs.  Brevoort 
&  Odell  receive  their  half  of  the  value  of  such  portion  and  the  Corporation  receive  the 
residue. 

One  great  advantage  of  ending  this  controversy  will  be  that  the  City  will  be  in  the 
immediate  receipt  of  the  value  of  such  portions  of  the  property  as  will  be  accorded  to  it, 
and  the  owners  of  the  residue  will  henceforth  pay  all  taxes  and  assessments  that  may 
l>e  imposed  upon  that.  The  uncertainties  of  litigation,  with  its  long  delays,  uncertain 
result  and  inevitable  expenses  will  be  at  once  determined. 

The  Counsel  of  the  Corporation,  during  a  period  of  twenty-eight  years,  do  not  seem 
to  have  succeeded  in  procuring  evidence  on  which  they  were  willing  to  bring  to  trial 
the  suit  brought  by  the  City. 

I  may  assume,  probably,  that  the  claimants  have  not  discovered  any  evidence  at  all 
conclusive  in  its  character  or  else  they  would  have  forced  the  suit  to  a  trial. 

My  opinion,  upon  such  information  as  I  now  have,  is  that  it  would  be  for  the 
pecuniary  interests  of  the  City  to  settU  this  controversy  upon  the  terms  offered,  under- 
standing that,  according  to  this  offer,  Brevoort  &  Odell  will  release  all  claims  to  all  lands 
west  of  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  lands  as  laid  down  upon  the  aforesaid  sales  map 
upon  an  equal  division  between  the  parties  of  the  land  west  of  this  line  and  east  of  the 
said  yellow  line,  lying  between  Fifty-second  and  Fifty-seventh  streets,  and  that  instead 
of  an  actual  division  of  these  parcels  the  proceeds  of  their  value,  to  be  ascertained  as 
above  suggested,  will  be  divided. 

To  make  such  a  division  it  will  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  precise  quantity  of  the 
several  parcels  to  be  thus  divided  and  the  actual  value  of  each  of  such  parcels.

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
proposed  compromise  of  the  claims  of  Brevoort  &  Odell  referred  to  in  the  opinion  of 
Joseph  S.  Bosworth,  this  day  presented  and  received,  should  be  accepted,  and  that  the 
same  hereby  is  accepted  as  far  as  said  Commissioners  have  power  in  the  premises.  That 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  said  Joseph  S.  Bosworth  be  requested,  on  behalf  of  said 
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Commissioners,  to  agree  with  the  counsel  of  said  Brevoort  &  Odell  upon  the  details  of 
said  compromise  and  the  precise  proportion  of  the  purchase  moneys  of  the  lots  in 
question  to  be  paid  on  said  compromise  to  said  Brevoort  &  Odell. 

Resolved,  That  when  said  details  are  arranged  and  said  proportions  agreed  upon 
the  Common  Council  be  requested  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
to  carry  out  said  compromise  and  to  pay  to  said  Brevoort  &  Odell  their  proportion  of 
said  moneys,  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  to  settle  all 
suits  now  pending  in  relation  thereto  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  said  Joseph  S.  Bosworth  be  authorized  and  employed  to  assist  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  prepare  all  resolutions,  releases  and  other  instruments  in  writing 
necessary  and  proper  in  the  premises.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Ofiice  December  21,  1866. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  he  had  examined  the  application  of  Courtlandt  Palmer, 
referred  to  him  November  13,  1866,  in  relation  to  assessment  for  sewer  in  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  and  finds  that  the  assessment  on  the  twenty-five  lots  in  question  as  paid 
by  the  City  on  account  of  said  sewer  was  $3,601.12,  and  that  the  assessment,  corrected 
so  as  not  to  assess  any  lot  more  than  half  its  last  assessed  value,  amounts  to  $2,262 
(assessment  of  i860)  ;  when,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  payment  of  said  assessment  of  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  sixty-two  dollars,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per 
anntim,  from  July  11,  1861,  by  the  said  Courtlandt  Palmer  the  Comptroller  be  authorized 
to  deliver  to  him  the  deed  of  confirmation  aproved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  July  26,  1866. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  reply  to 
the  inquiry  "  as  to  whether  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  can  legally  pay  back 
"  to  Aid.

January  5,  1867. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Office  January  5,  1867. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  transmitting 
*'  preamble  and  resolution  "  adopted  by  that  body,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  January  2, 
1867,  in  relation  to  land  under  water  at  the  Battery  required  for  the  U.  S.  Government 
for  Barge  Office,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  were 
adopted,  viz. : 

Whereas,  The  following  preamble  and  resolution  have  passed  the  Common  Council 
and  been  approved  by  the  Mayor,  that  is  to  say: 

"  Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  passed  April  30, 
'*  1866,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  were  permitted, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cede,  grant  and  convey  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
**  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  price  as  might  be  agreed  upon  with  the  authorities  of  the 
"  United  States,  all  their  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  of,  in  and  to  so  much  and  such 
**  portion  or  portions  of  the  easterly  end  or  extremity  of  the  land  and  lands  under  water 

*  commonly  known  as  the  Battery  extension  in  the  City  of  New  York,  with  the  open  slips 

*  or  basin  at  the  easterly  end  thereof,  as  may  be  required  by  the  United  States  of  America, 

*  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 

*  establishing  a  barge  office  and  other  suitable  buildings  as  more  particularly  specified  in 

*  said  act ;  and  also  to  further  cede  to  the  United  States  a  right-of-way  or  passage  of  not 

*  less  than  seventy-five  feet  in  width  from  the  aforesaid  lands  and  premises  over  and 

*  across  the  lands  adjacent  thereto  known  as  the  Battery  ground,  for  the  purposes  of 
^  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  Whitehall  street  in  said  city;  and 
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**  Whereas,  The  proper  authorities  of  the  United  States  have  caused  a  survey  and 
"  description  to  be  made  (by  a  sworn  city  surveyor)  of  the  premises  so  required  for  the 
"purposes  aforesaid,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  which  survey  is  hereto 
"annexed,  and  which  premises,  as  shown  bytsaid  survey,  are  bounded  and  described  as 
"  follows,  to  wit : 

"  Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  old  Battery  wall  distant  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
"  five  feet  in  a  direct  line  westerly  from  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  end  of  the  said 
"  wall  with  the  pier  on  the  west  side  of  Staten  Island  Ferry  slip,  and  running  from 
"  thence  on  a  normal  line  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred  and  thirteen  feet  six  inches 
"to  the  exterior  line  of  the  proposed  Battery  extension,  as  established  by  the  Harbor 
"  Commissioners ;  thence  along  the  aforesaid  exterior  line  easterly  to  the  westerly  side 
"  of  the  pier  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  slip ;  thence  northerly  along 
"  the  said  pier  for  the  distance  of  about  two  hundred  and  twenty  feet  to  the  intersection 
"  of  the  old  Battery  wall  with  the  said  pier ;  and  thence  westerly  in  a  direct  line  to  the 
"place  of  beginning;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
"  New  York  do  execute  and  deliver  to  the  United  States  of  America  a  proper  deed  of 
"  conveyance,  to  be  approved  by  the  Council  to  the  Corporation  of  said  City,  of  the  prem- 
"ises  hereinabove  described;  and  also  the  right-of-way  over  the  Battery  to  Whitehall 
"  street,  as  above  described.  That  said  conveyance  be  made  for  and  upon  such  pecuniary 
"consideration,  nominal  or  otherwise,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  and  between  the 
"  United  States  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  and  County  of 
"  New  York,  and  upon  the  proviso  and  condition,  to  be  embodied  in  said  conveyance, 
"  that  the  said  lands  under  water,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required  by  the  United 
"  States  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  filled  in  wholly  by  and  at  the  expense  of 
"  the  United  States ;  and  that  the  filling-in  and  construction  of  the  exterior  wall  of  the 
"  Battery  extension  in  front  of  the  lands  so  conveyed  shall  be  made  by  and  at  the  expense 
"  of  the  United  States ;  such  exterior  wall  to  be  equal  in  character  and  quality  to  that 
"in  front  of  the  other  portion  of  the  said  Battery  extension;  and  upon  the  further 
"proviso  and  condition  that  a  staircase  shall  be  erected  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
"  United  States  at  some  convenient  place  upon  the  premises  for  the  accommodation  of 
"boats'  crews  in  the  service  of  the  War,  Navy  and  Post-office  departments,  and  of 
"  foreign  national  vessels ;  and  also  upon  the  proviso  and  condition  that  the  said  right- 
"  of -way  across  the  Battery  shall  not  be  inclosed,  but  shall  always  continue  to  be  an  open 
"way;  and  also  upon  the  proviso  and  condition  that  the  title  thereby  conveyed  shall 
"  revert  to  the  City  whenever  the  said  premises  shall  cease  to  be  used  and  occupied  by 
"  the  United  States  for  a  barge  office  and  other  suitable  buildings  and  structures  for  the 
"transaction  of  public  business  connected  with  the  United  States  revenue  service,  and 
"  for  the  landing  of  revenue  and  other  government  boats  and  barges  for  the  use,  con- 
"  venience  and  accommodation  of  the  United  States  Custom-house  for  the  port  of  New 


York";  and 
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Whereas,  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  New  York  would  be  promoted  by  a  conveyance  to  the  United 
States  Government  of  the  premises  therein  described  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned, 
and  that,  in  view  of  the  mutual  interests  of  the  City  and  Government,  such'  conveyance 
should  be  for  a  mere  nominal  consideration;  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  resolution,  the  Commissioners  . 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  agree  upon  and  fix  the  consideration  of  said  conveyance  at  five 
dollars,  and  consent  that  a  conveyance  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said 
resolution  for  that  price.

Bill  of  G.  W.  Smith,  Surveyor,  for  making  finished  atlas  of  ten  maps  of  the  shore  of 
Harlem  river,  from  Eighty-fifth  to  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-fifth  street,  showing  the 
original  high  and  low  water  lines,  the  Harbor  Commissioners'  exterior  lines,  etc., 
embracing  a  front  on  the  Harlem  river  of  about  32,000  lineal  feet,  at  12  cents  per  foot, 


(Messrs.  G.  A.  Sage,  G.  B.  Molindy  and  William  T.  Black,  city  surveyor,  appeared 
before  the  Commissioners  and,  after  examining  the  said  maps,  decided  that  the  bill  was 
fair  and  moderate.) 

Bill  of  P.  H.  Kingsland  for  searches  for  taxes,  assessments,  etc.,  on  property 
between  TTiird  and  Lexington  avenues  and  Fifty-second  and  Fifty-seventh  streets,  $38. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  submitted  and  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas.  In  conformity  to  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  passed 
February  22,  1844,  it  is  necessary  that  a  certificate  be  given  under  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  setting  forth  that  all  real  estate  sold  under  their 
direction  was  sold  pursuant  to  said  ordinance;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  certify  that  the  real  estate  hereafter  enumerated  was  sold 
tmdcr  our  direction  and  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  ordinance, 
and  that  the  price  set  opposite  each  lot  is  the  true  price  for  which  the  same  was  sold ;

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COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SINKING  FUND. 


January  19,  1867. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Coininissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptrollers 
Office  January  19,  1867. 

Present — ^The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

On  motion,  the  Mayor  was  appointed  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  the  Comptroller,  W.  H.  Dikeman  was  appointed  Clerk;  salary  same 
as  last  year. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  submitting 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  approved  by  the  Mayor  January  5,  1867,  viz.  : 

Whereas,  A  sale  was  made  on  the  21st,  22d,  23d  and  24th  of  May,  1866,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  of  certain  lots  of  land  claimed  to 
be  part  of  the  common  lands  belonging  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  lying  between  Fifty-second  and  Fifty-seventh  streets  and  west  of 
the  Third  avenue  in  said  city ;  and 

Whereas,  Henry  Brevoort,  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  and  Jacob  D.  Odell,  of  Yonkers, 
in  Westchester  County,  claim  to  own  in  fee  some  of  the  lots  so  sold ;  and 

Whereas,  Suits  are  now  and  for  a  long  time  have  been  pending  between  said  Brevoort 
and  Odell  and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  in 
respect  to  some  of  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  to  which  said  claim  of  said  Brevoort  and 
Odell  relates ;  and 

Whereas,  The  purchasers  at  said  sale  of  the  lots  the  title  whereof  is  in  dispute  as 
aforesaid  by  reason  thereof  refused  to  complete  their  said  purchases ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  have  proposed  to  the  said  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  compromise  and  settle  all  of  said  conflicting  claims  and  all 
pending  suits  in  relation  thereto  on  certain  terms  specified  in  their  said  proposition ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  said  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  upon  full  examination  and 
consideration  of  said  proposition,  resolved,  at  a  meeting  of  said  Commissioners  held 
December  11,  1866  (among  other  things),  that  the  said  proposition  for  a  compromise 
sliould  be  accepted  so  far  as  the  said  Commissioners  had  power  in  the  premises,  and  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  Joseph  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  be  requested,  on  behalf  of  said 
Commissioners,  to  agree  with  the  counsel  of  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  upon  the  details 
of  said  compromise  and  the  precise  proportion  of  the  purchase  moneys  of  tlie  lots  in 
question  to  be  paid  on  said  compromise  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Corporation  Counsel  and  Joseph  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  as  appears  from  a 
communication  from  them  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  dated  December, 
A.  D.  1866,  have  agreed  with  the  counsel  for  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  upon  the  details 
of  said  compromise  and  upon  the  sum  of  eighty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and  nine- 
teen dollars  as  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  as  their  portion  of  the 
purchase  moneys  of  the  lots  in  question,  to  be  paid  to  them  upon  their  executing  a  good 
and  sufficient  release  of  all  their  said  claims ;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 
of  the  City  of  New  York  that  the  said  proposed  compromise  be  carried  into  effect ; 
therefore  it  is 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  carry  the  said  proposed  compromise  into  complete 
and  full  effect,  and  to  pay  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  out  of  the  purchase  moneys  of 
the  lots  in  question  as  aforesaid  the  said  sum  of  eighty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and 
nineteen  dollars,  in  full  settlement  and  satisfaction  of  all  of  the  aforesaid  claims  of  said 
Brevoort  and  Odell,  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  by  them  of  a  release  (to  be  approved 
as  to  the  form  thereof  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  the  City),  executed  and  acknowledged 
by  themselves  and  the  wife  of  said  Odell,  of  all  their  claims  upon  and  estate  and  interest, 
in  the  lands  aforesaid,  lying  between  Forty-eighth  and  Fifty-seventh  streets  and  the 
Fourth  avenue  and  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  land  of  said  City,  as  said  easterly 
line  of  said  common  land  is  laid  down  by  Isaac  T.  Ludlam,  City  Surveyor,  on  a  map 
on  file  in  the  Comptroller's  Office  of  the  City  of  New  York,  dated  June,  1827,  and  entitled, 
**  Atlas  of  the  Common  Land  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
and  also  that  the  Counsel  of  the  Corporation  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  upon  the 
said  compromise  being  carried  into  effect  and  the  said  release  being  executed  and 
delivered,  to  discontinue  and  consent  to  the  discontinuance  of  all  pending  suits  relating 
to  the  subject-matter  so  compromised,  upon  the  terms  of  each  party  paying  his  own  costs. 

On  motion,  the  preamble  and  resolution  were  approved  and  the  following  resolu- 
tion adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  carry  out  the 
compromise  with  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  for  the  settlement  of  the  disputed  title 
to  lands  lying  between  F^'orty-eighth  and  Fifty-seventh  streets  and  west  of  the  Third 
avenue,  on  the  basis  of  the  resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  approved  by  the  Mayor 
January  5,  1867,  and  to  pay  to  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  the  sum  of  eighty-four 
thousand  four  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  upon  their  delivering  to  the  Mayor,  Alder- 
men and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  a  release  of  the  premises  referred  to  in 
said  resolution  and  discontinuing  all  proceedings  at  law  in  relation  thereto,  without  costs 
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to  either  party,  whenever,  after  the  completion  of  searches,  the  Counsel  to  the  Corpora- 
tion and  J.  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  his  associate  counsel,  shall  certify  that  there  are  no 
objections  to  the  said  payment. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  in  relation  to  land 
between  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  and  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets,  included  in 
Hamilton  Square,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted,  a  copy  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Hon. 
John  E.  Develin,  member  of  the  Legislature : 

Whereas,  The  piece  of  land  lying  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  and  Sixty- 
sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  is  included  in  and  forms  part 
of  Hamilton  Square  as  laid  down  on  the  map  or  plan  of  the  Commissioners  appointed 
in  and  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  improvements  touching 
**  the  laying  out  of  roads  and  streets  in  the  City  of  New  York  and  for  other  purposes," 
passed  April  3,  1807;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  said  map  or  plan  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  were  seized  in  fee  simple  of  the  whole  of  said 
piece  of  land,  and  still  continue  seized  of  the  northerly  part  thereof  (being  all  that  part 
which  lies  between  Sixty-seventh  street  if  the  same  should  be  extended  from  the  Fourth 
avenue  to  the  Fifth  avenue  and  Sixty-eighth  street),  but  have  sold  and  conveyed  by  a  full 
covenant  deed,  ^^ted  on  the  17th  of  October,  1827,  the  southerly  part  thereof  (being  all 
that  part  which  lies  between  Sixty-sixth  street  and  Sixty-seventh  street  if  so  extended)  ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York  did,  in 
the  month  of  May  last,  sell  at  public  auction  the  block  of  land  lying  between  Sixty-seventh 
street  if  so  extended  and  Sixty-eighth  street  and  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  to  various 
persons;  and 

AVhereas,  The  purchasers  at  said  sale  made  in  May  last  of  said  block  of  land  have 
refused  to  complete  their  respective  purchases  on  the  ground  that  the  said  block  is  laid 
down  on  the  said  map  or  plan  of  the  City  of  New  York  as  part  of  a  public  square ;  and 

Whereas,  That  part  of  Hamilton  Square  as  laid  down  on  the  said  map  or  plan 
which  lies  between  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets  and  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues 
in  said  city  has  never  been  opened ;  and 

Whereas,  The  laying  out  and  opening  of  the  Central  Park  since  the  adoption  of  the 
said  map  or  plan  of  the  City  of  New  York  have  rendered  it  wholly  unnecessary  and  useless 
to  open  such  part  of  Hamilton  Square  as  lies  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  ; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  application  be  made  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  New  York,  to  discontinue  on  the  said  map  or  plan  of  the  City  of 
New  York  all  that  part  of  Hamilton  Square  which  lies  between  the  Fourth  and  Pifth 
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avenues,  and  to  extend  the  street  designated  on  the  said  map  or  plan  as  Sixty-seventh 
street  from  the  Fourth  to  the  Fifth  avenue,  and  that  the  Representatives  in  the  Legis- 
lature from  the  City  of  New  York  be  requested  to  aid  in  the  passage  of  the  proper  law 
for  that  purpose. 

The  Mayor  also  submitted  the  following  draft  of  "An  Act  to  alter  tae  Map  or  Plan 
"of  the  City  of  New  York,"  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  a  copy  to  be  sent  to  the 
Hon.  John  E.  Develin,  of  the  Legislature,  viz.: 

"An  Act  to  alter  the  map  or  plan,  of  the  City  of  New  York  by  discontinuing  so  much 
*•  of  Hamilton  Square  laid  down  on  the  said  map  or  plan  as  lies  between  the 
**  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  and  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets  in  said  city. 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
"  enact  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  I.  All  that  part  of  Hamilton  square  as  laid  down  on  the  map  or  plan  of  the 
"commissioners  appointed  in  and  by  the  act  of  the  legislature,  entitled,  '  An  Act  relative 
"'to  improvements,  touching  the  laying  out  of  streets  and  roads  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
"^and  for  other  purposes,*  passed  April  3,  1807,  which  lies  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth 
"avenues  and  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets  in  said  city,  shall  cease  to  be 
"considered  as  a  public  square  or  place  or  as  reserved  for  public  purposes. 

"  Sec.  2.  The  street  designated  on  said  map  or  plan  as  Sixty-seventh  street  shall  be 
**  extended  from  the  Fourth  avenue  to  the  Fifth  avenue  on  a  line  parallel  with  and  equi- 
**  distant  from  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets,  and  the  said  map  or  plan  is  hereby 
**  altered  accordingly. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  owners  of  the  lands  which  shall  be  included  in  the  blocks  or  plots 
**of  ground  to  be  formed  by  such  extension  of  said  Sixty-seventh  street  shall  have, 
"hold,  occupy,  possess  and  enjoy  the  same  in  like  manner  as  they  would  have  been 
"entitled  to  do  if  the  said  lands  had  not  been  designated  on  the  said  map  or  plan  as 
**  reserved  for  public  use  and  the  said  street  had  been  originally  so  extended  on  the  said 
"  map  or  plan. 

"Sec  4.  Whenever  said  Sixty-seventh  street,  between  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues, 
"shall  be  opened  the  damage  and  benefit  shall  be  estimated,  assessed  and  paid  in  like 
**  manner  as  the  same  would  have  been  done  if  the  said  street  had  been  originally  so 
"extended  between  said  avenues  on  the  said  map  or  plan. 

**  Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  list  of  the  holders  of  the  "Five  Per  Cent.  Fire  Indehinity 
"  Stock  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  amounting  to  $402,768,  payable  May  10,  t868,  and  of  the 
"  Five  Per  Cent.  Water  Stock  of  the  Ci^  of  New  York,"  amounting  to  $3,000,200,  payable 
Xovcmbcr  i,  1870,  and  as  both  of  said  stocks  are  payable  from  the  Sinking  Fund  for 
the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt,  and  will  become  due  at  an  early  day,  recommended  that 
the  balance  in  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt,  which  at  the 
present  time  is  $1,157,500.99.  he  employed  to  purchase  such  amounts  of  the  aforesaid 
stocks  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  obtained ;  when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted,  viz.: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  make  investments 
on  account  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt  in  the  bonds  and 
stocks  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  at  the  current  rates,  not  above  par,  in  his 
discretion. 

The  Comptroller  called  attention  to  an  set  in  relation  to  public  markets  in  this  city, 
introduced  in  the  Legislature  by  Mr.  Gridley,  and  now  before  that  body  for  final  action, 
when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted,  namely: 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  having  examined  the  bill 
relating  to  public  markets  in  the  City  of  New  York,  introduced  by  Mr.  Gridley  in  the 
Assembly  on  the  8th  of  January,  1867,  earnestly  remonstrate  against  the  passage 
thereof.  Representing  as  tliey  do  the  public  creditors,  they  feel  it  their  duty  to  declare 
that  said  bill  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  rights  of  such  creditors,  and  impairs  their  lien 
upon  a  large  amount  of  property  and  revenue  therefrom  by  law  pledged  to  the  payment 
of  the  City  debt ;  and  the  spirit  of  the  act  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  obligations  of  the 
City  and  State  to  the  holders  of  the  City  Stock,  payable  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  which 
the  Legislature  has  heretofore  declared  should  never  be  violated. 

Resolved,  That  if  Markets  are  to  continue  to  be  public  property  and  are  to  be 
managed  by  public  authorities,  the  same  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund,  be  placed  under  their  control,  with  power  to  erect  new  markets 
where  and  whenever  necessary,  and  to  receive  and  apply  the  income  therefrom  to  the 
Sinking  Fund,  to  which  the  revenues  of  all  markets  now  built  are  by  law  pledged. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  view  with  great  alarm  this  first  attempt  to  inter- 
fere with  the  securities  sacredly  pledged  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  which  creditors  at  home 
and  abroad  have  a  deep  interest. 

Resolved,  That  in  justice  to  the  holders  of  City  securities,  who  have  relied  upon  the 
pledged  faith  of  the  State  in  relation  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  unless  the  markets  can  be 
placed  substantially  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  with 
power  as  before  mentioned,  it  is  better  that  the  entire  market  property  should  be  sold 
at  once  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  City  Debt. 

Resolved,  That  the  passage  of  Mr.  Gridley's  bill,  or  any  similar  bill,  will  not  only 
impair  the  securities  of  the  public  creditors,  but  increase  the  amount  of  the  City  debt, 
as  well  as  the  rate  of  taxation. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  his  Excellency  the  Govemor 
and  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  and  that  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
Representatives,  not  only  from  the  City,  but  from  other  portions  of  the  State,  be  invite<l 
to  the  same. 
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A  memorial  to  the  Legislature,  to  be  signed  by  persons  holding  portions  of  the  public 
debt  of  this  City,  was  adopted  as  follows,  viz. : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  Legislature 
convened: 

The  memorial  of  the  undersigned,  holders  of  portions  of  the  public  debt  of  the  City 
>f  New  York,  and  interested  in  the  continuation  of  the  good  faith  which  has  always 
Uretofore  been  observed  by  said  City  in  relation  to  its  creditors,  respectfully  represents 
that  they  have  noticed  with  great  apprehension  that  a  bill  has  been  introduced  into  the 
Assembly  entitled  **  An  Act  in  relation  to  Public  Markets  in  the  City  of  New  York,"  the 
tffect  of  which  act,  if  passed,  as  appears  to  your  memorialists,  would  be  in  a  great 
degree  to  impair  the  confidence  of  the  creditors  of  the  City  and  the  community  at  large 
in  the  value  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  heretofore  issued,  and  for  the  redemption  of 
which,  under  the  laws  relating  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  all  the  property  of  the  City  has 
ever  been  understood  to  be  inviolably  pledged.   The  act  referred  to  authorizes  the  sale 
and  disposition  of  a  most  valuable  portion  of  that  property,  at  the  discretion  of  Commis- 
sioners not  interested  in  providing  a  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  City  debt,  and 
cnipowers  them  at  will  to  devote  every  dollar  of  the  proceeds  of  said  property  and  the 
revenue  arising  therefrom  to  special  purposes.    It  creates  an  additional  incumbrance 
to  the  extent  of  one  million  of  dollars  upon  the  other  property  pledged  as  aforesaid  to 
the  creditors  of  the  City.   Your  memorialists  therefore  remonstrate  against  the  passage 
of  the  said  bill,  believing  as  they  do  that  it  is  fraught  with  danger  to  the  future  good 
credit  and  financial  standing  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  would,  in  effect,  be  an  act 
of  bad  faith  toward  those  who  have  heretofore  advanced  their  money  upon  the  security 
of  property  now  sought  to  be  diverted  from  the  purpose  to  which  it  has  been  solemnly 
pledged.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Office  February  11,  1867. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

The  following  applicati'.ns  were  presented  and  disposed  of  as  follows,  viz. : 

ist.  Application  of  Jas.  W.  McLean  and  others  for  a  grant  for  land  under  water 
on  Harlem  river  and  Spuyten  Duyvil  creek,  at  Kingsbridge,  which,  on  motion,  was 
referred  to  the  Comptroller  and  the  Street  Commissioner. 

2d.  Application  of  White  Mountain  Copper  Mining  Company  to  exchange  sundry 
lots  for  lot  and  building  No.  74  Maiden  lane,  owned  by  the  Corporation,  which,  on 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  answer. 

3d.  Application  of  Frederick  Cushman  for  lease  of  piers  and  bulkhead  (12,  18,  19 
and  20),  East  river,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  be  disposed 
of  with  other  piers  whose  leases  will  expire  on  the  ist  of  May  next. 

4th.  Application  of  National  Steam  Navigation  Company  to  be  released  from  lease 
of  Pier  No.  48,  North  river,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to 
examine  and  report. 

5th.  Application  of  Messrs.  Williams  &  Guion  for  transfer  of  lease  of  Pier  No.  47, 
North  river,  to  the  National  Steam  Navigation  Company,  which,  on  motion,  was  to  be 
returned  to  the  applicants,  the  Commissioners  declining  to  be  a  party  in  the  matter. 

6th.  Application  of  F.  A.  Tallmadge,  Esq.,  in  relation  to  leasing  the  Fort  Ganscvoort 
property  for  Franklin  Vose,  of  Albany,  to  be  used  as  a  lumber  yard,  which,  on  motion, 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

7th.  Application  of  D.  S.  Wandel  for  allowance  for  repairs  to  piers,  which,  on  motion, 
was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  examine  and  report. 
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The  Comptroller  submitted  a  statement  of  the  docks  and  slips  and  other  property 
the  leases  of  which  will  expire  on  the  ist  of  May  next,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred 
to  the  Comptroller  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  rent  of  the  same  temporarily  for 
one  year. 

The  Comptroller  also  submitted  a  statement  of  arrears  of  "Ferry,"  "Dock  and 
"  Slip,"  "  Market  Cellar "  and  *'  House  "  rent,  arrears  of  interest  on  bonds  and  mort- 
gages, etc.,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  take  such  action,  by  suit 
or  otherwise,  as  h^  may  deem  necessary  to  collect  the  same. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which,  on  motion, 
were  adopted,  viz. : 

Whereas,  An  act  is  now  before  the  Legislature  which  transfers  from  the  Mayor's 
office  to  the  Police  Department  the  business  of  licensing  pawnbrokers  and  dealers  in 
second-hand  articles,  etc.,  and  which  provides  that  all  license  fees  and  fines  and  penalties 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Police  Commissioners,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  fund 
from  which  the  police  are  paid ;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  February  22,  1844,  all 
such  license  fees  were  specifically  pledged  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Principal  of  the  City  Debt,  and  all  such  fines  and  penalties  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
Payment  of  Interest  on  such  City  Debt ;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  act  passed  May  13,  1845,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  expressly 
declared  that  said  ordinance  should  remain  in  full  force  until  the  whole  of  the  Croton 
Water  Debt  should  be  redeemed;  and 

Whereas,  The  faith  of  the  City  and  State  is  pledged  to  non-interference  with  the 
revenues  specifically  set  apart  for  the  Sinking  Fund;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  on  behalf  of  the  public 
creditors,  remonstrate  against  all  legislation  which  diverts  from  the  Sinking  Fund  the 
license  fees  and  fines  and  penalties  aforesaid,  or  which  interferes  in  any  way  with  any 
revenues  pledged  as  aforesaid  to  said  fund. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  preamble  and  resolution  be  transmitted  to 
the  Governor  and  to  each  member  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Comptroller  called  attention  to  an  act  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Low 
entitled,  "  An  Act  to  establish  a  Metropolitan  Board  of  Public  Works,"  etc.,  which,  if 
adopted  by  the  Legislature,  will  divert  certain  revenues  from  the  Sinking  Fund  which 
are  by  law  pledged  to  said  fund,  when,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  and  A.  R.  Lawrence,  Esq.,  be  and 
they  hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  appear  before  the  Legislature  or  its  com- 
jTiittees,  at  Albany,  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  oppose 
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the  passage  of  those  sections  of  the  bill  to  create  a  "  Metropolitan  Board  of  Public 
**  Works  "  relating  to  the  revenues  which  have  been  pledged  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  or  interest  of  the  City  debt,  and  any  and  all  other  acts  interfering  with  the 
Sinking  Fund  or  its  revenues ;  and  that  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  and  he  hereby 
is  authorized  to  employ  such  additional  counsel  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

The  Hon.  J.  S.  Bosworth  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  who  were  requested 
by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  passed  December  11,  1866,  to 
a^ree  with  the  counsel  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  upon  the  details  of  the  compromise 
agreed  upon  by  the  said  parties  and  the  precise  proportion  of  the  purchase  moneys  of 
the  lots  in  question  to  be  paid  on  said  compromise  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell,  reported 
as  follows,  viz.: 

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York: 

The  undersigned  have  examined  the  resolutions  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  December  11,  1866,  in  relation  to  a  compromise  of  the 
claims  of  Brevoort  and  Odell  in  respect  to  lots  and  real  estate  between  Forty-eighth 
and  Fifty-seventh  streets  and  west  of  the  Third  avenue  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  undersigned  have  complied  with  the  request  contained  in  the  first  of  said  resolu- 
tions, whereby  they  were  requested,  "  On  behalf  of  said  Commissioners,  to  agree  with  the 
"  counsel  for  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  upon  the  details  of  said  compromise  and  the 
"  precise  proportion  of  the  purchase  moneys  of  the  lots  in  question  to  be  paid  on  said 
"  compromise  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell." 

At  the  instance  of  the  undersigned,  Mr.  George  W.  Smith,  City  Surveyor,  has 
measured  and  marked  on  the  map  thereof  the  length  of  the  lines  containing  the  lots  and 
parcels  of  land  the  proceeds  of  which  by  the  proposed  compromise  are  to  be  divided 
between  the  City  and  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell,  and  he  has  also  computed  and  marked 
on  the  map  the  contents  of  each  of  said  lots  and  parcels.  He  has  also  protracted  on  the 
sales  map  of  the  common  lands  used  at  the  sale  of  common  lands  made  May  21,  22,  23  and 
24,  1866,  by  the  City,  the  line  forming,  for  the  purpose  of  said  compromise,  the  westerly 
boundary  line  of  the  parcels  so  to  be  divided,  the  easterly  boundary'  thereof  being  the 
easterly  boundary  of  the  common  lands  as  laid  down  on  said  sales  map  and  as  also  laid 
down  by  Isaac  T.  Ludlam,  City  Surveyor,  on  a  map  on  file  in  the  Comptroller's  office 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  dated  June,  1827,  and  entitled  "  Atlas  of  the  Common  Lands 
"  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

So  much  of  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  so  to  be  divided  as  lies  between  Fifty-seventh 
and  Fifty-sixth  streets  and  west  of  Third  avenue  is  valued  for  the  purposes  of  said 
compromise  at  twenty-two  thousand  dollars. 

This  valuation  has  been  approved  of  and  is  recommended  as  a  fair  one,  having  a 
regard  to  the  interests  of  the  City,  by  Mr.  Henry  McCadden,  Jr.,  who  examined  the 
same  at  the  instance  of  the  Comptroller.  The  proposed  compromise  excludes  all  claims  of 
Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  to  lands  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Fifty-sixth  streets.  They 
claim  a  strip  fronting  on  Third  avenue  and  extending  southerly  from  Fifty-sixth  to  Pifty- 
fifth  street  and  westerly  from  Third  avenue  some  fifty  feet. 
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The  claim  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  to  lands  between  Fifty-fourth  and  Fifty- 
fifth  streets,  lying  west  of  Lots  Nos.  33  and  48,  as  laid  down  on  said  sales  map,  was 
waived  by  their  counsel.  The  lots  between  said  streets  the  proceeds  of  which,  according 
to  said  compromise,  are  to  be  divided,  are  numbered  on  said  sales  map  and  were  sold 
at  said  sale  at  prices  as  next  hereinafter  stated,  to  wit :

One-half  of  this  sum  is  $91,800.  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  claim  title  to  lots  and 
real  estate  between  Forty-eighth  and  Fifty-seventh  streets  and  west  of  the  Third  avenue, 
other  than  such  as,  for  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  compromise,  are  to  be  divided 
as  above  and  in  the  way  above  mentioned.  As  a  part  of  the  terms  of  the  proposed 
compromise  they  are  to  release  their  claims  to  all  lands  between  Forty-eighth  and  Fifty- 
seventh  streets  and  the  Fourth  avenue  and  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  lands  of  said 
city  as  said  easterly  line  is  laid  down  by  Isaac  T.  Ludlam,  City  Surveyor,  on  a  map  on  file 
in  the  Comptroller's  office  of  the  City  of  New  York,  dated  June,  1827,  and  entitled, 
"  Atlas  of  the  Common  Lands  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

From  the  above  sum  of  $91,800  there  is  to  be  deducted  one-half  of  the  amount  of 
assessments  heretofore  imposed  on  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  the  proceeds  whereof 
are  to  be  divided  as  aforesaid.

The  form  of  a  release,  approved  by  the  counsel  of  the  said  Brevoort  and  Odell, 
and  which  the  latter,  together  with  the  wife  of  said  Odell,  are  to  execute,  is  herewith 
submitted.  This  release  is,  in  form,  one  which,  when  executed,  acknowledged  an<i 
delivered,  will  extinguish  all  claims  of  said  Brevoort  and  Oddl.    Herewith  is  also 
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submitted  a  draft  resolution,  which,  when  duly  passed,  will  confer  all  authority  requisite 
to  carry  into  effect  the  proposed  compromise  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  the  City.

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  pay  to  said  Brevoort  and 
Odell,  on  the  delivery  to  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  New  York  of  a  release,  approved  by  Joseph 
S.  Bosworth  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  of  the  premises  particularly  described  in  a 
resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  approved  by  the  Mayor  January  5,  1867,  and  on  the 
delivery  to  the  said  Mayor,  etc.,  of  New  York  of  an  indemnity  agreement  executed  by 
said  Brevoort  and  Odell,  also  approved  by  said  Joseph  S.  Bosworth  and  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  and  on  the  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  consenting  to  discontinue  the  action 
now  pending  against  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  New  York,  without  costs  to  either  party,  out  of 
the  sum  of  eighty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  mentioned  in  said 
resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  the  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  retain  the  balance,  to  wit,  four  thousand  four 
hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  as  security  against  said  encroachments,  and  that  the 
Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  pay  to  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  the  further  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  on  the  purchase  of  said  Lot  No.  62  on  said  map  consenting  to 
take  a  conveyance  of  so»  much  of  said  Lot  No.  62  as  has  not  been  conveyed  by  said 
Brevoort  and  Odell,  and  on  the  City  Corporation  being  paid  and  secured  three  thousand 
nine  hundred  dollars  therefor,  and  that  the  said  Comptroller  pay  to  the  said  Brevoort 
and  Odell  the  further  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  on  the  purchaser  of  said 
Lot  No.  63  on  said  map  consenting  to  take  a  conveyance  of  so  much  of  Lot  No.  63  as 
lias  not  been  conveyed  by  said  Brevoort  and  Odell,  and  on  the  City  Corporation  being 
paid  and  secured  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  therefor ;  and  that  the  said  Comp- 
t  roller  pay  the  residue  of  said  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars,  to  wit, 
two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars,  on  the  said  Brevoort  and  Odell 
vesting  in  the  said  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  the  title  to  the  parcel  of  land 
iriarked  (C)  on  the  diagram  hereto  annexed,  on  compensating  said  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the 
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City  of  New  York  for  the  value  thereof  by  exchange  or  otherwise.  The  said  Comptroller 
to  make  such  payments  in  the  first  two  of  the  three  cases  last  named  on  being  furnished 
with  the  certificate  of  the  said  Joseph  S.  Bosworth  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  or  of  the 
latter,  that  the  said  Brevoort  and  Odell  have  not  conveyed  any  portion  of  the  part 
of  said  Lots  Nos.  62  and  63,  respectively,  which  the  purchasers  thereof  may  consent 
to  take  a  conveyance  of  from  said  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York;  and  it  is 
further 

Resolved,  That  such  conveyances  be  executed  and  that  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  on  January  19,  1867,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
modified  accordingly.

At  a  meeting  of  the  G)mmissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptroller's 
Office  February  19,  1867. 

Present— The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance  Committees 
of  both  Boards. 

A  communication  was  received  from  John  Austin  Stevens,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New  York,  transmitting  the  following  resolutions, 
adopted  February  7, 1867,  viz. : 

Whereas,  This  Chamber  are  informed  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  recommendation 
contained  in  the  report  of  their  special  committee,  made  the  9th  of  February,  1865, 
and,  upon  the  application  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Legislature  of  this  State 
did,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1866,  by  law,  authorize  and  direct  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office  to  convey  to  the  United  States  a  portion  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  of  the  easterly  portion  of  the  land  and  land  under  water  comprised  within 
the  limits  of  what  is  known  as  the  Battery  extension,  and  did  also  authorize  u\e  corpo- 
rate authorities  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  make  a  like  conveyance,  upon  such  terms 
as  should  be  agreed  upon;  and 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  of  this  City  have,  by  resolution,  duly  approved  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  directed  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  make  the  said 
conveyance  and  to  fix  the  compensation  for  the  same ;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  the  exterior  and  basin  walls  and  the  filling  of  the 
space  adjacent  to  them,  and  the  preparation  of  the  site  for  the  building  and  the  erection 
of  the  same,  together  with  the  proper  stone  stairways,  and  in  view  of  the  manifest 
advantages  resulting  thereby  in  increased  security  to  the  harbor,  greater  accommodations 
to  commerce  and  important  facilities  to  the  whole  City,  we  are  clearly  of  opinion  the 
said  conveyance  should  be  made  upon  a  fair  consideration ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Chamber  respectfully  request  and  urge  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office  of  the  State  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  this  City 
to  have  executed  without  delay  the  necessary  conveyances  to  the  United  States,  to  tHe 
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end  that  this  great  improvement  hereinbefore  referred  to  may  be  speedily  consummated. 
And,  further,  that  our  representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  procure  such  appropriation  of  money  by  Congress  as  may  be  required  to  com- 
plete the  improvements  and  buildings  upon  the  lands  so  conveyed. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary 
of  this  Chamber  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  and  to  our  representatives  in  Congress. 


The  resolutions  were  accepted,  and  the  Mayor  submitted  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  Resolutions  have  been  heretofore  passed  by  the  Common  Council  pro- 
viding for  a  conveyance  to  the  United  States  Government,  as  a  site  for  a  revenue  barge 
o&cc  and  other  buildings,  of  a  portion  of  what  is  called  the  Battery  extension  (the 
Legislature  having  passed  an  act  authorizing  such  conveyance,  on  such  terms  and  for 
such  price  as  might  be  agreed  on  with  the  Federal  authorities)  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  by  resolution,  adopted  January 
S 1867,  fixed  the  consideration  of  such  conveyance  at  the  nominal  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  declined  to  prepare  or  approve  a  conveyance 
according  to  such  resolutions,  for  the  reason,  among  other  things,  that,  in  his  opinion, 
a  conveyance  without  actual  consideration  would  be  a  violation  of  law  and  of  the  rights 
of  creditors;  and 

Whereas,  The  property  so  proposed  to  be  conveyed  (excepting  only  a  right-of-way) 
is  no  part  of  the  old  Battery,  but  is  all  land  under  water  lying  in  front  thereof,  and  cannot 
be  sold  by  the  City  for  any  private  use  or  purpose,  and  is  not  now  an  available  security 
for  any  creditors  of  the  City ;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  has  released  all  its  interests  therein  to  the  United  States,  and 
the  said  land  under  water  is  to  be  filled  up  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  and 
improvements  are  to  be  erected  thereon  by  the  United  States  which  are  ^demanded 
by  and  will  greatly  advance  the  commercial  interests  of  the  City ;  and 

Whereas,  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has,  by  resolution, 
recommended  that  said  conveyance  be  made  as  aforesaid ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  if  no  legal  objection  existed  thereto,  said  conveyance  should  be  made 
for  a  merely  nominal  consideration,  but  that  in  view  of  the  objection  interposed  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  under  the  law  of  the  State  authorizing  the  sale,  we  hereby  fix 
the  price  at  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  and  the  resolution  adopted  January  5,  1867, 
is  modified  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  prepare  a  deed  in  accord- 
asce  herewith.

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The  Comptroller  submitted  a  deed,  executed  by  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell,  dated 
January  7,  1867,  approved  by  J.  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation, 
releasing  to  "  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  all 
their  title  and  claim  in  and  to  all  lands  in  the  City  of  New  York  lying  between  Forty- 
eighth  street  on  the  south,  Fifty-seventh  street  on  the  north,  Fourth  avenue  on  the  west 
and  the  easterly  line  of  the  common  lands  of  said  City  on  the  east.  Also  an  agreement, 
executed  by  the  said  Brevoort  and  Odell,  dated  February  15,  1867  (as  provided  for  by 
the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  January  19,  1867), 
approved  by  J.  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  in  which  the 
said  Brevoort  and  Odell  assent  to  the  retention  by  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New 
York  of  the  sum  of  $4419  until  the  adjustment  of  certain  encroachments,  as  shown  by 
the  diagram  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  said  agreement ;  and  covenant  and  agree  to 
indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  against  any  loss 
or  damage  which  may  ensue  to  the  said  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  by  reason 
of  certain  conveyances  to  parties  therein  named  of  parcels  of  land  designated  on  the 
diagram  attached  to  and  forming  a  part  of  said  agreement.  Also  the  consent  of  the 
parties  interested  to  discontinue,  without  costs  to  either  party,  all  pending  suits  between 
Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  and  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  relation 
to  the  matters  of  the  compromise  by  said  parties  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council,  adopted  January  5,  1867;  when,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  Henry  Brevoort  and  Jacob  D. 
Odell  for  the  sum  of  eighty-thousand  dollars  ($80,000),  in  accordance  with  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  January  19,  1867. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance  Committees  of  both  Boards  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  securities  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund.  '

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comptrolle»'s 
Office  March  6,  1867. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Finance  Committees  of  both  Boards. 

The  Comptroller  presented  the  application  of  Jeremiah  Devlin  and  Thomas  Murphy 
for  water  grant  on  the  Harlem  river,  between  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  and  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller 
and  the  Street  Commissioner. 

The  bill  of  J.  S.  Bosworth,  Esq.,  for  services  as  counsel  in  the  matter  of  the 
compromise  and  settlement  of  the  claims  of  Messrs.  Brevoort  and  Odell  against  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  lands  lying  between  Forty-eighth  and  Fifty- 
seventh  streets  and  Third  and  Fourth  avenues,  amounting  to  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000),  was  presented  and,  on  motion,  ordered  paid. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  objections  had  been  made  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  to  discon- 
tinue on  the  map  or  plan  of  the  City  of  New  York  that  portion  of  Hamilton  Square 
lying  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues  and  Sixty-sixth  and  Sixty-eighth  streets, 
included  in  the  sale  of  real  estate  made  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  in  May,  1866. 

He  therefore  recommended  that  Samuel  Riker,  Esq.,  be  employed  as  counsel  on 
behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  proceed  to  Albany  to  advocate  the 
passage  of  the  said  bill ;  when,  on  motion,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  Samuel  Riker,  Esq.,  be  retained  as  counsel  on  behalf  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  purpose  above  specified.

Oflke  March  14,  1867. 

Present — ^The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Finance  Committees  of  both  Boards. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  report,  viz.: 


To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

GEimxMEN — In  the  matter  of  the  communication  of  F.  W.  J.  Hurst,  manager  of 
the  National  Steam  Navigation  Company,  referred  to  the  Comptroller  at  meeting  of 
the  Gnnmissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  February  11,  1867,  to  examine  into  the  subject 
and  rqwrt  the  result  to  this  Board,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement : 

The  application  from  the  manager  in  behalf  of  the  National  Steam  Navigation  Com- 
pany is  to  be  released  from  the  provisions  of  the  lease  of  Pier  No.  48,  North  river,  on 
the  ground  that  the  slip  requires  to  be  dredged,  involving  an  expense  of  $60,000,  inti- 
mating that  by  an  understanding  at  the  time  the  pier  was  leased  the  Corporation  were 
to  be  at  the  expense  of  the  dredging ;  also  that  in  consequence  of  the  bursting  of  the  main 
sewer  through  the  pier  the  same  is  rendered  unsafe. 

This  pier,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  this  Department,  was  sold  at  public  auction 
on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1866,  to  the  National  Steam  Navigation  Company  for  the 
term  of  ten  years  from  the  ist  day  of  May,  1866,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  $12,200.  The  lease 
contains  express  provisions  that  the  pier  would  be  received  (by  the  lessees)  on  the 
ist  of  May,  1866,  in  the  condition  it  may  be  in  at  that  date,  and  that  all  repairs,  ordinary 
and  extraordinary,  would  be  made  by  the  lessees ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease 
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all  improvements  to  revert  to  the  Corporation.  The  lease  also  provides  that  the 
dredging  of  the  slip  should  be  performed  by  the  lessees.  A  provision  is  inserted  giving 
the  Comptroller  power  to  repair  and  dredge  at  the  expense  of  the  lessees  after  giving 
five  days*  notice. 

In  regard  to  the  sewer  through  the  centre  of  the  said  pier,  I  caused  the  following 
communication  to  be  addressed  to  the  engineer  in  charge  of  sewers: 

"Comptroller's  Office, 
"  New  York,  March  7,  1867. 

"  Theo.  Weston,  Esq.,  Engineer  in  Charge  of  Sewers: 

"  Dear  Sir — Complaint  has  been  made  to  this  Department  by  the  lessees  of  Pier  No. 
"48,  North  river  (foot  of  Clarkson  street),  that  the  sewer  through  the  centre  of  the 
"  pier  has  burst,  making  it  unsafe,  and  that  the  slip  is  filling  up  with  filth.  The  lessees, 
"  in  consequence  thereof,  ask  a  revocation  of  the  lease.  Will  you  please  inform  me  of 
"the  facts  in  the  matter,  and  oblige

The  following  has  been  received  in  reply: 

"  Bureau  of  Sewers, 
"  City  of  New  York,  Croton  Aqueduct  Department,  ^ 

"  March  9,  1867. 

"  Dear  Sir — Agreeably  to  your  wishes,  I  have  made  an  examination  of  the  Pier  No. 
"48,  North  river,  with  reference  to  inquiry  owing  to  the  bursting  of  the  trunk  sewer, 
"  and  beg  to  state  that  the  slip  has  silted  up,  in  consequence,  to  a  certain  extent.  Direc- 
**  tions  have  been  given  to  proceed  at  once  to  repair  the  trunk  in  question. 

"  As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  will  occupy  not  less 
"than  a  fortnight. 

"I  think,  therefore,  as  far  as  further  inquiry  is  concerned,  the  above  premises 
"  will  be  protected  on  or  before  the  ist  April.

I  am  informed  that  the  bursting  of  the  sewer  was  principally  caused  by  the  neglect 
of  the  lessees  to  repair  the  pier,  as  provided  in  the  lease. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  the  express  provisions  of  the  lease  and  the 
filling  up  of  the  slip  being  in  part  occasioned  by  the  neglect  of  the  lessees,  I  do  not 
consider  them  entitled  to  be  released  from  their  contract  with  the  City. 
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I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  application  of  F.  W.  J.  Hurst,  manager  of  the  National  Steam 
Navigation  Company,  to  be  released  from  the  provisions  of  Pier  No.  48,  North  river,  • 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  denied.

interest  of  the  City  in  such  wharves,  piers  and  slips,  so  as  to  secure  by  private 
enterprise  what  the  municipal  government  has  failed  heretofore  to  accomplish,  and 
that  the  co-operation  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  be  invited  in  such  movement, 
and  that  such  public  meeting  be  held,  with  their  permission,  in  their  hall. 

It  being  suggested  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  take  some  action

Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  grantees  be  required  to  indemnify  the  City  from 
all  damages  arising  from  obstructions  to  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  piers  in  conse- 
quence of  filling  in  the  premises  included  in  the  aforesaid  grants  respectively  before 
the  expiration  of  the  present  lease  of  the  said  piers  at  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth 
and  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  streets.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller' Office  June  7,  1867. 

Present— The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 

Chairrorji  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  the  Chamberlain  at  the  last  meeting  and  laid  on 
the  table,  in  relation  to  the  leases  of  Piers  Nos.  12,  18,  19  and  20,  East  river,  was 
taken  up  for  consideration,  when,  on  motion,  it  was  amended  and  adopted  as 
follows,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  lease  Piers 
Nos.  12,  18,  19  and  20,  East  river,  to  May  i,  1868,  on  proposals,  to  the  highest  bidder 
complying  with  the  usual  terms  and  conditions. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  voting  in  the  negative. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which,  on  motion, 
were  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  By  chapter  806  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  passed  April  25,  1867,  the 
Metropolitan  Board  of  Health,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Excise,  are  directed  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  said  act,  through  the  person  acting  as  Treasurer  of  said  Board 
of  Excise,  to  pay  over  monthly  to  the  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for 
the  use  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  be  applied  to  the  redemption 
of  the  City  debt,  the  license  fees  and  fines  collected  by  said  Board  of  Excise,  after 
making  certain  deductions  as  by  said  act  provided;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  terms  of  said  act,  an  account  and  payment  is  now  due  from  said 
Board  of  Excise,  which  account  the  Treasurer  of  said  Board  (in  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  Comptroller)  says  he  cannot  make  up  *'  much  before  July  i  and 
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Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  see  that 
said  account  is  promptly  rendered  and  the  payments  promptly  made  by  said 
Treasurer;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  directed,  respectfully,  to  demand  an  imme- 
diate account  from  said  Board  of  Excise,  and  said  Treasurer,  under  the  provisions  of 
said  law. 

A  communication  was  received  from  B.  G.  Lord,  Captain  Sanitary  Police,  in 
relation  to  the  condition  of  Pier  No.  61,  East  river,  and  pier  foot  of  West  Twenty- 
eighth  street,  North  river,  set  apart  by  the  Corporation  for  the  use  of  scavengers, 
etc.,  which»  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table.

Present — ^The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Reports. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  reports,  viz. : 

I.  Report  on  the  application  of  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Commissioners  for  the 
whole  of  the  premises  owned  by  the  Corporation  No.  28  Beaver  street,  viz.; 

"  The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  the  Commissioners 
**  of  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Department,  for  the  residue  of  the  premises  in  Beaver 
"  street,  near  Broad,  for  the  use  of  such  Department,  resj^ectfully 

"  Reports  that  the  lot  on  Beaver  street,  owned  by  the  City  of  New  York,  was 
leased  to  William  H.  Aspinwall  on  January  i,  1846,  for  the  term  of  twenty-one 
"  years,  he  agreeing  to  fit  up  and  provide  the  lower  floor  of  the  building  for  the  ase 
"  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  lease  containing  a  covenant  that  at  the  expiration 
"  of  the  demised  term  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  should,  at  their 
*'  option,  either  grant  a  new  term  or  pay  for  the  building  so  erected  by  him. 

On  October  15,  1866,  Mr.  Aspinwall  applied  for  a  renewal  of  the  lease,  which 
*'  application  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  report. 

"  The  Comptroller  reported  November  3,  1866,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the 
"  Sinking  Fund  then  resolved  that  he  be  authorized  to  appoint  an  appraiser  to  fix 
"  the  amount  of  rent  on  renewal  of  the  lease. 

"The  appraisers  settled  the  rent  for  the  whole  building  at  $1,050  per  annum,  free 
"  of  taxes,  and  it  being  represented  that  the  Fire  Department  had  abandoned  the 
**  use  of  the  basement  story,  a  lease  was  prepared  by  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation 
•*  for  the  whole  building,  at  the  yearly  rent  fixed  by  the  appraisers,  for  a  new  term 
"  of  twenty-one  years  from  January  i,  1867. 

"  Upon  being  notified  by  the^  Fire  Commissioners  that  they  would  require  the 
"lower  part  of  these  premises  for  the  use  of  their  Department,  the  lease  so  prepared 
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"  w^s  not  delivered  by  the  Comptroller  to  Mr.  Aspinwall,  and  the  same  now  awaits 
"execution  in  his  hands  and  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
"  Fund  relative  thereto, 

"The  communications  from  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Commissioners,  and  the 
"papers  connected  with  the  appointment  of  the  appraisers  and  the  settlement  of 
"the  rent  by  them  are  herewith  attached"  (see  papers  attached  to  report  on  file).

2.  Report  in  relation  to  the  title  of  the  Mayor,  etc.,  to  the  land  at  Corlears  and 
Water  streets,  east  river: 

"The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  title  of  premises  at 
**  the  foot  of  Corlears  street,  East  river,  and  the  power  of  the  City  to  sell  the  same, 
"  respectfully 

"  Reports  that  the  premises  in  question  are  included  within  the  line  of  400  feet 
"  from  low-water  mark  granted  in  fee  to  the  City  of  New  York  by  the  Montgomery 
"  Charter,  that  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1804,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 
"of  the  City  of  New  York  conveyed  to  Gabriel  Furman  the  premises  on  the  west 
"side  of  Corlears  street,  between  Water  and  Front  streets,  as  appears  by  the 
"following  map  copied  from  that  attached  to  the  original  grant: 

EAST  RIVER. 
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"Said  grant,  however,  contained  the  following  covenant:  'The* said  parties  of 
"  *  the  first  part  do  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  sj^id  party  of  the  second  part,

" '  before  mentioned  and  contained,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these 
**  *  presents,  shall  and  lawfully  may  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  forever 
"  *  hereafter  fully  have,  use,  enjoy,  take  and  hold  to  his  and  their  own  proper  use 
"'all  manner  of  wharfage,  cranage,  advantages  and  emoluments  growing  or 
"  *  accruing  by  or  from  the  said  several  wharves  or  streets  intended  to  be  made  on 
" '  the  easterly  and  southerly  sides  of  the  said  premises  hereby  granted,  called  Front 
" '  street  and  Corlears  street,  aforesaid  fronting  on  the  said  East  river,  opposite  to 
" '  the  said  premises  hereby  granted,  and  every  part  thereof,  the  whole  length  and 
"'breadth  thereof,  on  both  sides,  without  any  let,  hindrance,  molestation  or  dis- 
'"turbance  of  them,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  or  their  successors.' 

"  On  the  3d  day  of  November,  1807,  the  whole  front  on  the  Water  street, 
"  extending  from  Corlears  to  East  street,  was  conveyed  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
"and  Commonalty  to  Thomas  Gardner  by  the  following  map:

' — and  it  was  covenanted  that  he  might  lawfully  at  all  times  hereafter  fully  and 
'freely  have  and  enjoy,  take  and  hold,  to  his  own  use,  all  and  all  manner  of 
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"  wharfage,  benefits  and  advantages  growing,  accruing  or  arising  by  or  from  the 
"  wharf  or  wharves  to  be  erected  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  premises  hereby  granted 
"  and  conveyed. 

"  The  grantee  of  Furman  claims  that  the  City  cannot  convey  to  any  other 
"  person  so  as  to  cut  off  his  right  to  the  wharfage  from  the  bulkhead  along  Corlears 
"  street,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  same  question  would  arise  as  to  the  right  of 
"the  grantees  of  Thomas  Gardner  to  the  bulkhead  along  Water  street. 

"  Has  the  City,  therefore,  such  a  title  in  the  premises  as  would  enable  it  to  sell 
"  free  and  clear  of  any  incumbrance,  or  can  it  convey  to  other  persons  than  the 
"  grrantees  of  Furman  and  Gardner,  obliging  the  persons  to  build  and  erect  the 
"  bulkheads  on  the  new  exterior  streets,  such  grantees  to  accept  the  bulkheads  so 
"  built,  in  lieu  of  those  now  enjoyed  by  them?

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  requested  to  furnish  this 
Board  with  his  opinion  as  to  the  nature  of  the  title  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  the  land  under  water  at  Corlears  and 
Water  streets,  in  the  East  river,  and  whether  the  City  can  give  a  good  title  thereto, 
free  and  clear  of  all  incumbrances,  upon  sale  to  other  parties  than  those  who  own 
the  existing  bulkheads  along  Water  and  Corlears  streets. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  submitted  adopted. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of  "The  Chamber  of  Com- 
"merce,"  tendering  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  the  use  of  their 
chamber  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  public  meeting  in  relation  to  the  matter  of 
the  disposition  of  the  piers,  wharves  and  slips  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and 
giving  notice  of  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  this  matter,  which,  on  motion,  was  placed  on  file, 
and  the  Mayor  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  said  committee  in  making  arrange- 
ments for  a  public  meeting.

To  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Excise: 

The  Treasurer  respectfully  reports  that  by  the  6th  section  of  chapter  806,  Laws 
of  1867.  passed  April  25,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board,  through  its  Treasurer, 
to  pay  over  monthly  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City,  after 
making  all  legal  deductions  and  expenses,  all  sums  received  for  licenses  and  fines  in 
the  County  of  New  York. 

The  amount  received  for  licenses  granted  and  delivered  in  New  York 

from  April  25  to  May  25  (one  month),  is   $642,958  33 

Amount  reserved  for  New  York  State  Inebriate  Asylum,  Commissioners 

of  Charities  and  Corrections,  and  expenses   160,739  58 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  made  a  formal  demand  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  a  statement  of  the  amount  collected,  and  for  the  immedfate  payment 
of  the  amount  to  the  Chamberlain. 

As  the  law  does  not  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  act  in  the  premises  without 
the  order  of  the  Board,  he  has  declined  to  respond  to  the  call  of  the  Commissioners.

At  a  meeting  of  the  G>inmissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's OflScc  July  9,  1867. 

Present— The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  report  on  the  petition  of  Thomas  Otis 
Le  Roy  for  reduction  of  price  for  water  grant  on  the  East  river,  between  Fifty-third 
and  Fifty-fourth  streets,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 


To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

GBVTLEifsif— The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Thomas 
Otis  Le  Roy  for  a  reduction  of  the  amount  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  for  water  grant  on  the  East  river,  between  Fifty-third  and  Fifty-fourth 
streets,  authorized  to  be  issued  to  said  Le  Roy  December  27,  1865,  respectfully 

Reports  that  he  has  caused  a  re-examination  of  the  premises  to  be  made,  the 
result  of  which  is  herewith  annexed,  together  with  the  statements  of  Mr.  Le  Roy. 

The  water  front  on  the  East  river  is  in  great  demand  for  commercial  purposes, 
and  constantly  increasing  in  value,  and  the  Comptroller,  in  view  of  these  facts,  and 
tie  recent  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  fixing  a  higher  rate 
for  the  water  front  as  high  up  as  Eighty-Second  street,  does  not  fee!  at  liberty  to 
recommend  a  reduction  of  the  price  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fond  in  1865,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Le  Roy,  but  submits  the  petition  and  accompanying 
papers  for  your  consideration  and  decisions.

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W.  A.  Whitbeck,  Esq.,  appeared  as  attorney  for  H.  McCaddin,  Jr.,  and  was 
heard  in  relation  to  the  application  of  said  McCaddin  for  water  grant  on  the  Harlem 
river  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  and  Third  avenue,  when,  on  motion  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  grants  heretofore  directed  to  be  made  at  Third  avenue  and 
One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  streets,  to  Messrs.  McCaddin  and  others,  be  executed 
as  heretofore  directed,  except  that  the  westerly  line  of  the  grant  to  Mr.  McCaddin 
be  drawn  from  the  centre  of  Third  avenue  in  front  of  the  premises  of  the  latter, 
protecting  and  reserving  to  the  City  the  entire  water  front  at  the  foot  of  Third 
avetiUe. 

Tlie  Mayor  called  attention  to  the  application  of  James  Redmond,  presented 
and  acted  upon  May  31,  1867  (see  page  306,  vol.  4  of  proceedings),  to  be  released 
from  his  bid  for  house  and  lot  No.  18  Renwick  street  April  22,  1867,  and  stated  that 
Mr.  Redmond  desired  some  action  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by 
which  he  could  be  released  from  his  bid  for  reasons  stated  in  his  application,  when, 
on  motion,  the  resolution  adopted  May  31,  1867,  was  reconsidered,  and  the  applica- 
tion referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  report  at 
the  next  meeting. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  communication  from  the  Counsel  to 
the  Corporation  in  relation  to  the  **  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
"  Fund  to  sell  the  sites  of  Franklin  and  Gouverneur  Markets,"  viz. : 


Hon,  Richard  B.  Connolly,  Comptroller,  etc.  : 

Sir— In  answer  of  yours  of  May  31,  1867,  informing  me  that  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  '*  are  desirous  of  knowing  whether  they  have  authority  to  sell 
"the  sites  of  Franklin  and  Gouverneur  Markets,  or  can  give  a  good  title  thereto,'* 
and  requesting  that  I  *'  will  be  good  enough  to  examine  the  character  of  the  City's 
"  tenure  of  this  property,  and  inform  the  Commissioners  whether  they  can  give  a 
**  warrantee  title  therefor,"  I  beg  leave  to  say : 

The  Office  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  was  first  created  under  the 
ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  adopted  August  13,  1813,  which  provided  that  the 
Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  time  being,  should  constitute  a  board 
to  discharge  the  trust  and  duties  imposed  by  that  ordinance;  the  trust  and  duties 
imposed  by  that  ordinance  were,  to  establish  and  accumulate  a  fund  from  certain 
revenues  devoted  thereto  and  therefrom  from  time  to  time  to  make  purchases  of 
the  stock  issued  by  the  City,  when  the  same  could  be  done  at  par,  or  at  the  true  value

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thereof,  and  thereby  prevent  depreciation  and  procure  the  regular  redemption  of  the 
City  debt. 

The  system  thus  inaugurated  was  continued  and  revised  by  similar  ordinances 
enacted  in  1817  and  in  1834. 

In  1844  the  Sinking  Fund  ordinances  were  again  revised,  and  an  ordinance 
adopted  on  February  22  of  that  year  which  is  now  in  full  force. 

This  ordinance  was  confirmed  and  rendered  immutable  without  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature,  by  the  statute  of  May  13,  1845,  creating  the  "  Croton  Water 
Stock,"  which  provides  that  "  the  ordinance  now  in  force  and  approved  by 
*'  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  the  22d  of  February,  1844,  and  any  ordinance  that 
**  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  in  con- 
**  formity  with  the  provisions  of  this  law,  and  relative  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  shall  not 
"be  amended  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  first  had  and  obtained;  except 
"  by  setting  apart  and  appropriating  to,  and  for  the  purpose  of  said  Sinking  Fund, 
**  additional  revenues,"  etc. 

Similar  provisions  are  found  in  the  statute  of  the  20th  of  June,  1851,  and  other 
statutes  from  time  to  time  passed  creating  public  funds. 

The  powers  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  dispose  of  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  City  are  defined  by  section  35  in  article  IV.  of  the  ordinance 
of  1844,  thus: 

"  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and 
"  dispose  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  not  in  use  for,  or 
'*  reserved  for  public  purposes,  at  public  auction,  at  such  times,  and  on  such  terms. 
"  as  they  deem  most  advantageous  to  public  interests,"  etc. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  ample 
authority  to  sell  the  real  estate  in  question,  unless  it  is  within  the  exception  created 
by  the  ordinance,  and  the  question  to  be  solved  is,  *'  Are  the  markets  named  places 
"in  use  for,  or  reserved  for  public  purposes"? 

The  Common  Council,  from  the  earliest  times  of  the  existence  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, has  possessed  and  exercised  the  power  of  locating  and  maintaining  public 
markets  (see  section  17,  Montgomerie's  Charter). 

Pursuant  to  this  power  the  Common  Council  has  duly  designated  Franklin 
Market  and  Gouverneur  Market  public  markets  of  the  City  of  New  York  (chapter 
35,  article  I.,  section  i,  Revised  Ordinances,  edition  of  1866). 

The  word  "  market  "  is  defined  to  be  "  a  public  place  for  the  sale  of  com- 
modities "  (vide  Webster's  Dictionary). 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  a  public  market  must  be  regarded  as  a  place  in  use 
for  public  purposes. 

A  public  market,  althougli  yielding  a  rent  to  the  City,  is  maintained  for  public 
use  and  convenience  as  a  place  of  free  and  common  resort  by  the  public  desiring  to 
purchase. 

It  is  in  use  for  a  public  purpose  to  the  same  extent  as  are  the  public  wharves 
and  piers,  for  the  use  of  which  wharfage  is  paid. 

In  Martin  vs.  The  Mayor,  etc.,  cited  in  2d  Hoffman's  Laws,  relating  to  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York,  page  701,  Judge  Emmett,  of  the  Superior  Court,  held 
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that  wharves,  piers  and  bulkheads,  were  in  use  for  public  purposes,  and,  therefore, 
within  the  exception,  and  granted  an  injunction  prohibiting  the  sale  thereof  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have 
not  the  power  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  property  referred  to  in  your  letter,  and 
cannot  give  a  warrantee  of  the  title  thereof.

A  communication  was  received  from  F.  S.  Kinney  in  relation  to  the  title  of 
No.  228  West  Broadway,  and  requesting  a  return  of  the  amount  paid  on  the  sam*", 
which,  on  motion,  was  placed  on  file. 

The  Chamberlain  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which,  on 
motion,  were  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  has  this  day  advised  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  that  they  have  not  the  legal  power  in  themselves  to 
sell  the  property  actually  in  use  for  public  markets;  and 

Whereas,  Even  if  the  power  to  sell  such  property  existed,  the  exercise  of  the 
power  under  the  present  laws  is  of  doubtful  expediency;  and 

Whereas,  The  property  known  as  the  Fort  Gansevoort  property,  purchased  for 
a  public  market,  but  not  used  or  likely  to  be  used  for  any  public  purpose,  is  wholly 
unproductive  although  of  great  value;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  said  Gansevoort  property  be  sold  in  lots,  at  public  auction,  to 
the  highest  bidders  for.  the  same,  on  due  notice,  and  in  the  usual  manner,  and  that 
the  Comptroller  be  directed  to  take  the  necessary  proceedings  to  carry  this 
resolution  into  effect.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's Office  August  6,  1867. 

Present — ^The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  ol  Councilmen. 

The  Mayor  moved  that  the  former  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  (May  27,  1867,  and  July  9,  1867)  in  relation  to  the  boundaries  of  water  grants 
to  H.  McCaddin,  Jr.,  and  others  on  the  Harlem  river,  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth 
street  and  Third  avenue,  be  reconsidered,  and  the  whole  matter  referred  to  the 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  legal  rights  of  the  parties. 

The  Chamberlain  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the  table  on  the  ground  that  the 
question  in  dispute  will  necessarily  undergo  a  legal  adjudication,  and  the  action  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  already  taken  sufficiently  raises  the  issue; 
which  was  adopted;  the  Mayor  voting  in  the  negative,  and  the  other  Commissioners 
present  voting  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  communication  from  B.  F.  Manierre, 
Treasurer  of  Board  of  Excise,  and  the  reply  to  the  same;  which,  on  motion,  were 
ordered  on  the  minutes,  viz.:

Excise  and  not  to  its  Treasurer.  I  will  take  an  early  opportunity  to  present  your 
communication  to  the  Board  of  Excise,  and  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  be  most 
happy  to  supply  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  with  the  information  which 
they  seek. 


Benjamin  F.  Manierre,  Esq.,  Treasurer,  Board  of  Excise: 

Sir — I  have  received  this  morning  your  note,  which  had  previously  been  com- 
municated to  the  press,  in  which  you  complain  that  my  inquiry  in  regard  to  one  of 
the  items  of  the  account  furnished  by  you  as  treasurer  of  the  excise  moneys,  should  have 
petn  directed  to  the  Board  of  Excise.  I  may  be  pardoned  if  I  do  not  see  the  force 
of  the  objection  which  you  make  to  giving  the  required  information.  The  account 
of  the  excise  moneys  is  kept  by  you  as  treasurer,  and  was  furnished  by  you  in  that 
capacity  to  the  Commissioners' of  the  Sinking  Fund.  The  inquiry  is  simply  for  an 
explanation  of  your  own  account.  The  statute,  in  addition,  is  imperative  on  this 
question.  It  declares  (chapter  806,  Laws  of  1867,  section  6)  expressly,  that  the 
Board  of  Excise  *'  through  the  person  acting  as  treasurer,**  shall  pay  over  those 
moneys  monthly.  You  are  the  person  referred  to  in  the  act,  and  you,  recognizing 
your  duty  in  this  respect,  have  paid  over  a  certain  portion  of  the  moneys  in  question, 
reserving  in  your  hands  a  large  amount  under  a  general  head  of  "  Expenses.** 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  through  me,  simply  inquired  what 
expenses?  The  object  of  the  inquiry  being  to  ascertain  whether  you  have  complied 
with  the  law,  and  paid  over  all  the  moneys  which  came  to  your  hands,  "as  the  person 
"  acting  as  Treasurer  "  of  the  Board  of  Excise,  which  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  were  entitled  to  receive. 

In  view  of  the  public  way  in  which  you  have  taken  me  to  task,  it  may  not  be  out 
of  place  to  say  that  if  I,  as  the  financial  officer  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  had  furnished  an  account  kept  by  me,  of  moneys,  required  to  be  paid  by 
me  to  any  officer  or  body,  and  had  reserved  in  my  hands,  under  a  general  head,  a 
portion  of  such  moneys,  and  on  being  asked  for  an  explanation  of  this  reservation, 
should  decline  to  explain  my  own  account,  and  give  the  information  under  my 
control,  because  the  application  had  not  been  made  to  the  Common  Council,  I  should 
consider  that  I  had  convicted  myself  of  a  palpable  evasion  of  an  obvious  duty.

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  reports,  which  were  disposed  of  as 
follows,  viz.: 

I.  Report  of  the  Comptroller  on  the  petition  of  Charles  Chamberlain  to  be 
relieved  from  payment  of  rent  of  Pier  No.  38,  East  river,  while  the  same  was  Seing 
rebuilt. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Charles  Chamberlain 
to  be  paid  the  sum  of  $1,012.50,  amount  of  wharfage  said  to  have  been  collected  by 
the  contractor  at  Pier  No.  38,  East  river,  whilst  the  same  was  being  rebuilt,  from 
August  I,  1865  to  November  i,  1865,  respectfully 

Reports  that  no  permission  was  ever  given  this  contractor  to  collect  the 
wharfage  whilst  rebuilding  this  pier,  and  the  amount  collected  has  never  been 
received  by  the  City  or  allowed  as  part  payment  upon  the  contract. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  has  had  the  full  benefit  of  the  pier,  having  been  rebuilt  since 
that  date,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  advantage  thus  derived  would  more  than  com- 
pensate him  for  any  loss  of  time  or  of  occupancy  during  the  period  in  which  the 
pier  was  being  rebuilt  by  the  contractor.

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repaid  the  sum  of  $375  rent  collected  of  him  whilst  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  Twenty- 
eighth  street.  East  river,  was  fenced  off  by  the  City  officials,  would  report  as  follows: 

George  Brown  was  lessee  of  pier  foot  of  Fifth  street  and  Twenty-eighth  street, 
East  river,  from  May  i,  i860,  to  May  i,  1865,  at  the  respective  rents  of  $875  and  $300 
per  annum.  , 

On  the  expiration  of  these  terms  he  purchased  the  same  piers  for  the  further 
term  of  ten  years,  from  May  i,  1865  (with  a  verbal  promise  that  the  same  should  be 
put  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  City),  at  the  annual  rent  of  $2,075  ^ot  the  pier 
foot  Fifth  street,  and  of  $850  for  pier  foot  Twenty-eighth  street. 

He  is  now  in  arrears  for  rent  on  each  pier  since  August  i,  1866,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $2,925.  « 

In  consequence  of  the  repairs  not  having  been  done  he  wishes  to  be  allowed  to 
pay  at  the  old  rate  of  rent,  thereby  virtually  setting  aside  the  existing  leases,  and 
leaving  the  question'  of  damages  claimed  by  him  unsettled. 

He  further  requests  that  the  sum  of  $375  should  be  paid  back  to  him,  being  the 
amount  of  rent  for  fifteen  months  of  pier  at  Twenty-eighth  street.  East  river,  claim- 
ing that  the  same  was  in  an  unsafe  condition,  when  by  the  provisions  of  his  lease 
he  was  bound  to  keep  such  pier  in  complete  repair  during  the  continuance  of  the 
term- 
He  also  desires  an  allowance  of  $400,  or  two  months'  rent,  on  Pier  No.  37,  East 
river,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  put  such  pier  in  repair, 
as  stated  at  the  time  of  sale. 

From  the  best  information  which  can  be  obtained,  it  appears  that  this  pier  was 
put  in  repair  by  the  City  in  the  regular  course  of  business,  and  no  hindrance  or 
obstruction  on  its  part  was  ever  made  to  the  lessee's  collecting  the  rent  during  any 
portion  of  the  time  in  which  such  repairs  were  being  made. 

He  is  in  arrears  for  rent  on  this  pier  $2,400.

Dear  Sir — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  this  date,  asking  me  to  inform  yoa 
whether  Mr.  George  H.  Purser  was  employed  by  me  as  additional  counsel  to  appear 
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at  Albany  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  oppose  the 
passage  of  certain  sections  in  the  proposed  **  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works  Bill," 
under  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  of  said  Commissioners,  dated  February  11, 
1867,  of  which  you  inclosed  me  a  copy.  I  beg  to  say  that  he  was  so  employed  and 
that  I  availed  myself  of  his  professional  services  in  the  argument  before  the  com- 
mittee of  that  matter  as  well  as  in  the  argument  of  various  other  questions  before 
committees  involving  the  rights  of  the  City  to  certain  real  estate  of  which  it  claims 
to  be  owner  jinder  its  ancient  charters.

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6.  The  following  notice  from  the  Commission  for  Erecting  a  Public  Market 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  report  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  thereon,  was 
received,  viz. : 

Sir— You  are  hereby  required  by  the  Commission  for  Erecting  a  Public  Market 
in  the  City  of  New  York  to  quit  the  premises  wrongffully  occupied  by  you,  between 
East  Sixteenth  and  East  Seventeenth  streets,  and  Avenue  C  and  East  river,  on  or 
before  the  loth  day  of  September  next,  or  proceeding  will  be  taken  against  you, 
under  the  law  to  punish  nuisances  and  malicious  trespasses  on  lands.

Dear  Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  6th  instant,  in  respect  to  the  premises  assigned  to  and  occupied  by  Mr.  James 
R-  Whiting,  at  the  East  river,  between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets,  and  the 
notice  and  petition  referred  to  therein. 

In  reply  thereto  I.  beg  leave  to  state:  The  premises  so  occupied  are  a  part  of 
the  land  belonging  to  the  City  whidi  the  "  Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  a 
"  Public  Market  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward "  were,  by  chapter  120,  Laws  of  1865, 
authorized  and  directed  to  take  possession  of  and  cause  to  be  erected  thereon  such 
btiildings  of  such  dimensions  and  arrangements  as  they  may  judge  most  suitable 
and  proper  for  a  public  market. 

It  was  further  provided  by  the  same  section  of  said  act  (section  2)  that  **  no 
"  other  erection  shall  be  permitted  on  the  same  premises." 

The  object  of  the  act  was,  it  seems  to  me,  to  give  the  Commissioners  possession 
of  the  whole  of  the  premises  therein  specified,  for  the  purpose  of  a  market,  not  alone 
for  the  erection  of  the  buildings  (the  number  of  which  is  not  limited),  but  also  for 
such  other  purposes  as  are  necessarily  connected  therewith. 

If  there  is  no  violation  of  tjie  Constitution  in  the  act,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Commissioners  are  entitled  to  the  possession  of  that  portion  now  used  by  Mr. 
Whiting. 

In  reply  to  that  part  of  your  communication  asking  whether  the  said  Com- 
missioners *'  have  any  authority  under  this  act  to  lease  any  portion  of  their  lands, 
"  and  to  collect  the  rent  as  it  accrues,"  1  beg  to  say : 

The  only  authority  given  to  them  to  lease  any  part  of  the  premises  is  contained 
in  the  12th  section  of  the  act  referred  to,  which  provides  that  "  the  said  Commis- 
"sioncrs  shall,  on  completion  of  stands  therein  and  premises  connected  therewith 
**for  market  purposes,  have  the  power  to  lease  the  several  stalls  or  stands

"  shall  be  made  by  public  auction,  after  due  notice,  to  be  published  for  not  less  than 
**  three  weeks  in  at  least  three  public  newspapers  having  the  largest  circulation  and 
"  published  in  said  City,  and  after  such  leases  shall  have  been  awarded  ^he  Comp- 
**  troller  shall  execute  the  same  and  they  shall  be  deposited  with  said  Comptroller, 
**  who  shall  collect  the  rents  therein  named  and  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof." 

The  Commissioners,  in  my  opinion,  have,  under  the  act.  no  authority  to  lease 
any  part  of  the  premises  unless  by  public  auction,  and  after  due  notice,  and  in  no 
event  can  they  collect  the  rents.  The  Comptroller,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  is  the 
proper  authority  to  execute  the  leases  and  collect  the  rents. 

I  have  given  what  I  deem  to  be  the  true  construction  of  the  acts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture on  the  subject  of  this  market.  I  am  not,  however,  satisfied  as  to  the  constitu- 
tional right  or  power  of  the  Legislature  to  take  the  real  estate  of  the  City  of  New 
York  without  its  consent  or  without  compensation  and  to  place  the  disposition  of  it 
in  the  hands  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature. 

Although  recent  decisions  would  seem  to  imply  the  existence  of  such  power, 
yet  I  am  not  aware  of  any  case  directly  in  point  and  covering  this  precise  question. 
I  think  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  City  that  the  matter  should  be  litigated  and  a 
judicial  determination  of  it  obtained. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  Mr.  Whiting  should  be  defended  in  his  use  of  the 
premises  in  question  and  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  take  such  other  measures  as  shall  be  most  efficient  to  defend  the 
interests  of  the  City.

Gentlemen — In  answer  to  your  resolution  requesting  my  opinion  "  as  to  the 
"nature  of  the  title  of  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New 
"York  to  the  land  under  water  at  Corlears  street  and  Water  street,  in  the  East 
"river,  and  whether  the  City  can  give  a  good  title  thereto,  free  and  clear  of  all 
"incumbrances  upon  sale  to  other  parties  than  those  who  own  the  existing  bulk- 
"heads  along  Water  and  Corlears  streets,"  I  beg  leave  to  say: 

That  the  nature  of  the  title  of  the  Corporation  to  the  premises  in  question  has 
^en  carefully  investigated,  and  the  highest  tribunal  of  this  State,  after  argument  by 
counsel  of  eminent  ability,  has  decided  that  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 
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of  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of  the  Montgomerie  Charter,  are  the  owners  in 
fee  of  the  land  under  water  along  the  East  river  to  the  extent  of  four  hundred  feet 
beyond  low- water  mark  (Furman  vs.  The  Mayor,  6  Seldan,  567). 

The  Corporation  has,  therefore,  the  absolute  right  to  convey  the  premises  in 

question,  unless  by  previous  grants  or  covenants,  it  has  conveyed  the  premises  or 

restricted  its  powers  in  relation  thereto. 
* 

I  infer  from  the  papers  accompanying  your  resolution  that  the  grants  to  Gabriel 
Furman  and  Thomas  Gardiner  are  the  only  existing  grants  which  can  be  supposed 
to  affect  the  title  of  the  City.  Concerning  the  rights  of  tjiese  grantees  of  the  City 
it  has  been  adjudged  in  the  case  above  cited  that  the  grant  to  Mr.  Furman  of  the 
land  at  Corlears  street,  together  with  the  covenant  that  the  grantee  and  his  heirs 
or  assigns  shall  possess  exclusive  rights  to  the  wharfage  and  emoluments  accruing 
from  wharves  erected  by  him  thereat,  does  not  deprive  the  City  of  the  right  to  sell 
the  space  between  the  front  of  the  lands  so  conveyed  to  him,  and  the  other  line  of 
the  four  hundred  feet,  to  other  parties.

2.  Report  of  the  Comptroller  on  the  application  of  R.  H.  Shannon  to  be  paid 
counsel  fees,  etc.,  for  defending  the  title  to  lot  formerly  part  of  Cheeseman  street. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Robert  H.  Shannon  to 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  counsel  fees,  etc.,  connected  with  the  defense  t>i 
the  title  to  a  portion  of  a  lot  in  Forty-first  street,  near  Broadway,  sold  by  the  City 
in  1845,  the  same  being  part  ol  an  old  street  known  as  Cheeseman  street. 

Reports  that  actions  at  law  were  brought  against  all  the  holders  of  the  land 
included  in  said  Cheeseman  street,  which  had  been  conveyed  by  the  City  by  warranty 
deeds,  and  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  paid  to  the  heirs  of 
William  Wright,  deceased,  the  proportionate  amount  of  consideration  received  by 
the  City  of  New  York  for  that  portion  of  the  lands  conveyed  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty,  and  included  in  said  old  street,  with  the  sole  exception,  however, 
of  the  lot  now  owned  by  Mr.  Shannon,  and  release  in  each  case  has  been  executed 
to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  for  the  same,  that  the  amount  to  which 
the  heirs  of  William  Wright  would  be  entitled,  upon  a  settlement  of  that  part  of 
Mr.  Shannon's  lot,  which  was  included  in  Cheeseman  street  by  the  calculation  as 
was  adjusted,  is  $192.72,  which  is  the  full  sum  for  which  the  City  can  be  held 
accountable.  It  appearing,  therefore,  that  Mr.  Shannon's  claim  for  services  in 
defending  the  title  is  five  times  g^reater  than  the  interest  involved,  and  that  no 
adjustment  has  been  made  by  him  with  the  heirs  of  Wright,  the  question  in 
controversy  not  having  been  yet  determined,  the  Comptroller  would  recommend 
that  nothing  be  paid. 


On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommendation  adopted. 

3.  Report  of  the  Comptroller  on  the  application  of  the  executors  of  George 
Bruce,  deceased,  to  settle  for  purchase  of  lot  at  auction  in  City  Hall  place.

executors  to  release  the  City  from  all  demands  for  the  value  of  the  building  erected

Reports  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  such  application  are  correct,  that  no  rent  has 
been  paid  since  i860,  which,  under  the  last  term  was  $150  per  annum,  that  the 
premises  in  question  were  sold  at  public  auction  for  the  sum  of  $14,000  on  April  9, 
1864,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money  having  been  paid  upon  the  sale  at  that 
time.

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that  the  Comptroller  shall  execute  a  lease  of  the  said  premises  to  the  association,  to 
continue  as  long  as  the  premises  are  used  by  the  said  association,  for  the  purpose^ 
set  forth  in  its  charter,  at  a  yearly  rent  of'one  dollar. 

After  the  aforesaid  sale,  and  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of  April  last,  and  after  the 
refusal  by  the  Comptroller  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  the  said  association 
commenced  an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court  against  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  the  Comptroller  and  the  said  Burke  as  the  purchaser  of  said  premises 
at  said  sale,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  lease  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
last  mentioned,  and  to  restrain  the  delivery  of  any  deed  of  said  premises  to  the 
said  Burke. 

That  an  injunction  was  granted  in  said  action  according  to  the  prayer  of  the 
complaint  during  the  pendency  of  said  action  which  is  still  pending,  and  such 
injunction  is  still  in  force. 

By  the  terms  of  sale  aforesaid,  possession  was  to  be  given  to  said  Burke  of  said 
premises  on  the  first  day  of  May  last. 

In  consequence  of  the  litigation  in  respect  to  said  premises,  and  the  injunction 
above  referred  to,  Mr.  Burke  has  been  unable  to  obtain  either  a  conveyance  or 
possession  of  such  premises,  and,  in  my  opinion,  he  has  a  good  cause  of  action 
against  the  Corporation  for  his  damages  in  the  premises. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  circumstances  above  stated,  I  would  advise  that  the 
proposition  made  by  Mr.  Burke  to  release  the  Corporation  from  all  claim  which  he 
has  for  damages  in  the  premises,  in  consideration  of  the  release  by  the  Corporation 
of  .  Mr.  Burke  from  his  contract  to  purchase  the  other  parcel  (No.  42  on  Map  of 
Sale),  and  the  return  without  interest  of  the  ten  per  cent,  paid  by  him  on  account 
of  both  parcels,  be  accepted. 

This  course  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  only  just  toward  Burke,  but  will  be  to  the 
advantage  and  best  interests  of  the  Corporation. 

Nothing  is  lost  by  the  acceptance  of  this  offer — the  City  remains  the  owner, 
as  before,  of  the  several  parcels,  which  are  increasing  in  value,  and  additional  litiga- 
tion is  prevented.

Company.

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  report,  viz. : 


To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

I  have  considered  the  matter  remitted  to  me  by  your  resolution,  dated  the  23d  ultimo, 
relating  to  the  compensation  of  Messrs.  Courtlandt  Palmer,  Adrian  H.  Muller  and 
Anthony  J.  Bleecker,  the  appraisers  appointed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City  and  County  of  New  York. 

The  result  of  my^ investigations  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  duties  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  special  in  their  character,  restricted  to  the  preservation 
and  proper  investment  of  the  funds  committed  to  their  care  and  management.  The 
Commissioners  intrusted  with  the  management  of  these  funds  had,  so  far  as  I  can  see, 
no  concern  whatever  with  the  greatej  part  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City  and 
County  included  in  this  appraisement,  and,  in  my  judgment,  no  duty  or  necessity  existed 
for  the  appraisement  for  which  two  of  the  above-named  gentlemen  seek  compensation. 
Their  services,  however,  having  been  engaged,  and  the  work  for  which  compensation 
is  claimed  having  been  performed,  it  seems  but  just  that  proper  remuneration  should 
be  made  therefor. 


Department  of  Finance, 
Comptroller's  Office, 
November  27,  1871. 
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By  the  resolution  directing  the  valuation  to  be  proceeded  with  the  Comptroller  was 
instructed,  before  it  commenced,  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  gentlemen 
named  as  to  their  fees.  My  information  is,  and  this  all  the  appointed  appraisers  concede, 
that  the  arrangement  made  was  that  the  amount  of  compensation  was  to  be  left  entirely 
to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the  Comptroller,  and  to  be  afterward  fixed  by  him, 
showing  clearly  that  none  of  the  parties  looked  to  the  customary  brokerage  or  percentage 
for  compensation,  but  to  the  action  of  the  Comptroller. 

These  appraisers  are  all  very  competent  and  experienced  men  in  matters  of  real 
estate,  and  from  the  papers  submitted  to  me  it  appears  that  the  work  of  appraisement 
was  carried  on  during  the  three  months  of  May,  June  and  July,  1871,  and  that  the  bill  of 
the  assistants,  etc.,  employed  by  the  appraisers  amounts  to  $6,590.  This  bill,  I  think, 
must  represent  a  considerable  portion  of  the  labor  performed. 

I  find  that  Mr.  Palmer  has  relinquished  all  claim  for  his  services,  merely  stipulating 
that  the  experts  employed  should  be  amply  remunerated.  Mr.  Muller  makes  no  specific 
charge,  leaving  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  him  to  the  judgment  of  the  Comptroller,  as 
originally  agreed  to,  while  Mr.  Bleecker  presents  a  formal  demand  for  $32,531  as  com- 
pensation for  his  services,  thus  endeavoring  to  fix  his  own  claim,  instead  of  leaving  it 
to  be  determined  by  the  Comptroller,  as  agreed  to. 

The  bills  of  $6,590  for  assistants,  etc.,  the  details  of  which  arc  hereto  annexed,  repre- 
sent, as  I  understand,  an  outlay  by  these  appraisers  which  should  be  provided  for.  I 
cannot  concur  in  the  proposition  of  the  Chamberlain  (which  I  find  among  the  papers 
referred  to  me)  to  pay  each  of  these  appraisers  the  sum  of  $15,000,  but  would  recommend 
that  Messrs.  Muller  and  Bleecker  should  each  receive  a  sum  of  $3,000  for  their  respective 
services.  Mr.  Palmer's  generous  relinquishment  of  all  claim  for  his  services  in  this 
i"atter  I  assume  to  be  accepted. 

The  question  arises  as  to  how  these  claims  are  to  be  paid.  I  doubt  whether  it  is 
competent  for  the  Commissioners  to  expend  or  divert  any  moneys  under  their  care  and 
management  to  this  purpose,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  from  legislative  action 
only  can  the  means  be  had  to  provide  for  this  payment.

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J.  Bleccker  for  his  services  in  appraising  the  value  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York. 

The  Comptroller  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  sum  be  fixed  at  $3,000,  which 
was  not  adopted.

The  conditions  and  covenants  of  the  leases  to  be  in  the  usual  form  of  ferry  leases 
heretofore  entered  into  by  the  Corporation. 

The  lease  for  each  of  the  above-named  ferries  to  be  made  to  conform  to  the  require-

Conditions  of  Sale  of  Ferry  Leases. 
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freeable  to  such  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  or  by-laws  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
om  time  to  time  be  made  or  passed  by  the  Common  Council  or  State  Legislature. 

The  purchaser  of  the  ferry  lease  and  its  appendages,  in  each  case,  will  be 
quired  to  pay  at  the  time  and  place  of  sale  to  the  Collector  of  the  City  Revenue  a  sum 
[ual  to  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  bid  for  the  annual  rent,  to  apply  on  the  rent  of  the 
rst  quarter,  in  case  he  executes  a  lease  with  the  usual  covenants;  otherwise  to  be 
rfeited  to  the  Corporation.  He  will  be  required,  also,  to  furnish  an  obligation,  at  the 
me  time,  executed  by  two  sureties,  to  this  effect:  that  he  will  execute  a  bond,  with 
ireties  to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller,  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  rent  quarter 
jarly,  and  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  covenants  of  the  lease.  The  expense  of  the 
ase,  bonds  and  revenue  stamps  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  no  expense  whatever  is 
be  incurred  by  the  Corporation  for  or  in  connection  with  the  pier,  slip  or  bulkhead,  or 
cmises  proposed  to  be  leased,  during  the  term  of  the  lease. 

Should  the  lease  of  the  above-named  ferries  or  either  of  them  be  purchased  by 
irties  other  than  the  present  lessees,  they  will  be  required,  in  accordance  with  the 
ovisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  purchase,  at  a  fair  appraised  valuation  (should 
e  present  lessees  desire  to  sell),  the  boats,  buildings  and  fixtures  necessary  for  the 
irposes  of  a  ferry,  said  value  to  be  fixed  by  persons  selected  by  the  old  and  new  lessees, 

case  the  parties  cannot  agree  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  same.  Should  any 
irt  of  the  bulkheads,  wharves  and  piers  connected  with  any  of  the  ferries  be  required  by 
e  Department  of  Docks  at  any  time  during  the  term  for  which  the  leases  are  sold, 
ich  bulkheads,  wharves  and  piers,  or  such  portions  of  them  as  may  be  required,  shall 

given  up'by  the  lessees,  and  no  deduction  of  rent  or  damages  allowed  for  the  premises 
taken. 

The  lease  shall  also  contain  a  covenant  requiring  each  ferry-boat  to  have  attached 
its  engine  a  fire  apparatus  or  force  pump,  with  not  less  than  400  feet  of  hose  of  the 
lality  and  dimensions  used  by  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  to  be 
ed  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  whenever  required  by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  his 
sistants  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  which  services  the  lessee 
lall  receive  $20  per  hour  for  each  hour  engaged,  and  no  time  to  be  counted  less  than 
ic  hour. 

Conditions  of  Sale  of  Leases  of  Market  Cellars  and  Houses  and  Lots. 

Twenty  per  cent,  on  the  yearly  rent  bid  for  each  parcel  to  be  paid  to  the  Collector 
the  City  Revenue  at  the  time  and  place  of  sale;  and  the  successful  bidder  will  be 
quired,  at  the  same  time,  to  have  an  obligation  executed  by  two  sureties,  to  be  approved 
r  the  Comptroller,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  tenns  of  sale. 

The  twenty  per  cent.,  when  paid,  will  be  credited  on  the  first  quarterns  rent;  or 
•rfeited,  if  the  lessee  does  not  execute  the  lease  and  bond  within  fifteen  days  after 
ic  sale;  and  the  Comptroller  shall  be  authorized,  at  his  option,  to  resell  the  premises  bid 
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off  by  those  failing  to  comply  with  the  terms  as  above ;  and  the  party  so  failing  to  comply 
to  be  liable  for  any  deficiency  that  may  result  from  such  resale. 

No  person  will  be  received  as  lessee  or  surety  who  is  delinquent  on  any  former 
lease  from  the  Corporation.  No  bid  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who  is  in  arrears 
to  the  Corporation,  upon  debt  or  contract,  or  who  is  a  defaulter,  as  security  or  otherwise, 
upon  any  obligation  to  the  Corporation.   (Sec.  113  of  Charter  of  1870.) 

The  leases  will  contain  the  usual  covenants  and  conditions,  reserving  to  the  Corpo- 
ration the  right  to  cancel  the  lease  whenever  the  premises  may  be  required  by  them  for 
public  purposes. 

All  repairs  will  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  lessees,  and  no  deduction  whatever 
will  be  allowed  for  damage  by  reason  of  any  sickness  or  epidemic  that  may  prevail  in 
the  city  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease. 

The  lessees  will  be  required  to  give  a  bond  for  double  the  amount  of  the  annual

The  leases,  bonds  and  revenue  stamps  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the  lessees. 

Should  the  Corporation  sell,  lease,  rebuild  or  remove  any  of  the  markets  during  the 
term  for  which  the  lease  is  granted,  the  leases  for  the  cellars  and  other  premises  in  or 
under  the  markets  so  sold,  leased,  rebuilt  or  removed  are  to  be  canceled  at  the  option 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  no  deduction  or  award  for  damages 
will  be  ma^e  by  the  Corporation  therefor. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Thomas  Bonar 
for  lease  of  premises  No.  28  Ann  street  was  received  and,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table.

Gentlemen — In  answer  to  your  resolution  of  the  22d  instant  requesting  my  opinion 
whether  the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  are  bound  to  renew  the  lease  of  the 
premises  bounded  by  Centre,  White,  Elm  and  Franklin  streets  to  the  New  York  and 
New  Haven  Railroad,  and  whether  the  City  is  bound  by  the  appraisal  made  in  1871,  I 
beg  leave  to  say  the  lease  given  by  the  Mayor,  etc.,  to  the  New  York  and  New  Haven 
Railroad  Company  in  September,  1850,  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  ist  day 
of  September,  1850,  contains  a  covenant  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  therein  named 
the  Mayor,  etc.,  of  the  City  of  New  York  will  renew  the  said  lease  for  a  further  period 
of  twenty-one  years,  at  a  rent  to  be  fixed  and  ascertained  by  two  sworn  appraisers,  to 
be  chosen  one  by  the  Mayor,  etc.,  and  one  by  the  railroad  company.

■  The  Comptroller  stated  that  in  consequence  of  numerous  and  pressing  public  duties 
and  engagements  he  had  not  been  able  to  prepare  a  report  on  Maps  C,  E  and  D  for  the 
improvement  of  the  water  front  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  City,  submitted  at  the  last 
meeting  and  referred  to  him  for  examination,  and  as  the  subject  was  one  of  great 
importance,  suggested  that  further  time  be  allowed  for  its  consideration.' 

After  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject,  in  which  the  Comptroller,  the  Mayor,  the

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  called  up 
le  resolution  submitted  by  him  at  the  last  meeting,  directing  the  Counsel  to  the 
brporation  to  commence  such  proceedings  as  to  him  and  William  C.  Traphagen, 
Isq.,  shall  appear  advisable,  under  the  contract  of  the  20th  of  July,  1871,  for  the 
tcovcry  of  certain  property  described  in  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Sayre  and  Miss  Mary 
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Hall  for  water  grant  on  Harlem  river,  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street,  etc;

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  advise  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  govern- 
ing this  Department,  held  this  day,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were 
adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Department  having  decided  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  building 
new  Piers  Nos.  44,  45  and  46,  North  river,  with  adjoining  bulkheads,  it  is  deemed 
advisable  that  an  alteration  be  made  in  the  width  of  new  Piers  Nos.  42,  43  and  44, 
North  river,  as  laid  down  on  the  plans  adopted  by  this  Department,  as  well  as  of 
the  pier  proposed  to  be  built  at  the  foot  of  Forty-third  street.  North  river;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  May  16,  1872, 
entitled  an  Act  to  amend  certain  provisions  of  law  relating  to  wharves,  piers  and 
bulkheads  in  the  City  of  New  York,  application  be  made  to  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  to  change  the  plans  as  adopted  by  said  Commissioners,  and  the 
Commissioners  of  Docks,  so  that  ten  (10)  feet  may  be  added  to  the  southerly  side 
of  new  Piers  Nos.  43  and  44,  North  river,  making  the  width  of  each  of  said  piers 
fifty  feet  instead  of  forty  feet,  and  that  the  width  of  new  Pier  No.  42,  North  river, 
be  reduced  from  one  hundred  feet  to  ninety  feet,  taking  ten  feet  from  the  northerly 
side  of  said  pier.    Also,  that  the  proposed  pier  at  the  foot  of  Forty-third  street. 


CiTv  OF  New  York — Department  of  Docks, 
November  i,  1873. 
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North  river,  be  sixty  feet  wide  (the  width  of  the  street)  Instead  of  forty  feet  as  at 
present  laid  down ;  and  that  tracings  of  the  piers,  referred  to  be  transmitted  to  thi 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 


(Tracings  of  the  piers  referred  to  filed.) 
On  motion  of  the  Recorder,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  permission  of  this  Board  be  given  the  Commissioners  of 
Docks  to  make  the  proposed  changes  in  the  width  of  the  piers  designated  in  said 
communication. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  premises  known  as  the  Eighteenth  Ward  Market,  No.  49 
Leonard  street  and  No.  61  Thompson  street,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  set  apart  and 
appropriated  for  temporary  use  during  the  winter  of  1873-4  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Charities  and  Correction,  such  occupation  to  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Board. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation 
relative  to  the  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  convey  to  the 
York  Bridge  Company  certain  property;  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  on  file;

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  deliver  to  the  New  York 
Bridge  Company  the  deed  for  the  sites  of  such  bridge  required  to  be  taken  on  the 
Brooklyn  and  New  York  shores  of  the  East  river,  upon  the  payment  into  the 
Treasury  of  two  hundred  and  two  thousand  dollars,  together  with  whatever  liens 
may  have  accrued  since  the  date  of  the  agreements  for  the  sale  of  such  premises. 

The  Comptroller  also  submitted  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation 
relative  to  the  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  sell  the  real 
estate  of  the  City,  especially  land  under  water;  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  on 
file;  whereupon  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz.:

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 


A  communication  was  received  from  William  C.  Traphagen  in  relation  to  the 
preamble  and  resolution  submitted  by  the  Comptroller  at  the  last  meeting  to  rescind 
certain  proceedings  and  action  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  July  2$, 
1871,  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  on  file. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  laid  over  at  the  last  meeting,  and  made  the  special 
order  for  this  meeting,  were  taken  up  for  action,  whereupon  the  Comptroller  moved 
to  strike  out  of  the  resolution  the  words  **  and  that  notice  of  the  action  of  this 
"  Board  be  forthwith  given  to  said  William  C.  Traphagen." 

The  Recorder  proposed  to  strike  out  of  said  resolution  the  words  purported " 
and  pretended."  stating  his  reasons  therefor,  and  then  moved  that  the  preamble 
and  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  for  his  opinion;  where- 
upon the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  submitted 
as  a  substitute  the  following  resolution,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  communication  of  Mr.  Traphagen  be  referred  to  the  Mayor 
to  inquire  into  the  right  of  this  Commission  to  abrogate  the  contract  heretofore 
made  with  Mr.  Traphagen  regarding  water  grants,  etc.,  power  being  hereby  given  to 
the  Mayor  to  consult  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  other  counsel  as  he  (the 
Mayor)  may  elect. 

Which  was  not  adopted;  the  Mayor,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chamberlain

On  motion,  the  preamble  and  resolution  as  amended,  viz.: 

Whereas,  On  the  minutes  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  there 
ippears  a  writing  purporting  to  be  an  agreement  entered  into  on  the  20th  of  July, 
1871,  between  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fiind  and  one  William  C.  Trap- 
lagen  relative  to  furnishing  information  in  relation  to  the  recovery  of  City  property 
leld  adversely  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New

The  application  of  Board  of  Police  to  have  the  lease  of  the  upper  part  of 
Eleventh  Precinct  Station-house  (third  floor  of  Union  Market)  to  the  Father 
Matthew  T.  A.  B.  Society  No.  4,  for  five  years  from  May  I,  1872,  canceled  and  the 
room  assigned  to  the  Police  Department  as  a  police  drillroom,  was  received  and,  on 
[notion,  referred  to  the  Comptroller,  with  power. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions  in  relation  to  leasing  ferry  franchises,  submitted 
at  the  last  meeting  and  approved  as  to  form  and  laid  over  for  further  consideration

as  to  the  percentage  to  be  charged  on  the  gross  receipts  for  u^e  of  franchise,  were 
taken  up  for  action;  when,  on  motion,  the  blanks  were  filled  by  inserting  two 
and  one-half  (2^)  per  centum,  and  the  preamble  and  resolutions  unanimously 
adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  Under  existing  laws,  the  right  and  authority  to  order,  direct,  construct 
improve  and  lease  all  pier  and  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Mayor,  Aldcnnen 
and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  vested  in  the  Department  of  Docks  oi 
said  City,  and  the  right  and  authority  to  sell  or  lease  any  other  property  belonging 
to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  is  vested  in  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  said  City;  and 

Whereas,  The  ferry  franchise  belonging  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
monalty is  a  property  right  independent  of  any  and  all  ownership  of  wharves,  piers 
and  slips  around  this  City,  and  full  power  and  authority  is  vested  in  said  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  lease  the  same  at  public  auction  is  by  sealed  bids, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  cases  where  ferries  have  been  established  at  places  where 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  are  the  owners  of  pier  and  wharf 
property  necessary  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  such  ferries,  and  the  same 
cannot  be  properly  operated  and  maintained  without  the  sanction  of  and  lease  of  said 
property  from  the  said  Department  of  Docks  for  a  period  similar  in  time  to  that  for 
which  the  ferries  should  be  leased;  and 

Whereas.  It  appears  proper  that  no  leases  whatever  of  ferry  franchise,  and  of 
the  right  to  maintain  and  operate  ferries  around  this  City  should  be  granted  which 
would  be  likely  in  any  manner  to  interfere  with  or  hinder  the  improvement  of  the 
bulkheads,  wharves  and  piers  around  this  City;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  no  lease  of  ferry  franchise  around  or  from  the  City  of  New  York 
will  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  until  the 
Department  of  Docks  of  this  City  shall  have  certified  to  this  Board,  in  writing,  that 
the  granting  of  such  franchise  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  will  not  in  any 
manner  be  likely  to  interfere  with  or  hinder  the  improvements  of  the  bulkheads 
piers  and  wharves,  at  the  location  designated  for  the  use  of  such  franchise  during  a 
specified  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  existing  or 
future  leases,  and  from  the  first  day  of  May  next,  in  cases  where  leases  have  expired 
or  no  leases  exist;  and  ^ 

Whereas,  It  appears  desirable  to  establish  a  uniform  rate  of  charge  for  the  use 
of  the  ferry  franchises  belonging  to  the  Corporation  at  all  ferries  around  the  Island 
of  Manhattan  as  the  minimum  rate  for  which  such  ferry  franchise  or  license  to 
operate  ferries  shall  be  used  and  enjoyed,  and  also  that  it  is  necessary  by  law  that 
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no  leases  of  such  prop^ty  be  made  except  for  the  highest  marketable  price  or 
rental  to  be  obtained  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids,  and  always  after  advertise- 
ment and  appraisal  under  the  direction  of  this  Board;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  where  no  leases  of  established  ferries  exist,  or  exist- 
ing leases  of  ferries  expire  before  the  further  direction  of  this  Board,  that  the 
minimum  of  charge,  price  or  rental,  for  the  lease  or  license  to  use  the  ferry  fran- 
chise belonging  to  and  owned  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City 
of  New  York  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appraised  at  and  set  at  two  and  one-half 
(2>4)  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  that  shall  hereafter  accrue  or  be  collected  from 
time  to  time,  at  each  separate  ferry  for  which  such  lease  or  license  shall  be  granted, 
and  the  leases  to  be  made  hereafter  shall  contain  covenants  binding  the  lessees  to 
pay  quarter  yearly  for  the  use  of  the  franchise  at  each  ferry,  unto  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  highest  marketable  price  which  shall  be  obtained,  the 
same  being  always  a  percentage  on  the  gross  receipts  of  each  ferry  as  aforesaid,  for 
the  use  of  the  ferry  franchise  at  the  respective  ferries  so  to  be  leased,  but  not  less 
than  at  the  minimum  rate  of  two  and  one-half  (2^)  per  centum  aforesaid. 

And  also,  that  each  of  the  leases  aforesaid  shall  contain  a  covenant  that  the 
lessees  shall  quarter  yearly  from  and  after  the  commencement  of  all  leases,  make 
and  deliver  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  a  statement  in  writing, 
verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  lessee,  or  its  or  his  proper  officer  or  agent, 
of  the  actual  total  gross  receipts  for  ferriage  received  by  such  lessee  during  the 
preceding  three  months;  and  also  a  covenant  that  such  lessee  shall  and  will  at  all 
times  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease  keep  regular  books  of  account,  showing 
the  daily  gross  receipts  of  the  ferry  leased,  and  allow  such  Comptroller  or  any 
person  or  persons  designated  by  him,  in  writing,  to  examine  such  books  of  account, 
and  take  copies  or  extracts  therefrom  at  all  reasonable  times;  and  it  is  hereby 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  forthwith  take  all  necessary  measures  to 
lease  the  franchise  for  all  existing  ferries  for  which  leases  have  not  been  executed, 
or  for  which  leases  have  expired,  or  for  which  the  leases  will  expire  on  the  ist  day 
of  May  next;  and  that  said  measures  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
conditions,  but  that  all  such  leases  be  submitted  to  this  Board  for  its  approval,  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  their  final  execution  and  delivery. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  requesting 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  'direct  the  Comptroller  to  prepare  and 
issue  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Department  of  Docks;  which,  on  motion,  was  laid 
on  the  table  for  future  action. 
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The  Comptroller  submitted  the  valuations  of  real  estate  made  by  William 
Kennelly,  appointed  by  virtue  of  resolution  of  this  Board  adopted  January  31,  1874. 
to  fix  the  valuations  of  the  real  estate  to  be  sold  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund;  which,  on  motion,  were  laid  00  the  table  for  future  consideration.

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  in  relation  to 
renting  the  second  and  third  stories  of  premises  Nos.  106,  108  and  no  Centre  street, 
leased  to  the  Corporation  for  ten  years  from  May  i,  1870,  by  Morgan  Jones,  for 
occupation  by  the  First  District  Police  Court,  but  not  occupied  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Court,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  second  and  third  stories  of  premises  Nos.  106,  108  and  no  Centre 
street  were  leased  from  Morgan  Jones  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  May  i,  1870,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  for  occupation  by  the  First 
District  Police  Court,  by  indenture  dated  May  2,  1870,  and  such  premises  have  never 
been  occupied  or  in  any  way  used  for  the  purposes  of  such  Court;  therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  rent  out  such  premises  for  the 
balance  of  the  term  reserved,  at  such  rent  as  may  be  deemed  by  him  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  City  treasury. 

Which,  on  motion  of  the  Chamberlain,  were  referred  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Comptroller. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  oflficers  of  the  Seventh  Regiment, 
National  Guard,  S.  N.  Y..  together  with  copy  of  act  of  the  Legislature,  chapter  234. 
Laws  of  1874,  in  relation  to  lease  of  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  Sixty-sixth  and 
Sixty-seventh  sl/ects  and  Fourth  and  Lexington  avenues,  for  the  public  purposes 
of  said  regiment;  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  over  to  the  next  meeting. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  referring  to 
a  resolution  adopted  by  said  the  Commissioners  March  25,  1874,  requesting  that 
one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  be  issued  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Dock  Department,  submitted  to  this  Board  April  i, 
1874,  and  laid  on  the  table  for  consideration;  and  also  stating  that  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  finances  of  the  Dock  Department  requires  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Dock  Department  the  proceeds  of  the  $1,000,000  of  Dock  Bonds  called  for  by  the 
aforesaid  resolution  of  March  25.

Whereas.  The  Department  of  Docks  has  requested  the  Commissioners  of  the

Where? s.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  it  is  at 
this  time  not  wise  to  issue  more  bonds  for  any  purpose  whereby  the  debt  of  the 
City  will  be  increased,  unless  the  occasion  therefor  be  very  imperative;  and 

Whereas.  It  appears  that  the  debt  of  the  City  has  increased  during  the  past  two 
years,  principally  by  the  requirements  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  for 
payments  for  new  parks,  streets,  avenues  and  boulevards,  and  by  the  liquidation  and 
payment  of  debts  contracted  by  the  past  regime,  and  which  have  been  and  are  con- 
stantly appearing  in  the  courts;  therefore 

Resolved.  That  the  Department  of  Docks  be  respectfully  requested  to  inform 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  what  works  are  now  in  progress  under 
charge  of  that  Department,  and  the  probable  cost  of  each,  and  what  works  the  said 
Department  contemplates  undertaking  during  this  and  the  next  calendar  year,  and 
the  probable  revenue  to  be  derived  therefrom  when  completed. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Docks  be  further  respectfully  requested  to 
furnish  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  with  a  statement  of  the  piers, 
wharves  and  bulkheads  now  under  lease  from  the  City,  the  names  of  the  parties  to 
whom  leased,  the  term  of  the  lease,  and  the  amount  of  the  rent,  and  what  piers, 
wharves  and  bulkheads  remain  unleased  and  why  they  so  remain. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  though  claiming  no 
direct  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  except  with  respect  to  the  Department  of  Docks, 
deem  it  not  improper  to  express  their  opinion  that  the  prosecution  of  works,  such  as 
boulevards  and  avenues  in  the  upper  part  of  the  City,  which  are  not  and  will  not  be 
of  any  public  utility  for  a  generation  to  come,  and  which  charge  upon  the  City  large 
sums  of  money,  and  which  increase  the  debt  without  any  corresponding  advantage, 
should  cease,  at  least  until  those  whose  property  is  benefited  thereby  show  more 
readiness  to  pay  the  assessments  therefor. 

Resolved,  That  the  opening  of  streets,  boulevards  and  avenues  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  City,  and  acquiring  land  for  the  same,  should  be  discontinued  until  the 
methods  adopted  are  changed,  so  as  to  prevent  the  extravagances  that  have  been 
practiced  in  these  matters,  as  well  as  the  charge  of  immense  sums  upon  the  City 
treasury. 

Which,  on  motion,  were  adopted,  and  the  communication  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Docks  laid  over  for  consideration. 

A  list  of  property  of  the  Corporation  leased  to  monthly  tenants  was  submitted 
and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  application  of  John  Walsh  for  return  of  the  ten  per  cent,  and  auctioneer's 
fees,  paid  on  account  of  lots  Nos.  54  and  55  Gansevoort  property  bid  ofT  by  him  at 
sale  in  1867,  was  received,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 

The  application  of  the  Fire  Department  for  lot  on  Hamilton  Square  for  site  for 
a  house  for  an  engine  company  to  be  organized,  was  received,  and,  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  Comptroller.

That  such  lot  was  sold  by  the  City  and  a  warrantee  deed  given  therefor  dated 
May  I,  1867. 

In  the  map  and  description  of  these  premises  the  corner  was  shown  as  being 
formed  by  Bayard  street  with  the  westerly  side  of  Eldridge  street,  whereas 
Division  street  crosses  Bayard  previous  to  its  intersection  with  Eldridge  street,  and 
the  corner  is  formed  by  the  north  side  of  Division  street  with  the  west  side  of 
Eldridge  street 
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This  discrepancy  was  caused  by  the  blunder  or  error  of  Edward  Boyle,  the  City 
Surveyor,  who  drew  up  the  map  for  this  sale,  and  it  seems  to  be  proper  that  a  con- 
firmatory deed  should  be  given  to  make  the  description  agree  with  the  facts  of  the 
case.

**  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  passed  April  22,  1874;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

'  Section  i.  The  first  section  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-one,  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled  **  An  Act  for  providing  a  site  for  an  armory  in 
"  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  use  of  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard 
"  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  passed  May  seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of  New  York  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  lease 
by  due  resolution  and  deed  of  lease,  to  the  field  officers  for  the  time  being,  of  the 


Chapter  234. 
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Seventh  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  acting  for  said  regiment,  and  for  the  public  purposes  of  said 
regiment,  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  and  situated  between  Sixty-sixth  and 
Sixty-seventh  streets  and  Fourth  and  Lexington  avewies  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
the  same  being  a  part  of  the  lands  or  premises  belonging  to  the  city  of  New  York. 
The  field  officers  of  said  regiment  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  accepi 
said  lease  and  take  said  site  with  the  same  eflfcct  as  if  a  body  corporate,  to  k 
thereafter  exclusively  held  and  used  for  an  armory  and  drillrooms  by  said  regiment 
Such  lease  shall  be  made  substantially  in  such  form  as  leases  of  land  have  heretofore 
been  made  by  said  commissioners  for  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  and  shall 
be  for  a  term  of  twenty-one  years,  with  and  at  the  nominal  rental  of  one  dollar  per 
year. 

Sec.  2.  The  second  section  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  . 

In  compliance  with  section  one  of  the  said  act  the  Comptroller  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  and  situated  between  Sixty-sixth 
and  Sixty-seventh  streets  and  Fourth  and  Lexington  avenues  be  leased  to  the  field 
officers,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office,  acting  for  said  regiment,  and  for 
the  public  purposes  of  said  regiment,  fqr  a  term  of  twenty-one  years,  with  and  at  the 
nominal  rental  of  one  dollar  per  year,  and  that  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation 
prepare  a  lease  of  such  premises,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  234. 
Laws  of  1874. 

The  report  and  statement  of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  in  compliance  with 
resolution  of  this  Board,  adopted  July  7,  1874,  was  received,  and,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Comptroller  for  examination  and  the  Mayor  authorized  to  have  the  same 
printed  in  the  '*  City  Record."

William  J.  Peck,  dated  May  15,  1866,  and  expiring  June  i,  1876,  granting  a  franchise 
for  a  ferry  to  the  New  Jersey  shore,  and  including  the  use  of  certain  wharf  property 
at  the  foot  of  Spring  street.  North  river,  for  the  sum  of  $10,000;  notifying  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  that  said  agreement  has  been  amended  so  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Peck  and  Wandell  shall  be  $7,500,  instead  of  the  sum  of 
$10,000,  as  set  forth  in  said  agreement;  said  sum  of  $7,500  to  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  Peck  and  Wandell  on  or  before  the  14th  day  of 
December,  1874;  whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  hereby  approve  of  the 
agreement  made  in  pursuance  of  subdivision  4  of  section  6  of  chapter  574,  Laws  of 
1871,  by  the  Board  governing  the  Department  of  Docks,  and  Messrs.  Peck  and 
Wandell.  dated  April  30,  1874,  as  modified  by  a  resolution  of  said  Board  adopted 
November  24,  1874,  for  the  purchase  at  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($7,500)  of  the  franchise  for  a  ferry  to  the  New  Jersey  shore,  including  the 
use  of  the  basin  and  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Spring  street.  North  river,  and  the 
halves  of  the  piers  adjacent  thereto  (being  the  north  half  and  L  of  Pier  42,  and  that 
portion  of  the  south  half  of  Pier  43  which  extends  from  the  bulkhead  to  the  L). 
as  covered  and  granted  by  a  lease  from  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of 
the  City  of  New  York  to  William  J.  Peck,  dated  May  15,  1866,  and  expiring  June  i. 
1876,  and  now  held  by  said  Peck  and  Wandell,  and  of  which  they  agree  to  make  a 
full  and  complete  assignment  and  transfer  to  said  Depiartment  of  Docks. 

The  application  of  Harris  Levy  for  reduction  of  rent  of  house  No.  93  (Chatham 
street,  leased  from  the  Corporation,  was  received,  and,  on  motion,  the  application 
was  denied. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Docks  transmitting  a 
copy  of  the  map  of  this  City  just  published  by  said  Department,  showing  the  high 
and  low  water  marks,  the  grants  of  land  under  water  and  the  several  pier  and  bulk- 
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head  lines  as  established  prior  to  1873;  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  over  for 
consideration. 

The  Comptroller  moved  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Chamberlain  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  the  securities  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  in  relation  to 
lease  of  ferry  foot  of  Houston  street,  East  river,  which,  on  motion,  was  placed  on

the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  the 
Howard  Relief  Association  the  free  use  of  the  premises  occupied  by  them  last  winter 
without  charge,  provided  such  premises  are  not  in  use,  and  such  permission  to 
continue  only  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Commission.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's Office  December  23.  1874. 

Present— The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chamberlaia 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  reported  that  on  the  19th  instant  there  was  a  balance  of 
$643,436.05  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  City  Debt, 
and  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion  of  the  Chamberlain,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  George  W.  Lane,  Chamber- 
lain, for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  to  be  charged  to  the 
*'  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,"  on  account  of  the 
Surplus  Revenues  "  of  said  fund  for  the  year  1874,  and  credited  to  the  '*  General 
"  Fund  '*  of  the  City,  in  pursuance  of  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862,  and  chapter  30^ 
Laws  of  1874. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion  of  the 
Chamberlain,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  Sinking  Fund  Warrant  No.  32  (Interest  Account)  for  seventeen 
dollars  and  sixty  cents,  for  advertising  ferry  leases  at  auction,  dated  March  21,  1868, 
in  favor  of  "  New  York  Leader." 

Warrant  No.  65  (Debt  Account),  for  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars,  for 
coal  and  wood  for  Board  of  Excise,  dated  June  15,  1871,  in  favor  of  J.  T.  Barnard  & 
Sons;  and 
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Warrant  No.  66  (Debt  Account),  for  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents, 
for  fire  grate,  zinc,  iron  pipes,  etc.,  for  Board  of  Excise,  dated  June  15,  1871,  in  favtir 
of  John  Schroeder,  be  canceled,  the  bills  for  payment  of  which  said  warrants  were 
executed  having  been  otherwise  provided  for. 

The  Chamberlain,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to  examine 
the  securities  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report ;  when,  on  motion  of  the  Recorder,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  be  accepted  and  adopted,  and  entered  in  full  in  the 
minutes,  viz.: 

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

On  the  loth  instant  the  Mayor  and  the  Chamberlain  were,  by  vote  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  securities 
held  by  said  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  declining  to  serve,  for  reasons  given  in  the  communication  hereti 
appended,  the  undersigned  proceeded  to  make  the  examination  as  directed,  an  J 
respectfully  reports:

Gentlemen — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  a 
resolution  was  adopted  by  which  the  Mayor  and  the  Chamberlain  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  examine  and  report  on  the  Sinking  Fund  securities. 

This  resolution  does  not  meet  with  my  approval.  The  Commissioners  of  the

February  25.  1875. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's OPice  February  25,  1875. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chamberlain. 

On  motion  of  the  Recorder,  the  Mayor  was  appointed  Chairman  of  this  Board 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  applications  for  water  grants,  which 
on  motion  of  the  Recorder,  were  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  to 
investigate  the  title  of  the  City  to  the  premises  for  which  said  grants  are  applied 
for,  viz.: 

John  S.  Pierce  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  the  East  river,  between  Ninety- 
sixth  and  Ninety-seventh  streets. 

James  Van  Buren  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  the  East  river,  between 
Ninety-sixth  and  Ninety-seventh  streets. 

L.  S.  Hargous  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  Harlem  river,  between  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-first  and  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  streets. 

W.  F.  Rowland  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  Harlem  river,  south  side  of 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  200  feet  east  of  Fifth  avenue. 

Nicholas  A.  Lespinasse  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  Harlem  river,  between 
One  Hundred  and  Sixty-fourth  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-sixth  streets. 

The  application  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  five  lots  of  ground,  north  side  of 
East  Sixty-seventh  street,  between  Lexington  and  Third  avenues,  for  public  school 
purposes,  was  received,  and.  on  motion  of  the  Recorder,  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 
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A  communicttion  wts  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  stating  that 
the  Dock  Department,  "  in  order  to  proceed  with  its  work  of  improving  the  water 
**  front  of  the  City  under  the  new  plan  adopted,  is  desirous  to  obtain  possession  of 
"  such  portion  of  the  water  front,  the  title  of  which  is  not  vested  in  the  Corporation, 
"  embraced  in  the  district  lying  between  Canal  and  Barrow  streets,  on  the  North 
"  river."  and  asking  the  approval  of  this  Board  for  the  purchase  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Mayor.  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York,  of  75  feet  of 
bulkhead  adjoining  the  northerly  side  of  Pier  No.  34,  and  the  50  feet  of  bulkhead 
north  of  Pier  No.  36.  North  river,  provided  the  same  can  be  obtained  at  the  price 
of  $200  per  lineal  foot. 

On  motion,  the  communication  was  laid  on  the  table. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  (dated 
January  14,  1875)  requesting  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  direct  the 
Comptroller  to  prepare  and  issue  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  for 
$1,000,000  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Department  of  Docks;  whereupon  the 
Recorder  moved  that  the  said  communication  be  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  motion,  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  protest 
of  William  F.  Morgan,  contractor.  No.  287  West  street,  New  York,  against  the 
action  of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  in  the  matter  of  the  proposals  and  award  of 
contract  for  erecting  sheds  on  New  Piers  Nos.  43  and  46,  North  river. 

The  Recorder  objected  to  the  reception  of  this  protest,  as  it  contained  a  very 
grave  charge  against  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  and  moved  that  a  copy  of  the 
protest  be  remitted  to  the  said  Commissioners;  which  was  adopted. 

The  discussion  of  the  motion  to  refer  the  application  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Docks,  for  the  issue  of  Dock  Bonds,  to  the  Comptroller,  was  resumed,  when  the 
Comptroller  proceeded  to  give  his  views  respecting  this  application  and  protest,  when 
the  Chairman  decided  he  was  out  of  order. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  motion  of  the  Recorder  to  refer  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  for  the  issue  of  $1,000,000  Dock  Bonds  to  the 
Comptroller;  which  was  adopted,  the  Mayor,  the  Recorder  and  the  Chamberlain 
voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  Comptroller  in  the  negative. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  preambles  and  resolutions,  viz.: 

Whereas,  By  subdivision  i  of  section  6  of  chapter  574,  Laws  of  1871,  it  is 
provided  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Department  of  Docks  "  shall  possess  such 
"  powers  and  perform  such  duties  *  ♦  *  as  shall  be  established  and  defined  by 
"the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York*';  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  subdivision  8  of  the  same  section  that  "  the  annual 
"expenses  of  said  Board  (of  Commissioners  of  Docks)  for  rent,  furniture,  supplies 
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•*  and  compensation  of  Secretary  and  subordinate  officers,  clerks  and  agents  shall 
not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  " ;  therefore 

Resolved.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  be  and  they  arc  hereby  requested  to 
furnish  this  Board  with  a  statement  of  expenditures  by  them,  for  the  purposes 
above  specified,  for  and  during  the  year  1874,  and  also  to  inform  this  Board  of  the 
location  of  any  building  or  offices  they  may  have  hired  for  the  use  of  the  Dock 
Department,  and  the  amount  of  rent  to  be  paid* for  the  same  annually,  and  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  lease  of  the  premises. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  be  and  they  arc  hereby  requested 
to  furnish  this  Board  with  information  as  to  thtir  operations  on  the  following 
points,  to  wit: 

1.  A  statement  showing  the  cost  of  new  piers  built  by  the  Department  of  Docks, 
and  the  rents  received  on  each,  with  the  percentage  they  yield  annually  on  their  cost, 
respectively. 

2.  A  statement  of  what  piers,  wharves  and  docks  are  not  rented,  if  any,  and  the 
reasons  therefor. 

3.  A  statement  of  rents  of  piers,  wharves  and  docks  remaining  uncollected,  if 
any,  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

4.  A  statement  of  expenditures  in  1874  ^or  work  which  has  been  performed 
according  to  the  plan  or  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  front,  formerly 
adopted  by  this  Board,  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  3  of  section  6  of  chapter 
574  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  and  what  portion  has  been  done  by  contract  to  the  lowest 
bidder. 

5.  Whether  any  work  has  been  performed  in  1874  not  embraced  in  the  said 
plan  or  plans,  and  if  so.  the  amount  of  expenditures  therefor,  and  whether  the  same 
was  done  by  contract  or  otherwise. 

The  Recorder  moved  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and  resolutions. 

The  Comptroller  proceeded  to  discuss  the  resolutions,  and  referred  to  the  matter 
of  receiving  proposals  at  the  various  departments  of  the  City  Government,  and  the 
necessity  of  great  care  in  accepting  bids  and  awarding  contra<^ts.  Large  numbers 
came  to  the  Comptroller  for  exsmination  and  approval  that  were  seriously  defective, 
giving  him  great  trouble  and  occupying  more  or  less  of  his  time  in  ascertaining  the 
character  of  the  sureties  offered.  He  stated  that  it  had  been  said  that  he  caused 
delay  in  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Docks,  and  made  reference  to  the  case  of 
Pier  No.  i.  and  was  proceeding  with  his  remarks  when  the  Chairman  decided  that 
the  Comptroller  was  out  of  order,  as  his  statement  referred  to  matters  of  a  personal 
character. 
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After  some  further  discussion  the  preamble  and  resolutions,  on  the  motion  of 
the  Recorder,  were  adopted.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Comp- 
troller's Office  March  5.  1875. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  acknowledg- 
ing the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  preamble  and  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting,  requesting  the  said  Commissioners  to  furnish  this  Board  with  certain 
information  relative  to  their  expenditures  and  operations  for  the  year  1874,  stating 
that  the  information  asked  for  would  be  furnished  as  soon  as  possible,  and  calling 
attention  to  their  requisition  of  January  14,  1875,  for  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  Department  of  Docks;  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  this  meeting  was  called  for  the  special  purpose  of 
considering  the  requisition  of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  submitted  to  this  Board 
at  the  last  meeting  and  referred  to  the  Comptroller,  for  the  issue  of  one  million 
dollars  Dock  Bonds  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Department  of  Docks. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the  Chairman  the  Comptroller  stated  that  he  hai  not 
prepared  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  this  Board,  authorizing  the  issue  of  the 
amount  of  bonds  asked  for  by  the  Commissioners  of  I>ocks,  as  he  was  opposed  to 
the  issue  of  so  large  an  aYnount  at  this  time  without  further  information  as  to  its 
necessity. 

After  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject,  in  which  the  Mayor,  the  Comptroller 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  participated, 
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the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  the  Chamberlain,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  11  of  section  6 
of  the  act,  chapter  574  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare  and 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  one  million  dollars  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  moneys  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said 
act  relating  to  the  Department  of  Docks,  its  powers  and  duties,  being  the  amount  of 
the  requisition  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  dated  January  14,  1875. 

The  Comptrellcr  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  substituting  $200,000  in  lieu 
of  $1,000,000. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  amend,  and  was  not  adopted,  the 
Comptroller  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  Mayor,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  negative. 

The  Comptroller  then  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  making  the  amount 
$300,000  in  lieu  of  $1,000,000,  which  was  not  adopted,  the  Commissioners  voting  as 
on  the  previous  motion. 

The  subject  was  further  discussed,  when,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Comptroller, 
the  resolution  was  modified  by  adding  after  the  words  from  time  to  time  the 
following:  **  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Dock 
'*  Department.**  and  as  thus  modified  was,  on  motion,  unanimously  adopted  as 
follows,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  11  of  section  6 
of  the  act,  chapter  574  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare  and 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Dock  Department,  one  million  dollars  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  the  moneys  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
relating  to  the  Deparment  of  Docks,  its  powers  and  duties,  being  the  amount  of  the 
requisition  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  dated  January  14,  1875. 

Adjourned.

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  notifying  this 
Board  that  on  the  ist  day  of  May  next,  they  would  surrender  certain  premises  on  the 
Thirteenth  avenue,  between  Little  Twelfth  and  Gansevoort  street,  belonging  to  the 
City  and  occupied  by  the  Department  of  Docks  for  storage  and  other  purposes; 
which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  on  file. 
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A  communication  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad 
Company  offering  to  lease  for  five  years  three  lots  belonging  to  the  City,  corner  of 
Sixty-sixth  street  and  Third  .avenue,  to  be  used  for  the  storage  of  trucks, 
sweepers,  etc. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  property  of  this  description  could  be  leased  only  on 
bids  at  public  auction;  when,  on  motion  of  the  Recorder,  it  was  ordered  that  said 
lots  be  leased  at  public  auction,  as  provided  by  law. 

The  Comptroller  called  attention  to  the  application  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  five  lots  of  ground  on  the  north  side  of  East  Sixty-seventh  street,  between 
Lexington  and  Third  avenues,  for  public  school  purposes,  referred  to  him  at  the 
meeting  held  February  25,  1875. 

The  subject  was  laid  over  for  future  consideration. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  report  on  ferry  leases,  together  with  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  on  the  same  subject;  also  a  communication 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  returning  unexecuted  the  lease  to  "  The  New 
"  York  and  Brooklyn  Ferry  Company,"  with  his  reasons  for  not  signing  and  affixing 
the  seal  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  the  said  lease  (see  report  on  file).

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  list  of  property  belonging  to  the  City  which  is 
unoccupied,  or  the  leases  of  which  will  expire  on  the  ist  of  May  next  (see  list  on 
file). 

On  motion  of  the  Recorder,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  lease  at  public  auction  on

Present— The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  report  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  leases  for  two 
years  of  real  estate  of  the  City,  April  23,  1875;  whereupon  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  lease  at  public  auction,  on 
appraisal,  in  accordance  with  the  Charter  of  1873,  for  a  term  to  expire  on  May  i, 
1877,  all  of  the  p;-operty  included  in  sale  of  April  23,  1875,  which  was  not  disposed  of 
at  such  sale,  together  with  any  other  real  estate  which  is  now  unoccupied  or  the 
leases  of  which  will  expire  on  May  i,  1875;  and  that  he  take  whatever  steps  may  be 
necessary  to  have  such  property  appraised  preparatory  to  the  sale,  and  proceed  with 
the  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  No  parcel  to  be  leased  at  less  than  the 
value  at  which  the  same  shall  have  been  appraised. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  report  in  relation  to  sales  of  real  estate  of  the  City 
in  1866  and  1867,  the  deeds  of  which  have  not  been  delivered,  the  purchasers  having 
neglected  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  consideration  money;  which,  on  motion,  was 
referred  to  the  Comptroller  to  examine  the  facts  in  the  case  and  report  the  proper 
action  to  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

The  Comptroller  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  at  the  meeting  held  February  25,  1875,  requesting  the  Commissioners 
of  Docks  to  furnish  this  Board  with  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  and  operations 
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of  the  Dock  Department  for  the  year  1874.  and  stated  that  the  information  called  for 
had  not  been  furnished  as  requested;  the  Comptroller  also  referred  to  a  bill  before 
the  Legislature  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  and 
expressed  his  decided  disapproval  of  ^he  increase  of  the  salaries  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners, as  contemplated  by  the  bill  referred  to;  when  the  Mayor  decided  the  Comp- 
troller to  be  out  of  order  in  his  remarks,  as  this  Board  had  nothing  to  do  with 
regulatincr  the  salaries  of  the  Commitskmers  of  Docks. 

The  Comptroller  entered  his  protest  against  the  decision  of  the  Mayor  as  to  the 
question  of  order  in  this  case,  and  his  protest  was  allowed;  when,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  be  and  hereby  are  directed  to 
ramish  the  information  requested  ki  the  resolutions  adopted  by  this  Board 
Febmary  25,  1875. 

An  application  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Police  for  a  plot  of  ground, 
thirty-six  feet  fr<Hit  by  one  hundred  feet  deep,  on  the  north  side  of  Fifty-first  street, 
between  Third  and  Lexington  avenues,  adjoining  and  west  of  fire  engine  house,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  police  stattoii-hottse  thereon;  and  also  for  two  lots,  each 
twenty-five  by  one  hmidred  feet,  on  the  north  side  of  Sixty-seventh  street,  between 
Third  and  Lexington  avemies,  immediately  east  of  property  now  used  as  a  fire 
engine-house,  to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  4  poHce  station-house  ttiereon;  which 
was  ordered  on  file.

The  resolution  submitted  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  in  relation  to  the 
executioa  of  leases  of  ferry  franchises  and  other  property  awarded  or  granted  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  and  laid  over  for  consideration,  was  taken  up 
for  action,  and,  on  motion  of  the  Recorder,  adopted  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  all  leases  of  ferry  franchises  and  other  property  hereafter 
awarded  or  granted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  be  executed  on 
behalf  of  said  Commissioners  by  the  Comptroller;  and  the  Comptroller  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  said  Commissioners. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  this 
Board,  adopted  February  25,  1875,  requesting  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  to 
furnish  this  Board  with  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  and  operations  of  the  Dock 
Department  for  the  year  1874,  was  received  and  ordered  on  file.

Office  June  30,  1875. 


Present — ^Thc  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  application  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  for  vacant  statioo- 
house,  either  in  Beekman  street  or  Chambers  street,  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  relief 
or  accident  hospital,  was  received;  whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  premises  No.  160  Chambers  street,  formerly  used  as  a  police 
station  and  now  vacant,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  New  York 
Hospital,  for  temporary  use  as  a  house  of  relief,  on  the  condition  that  they  maintain 
there  during  such  occupancy  a  free  house  of  relief  or  hospital  for  accidents,  subject 
to  the  pleasure  of  this  Board  in  regard  to  the  period  of  such  occupancy,  possession 
to  be  given  immediately  upon  the  premises  being  turned  over  to  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  the  Police  Department. 

The  application  of  the  New  York  and  Staten  Island  Ferry  Company  "  for  a 
"  franchise  to  run  a  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street,  known  as  Pier  No.  i, 
"  East  river,  to  the  eastern  shore  of  Staten  Island,"  was  received. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  stated  that 
the  authority  to  grant  the  franchise  for  this  ferry  was  vested  in  the  Common 
Council. 

While  the  question  whether  it  was  right  of  this  Board  or  of  the  Conunon 
Council  to  grant  ferry  franchises  was  being  discussed,  the  Comptroller  submitted  a

list  of  ferries  for  which  awards  were  made  under  the  advertisement  of  April  24, 
1874,  but  no  leases  executed;  and  of  ferries  for  which  no  award  was  made  under  the 
said  advertisement;  and  also  of  ferries  the  leases  of  which  have  expired  since  May 
I,  1^4;  and  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz. : 
Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  lease  the  franchise  of 
all  existing  ferries  the  leases  of  which  have  expired  or  for  which  no  award  has  been 
made — such  measures  to  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  approved  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  at  their  meeting  held  on  April  i,  1874. 

The  discussion  in  relation  to  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Staten  Island 
Ferry  Company  was  resumed;  whereupon  the  Recorder  submitted  the  following 
resolution,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Staten  Island  Ferry  Com- 
pany "  for  a  franchise  to  run  a  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street,  known  as  Pier 
"  No.  I,  East  river,  to  the  eastern  shore  of  Staten  Island,*'  be  granted,  and  that  said 
franchise  be  disposed  of  on  sealed  bids,  and  that  this  Board  take  the  steps  required 
by  the  Charter  and  law  for  that  purpose. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  the  ferry  for  which  this  franchise  is  asked  had  not 
b«en  established  by  the  Common  Council,  and  it  seemed  to  him  that  this  Board 
could  only  lease  the  franchise  of  ferries  which  had  been  thus  established,  and  moved 
that  the  resolution  be  laid  over  for  further  consideration;  which  was  not  adopted. 
The  resolution  submitted  by  the  Recorder  was  then  adopted,  the  Mayor,  the 
Recorder,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  Comptroller  in  the  negative. 

The  application  of  the  Board  of  Education  foi*^  site  for  a  grammar  school,  cast 
side  of  Lexington  avenue,  between  Sixty-seventh  and  Sixty-eighth  streets,  Was 
received,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Comptroller.

Ferry  from  the  foot  of  Chambers  street,  North  river,  to  Pavonia,  N.  J.,  for  one 
year,  subject  to  $15,000  per  year  rent — 
Erie  Railway  Company,  H.  J.  Jewett,  Receiver,  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  on» 
the  gross  receipts  in  addition  to  $15,000  rent. 

On  motion  of  the  Chamberlain,  the  following  resolutions,  submitted  by  the 
Comptroller,  were  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Barclay  street,  North 
river,  to  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  from  October  i,  1875,  be 
awarded  to  the  Hoboken  Land  and  Improvement  Company,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
two  and  one-half  (2^2)  per  centum  on  the  gross  receipts;  and  that  the  Counsel  to 
the  Corporation  be  requested  to  prepare  a  lease  therefor,  with  the  usual  covenants 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  advertisement  of  the  Corporation  sale  of 
ferry  franchises  of  September.  23,  1875. 

Resolved,  That  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Chambers  street. 
North  river,  to  Pavonia,  New  Jersey,  be  awarded  to  H.  J.  Jewett,  as  receiver  for

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The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  the  Board  of  Kduca* 
tien,  for  site  for  grammar  school,  east  side  of  Lexington  avenue,  between  Sixty- 
seventh  3uid  Sixty-eighth  streets,  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  premises  commencing  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Lexington 
avenue  and  Sixty-seventh  street,  running  thence  north  along  the  easterly  side  of 
Lexington  avenue  one  hundred  feet  five  inches  to  the  line  of  the  centre  of  the  block 
between  Sixty-seventli  and  Sixty-eighth  streets;  thence  east  along  such  centre  line 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet;  thence  south  parallel  to  Lexington  avenue  one

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  this  Department  to  erect  in  front  of  the  five 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  of  bulkhead  included  in  said  lease  three  new  piers  of  the 
dimensions  hereinafter  stated,  and  to  be  located  upon  the  lines  not  laid  down  on  the 
plans  for  that  district  of  the  water  front  heretofore  adopted  by  the  Board  and  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  Conimissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  be  and  they  are  hereby 
respectfully  requested,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  758  of  the  Laws  ot

Pier  19  as  proposed  to  be  established,  and  the  southerly  line  of  Pier  21  to  be  distant 
about  two  hundred  feet  from  the  northerly  line  of  Pier  20  as  proposed  to  be 
established.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  November  8,  1875. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  trans- 
mitting to  this  Board  a  notification  from  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  that  the 
building  known  as  Park  Hospital,  in  Centre  street,  near  Chambers,  has  been  con- 
demned as  unsafe,  and  requesting  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  its  removal; 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller,  with  power. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  bids  for  ferry  franchises  received  in 
response  to  advertisement  of  October  16,  1875: 

Ferry  from  the  foot  of  Tenth  street.  East  river,  to  Greenpoint,  Long  Island,  for  the 
term  of  five  years  from  November  i,  1875 — 
Shepherd  Knapp  and  Edward  S.  Knapp;  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  gross 
receipts  at  Tenth  street. 

Ferry  from  the  north  side  of  Twenty-third  street,  East  river,  as  now  occupied,  to 
Greenpoint,  Long  Island,  for  the  term  of  five  yfears  from  November  i,  1875, 
subject  to  $2,000  per  annum  rent  payable  quarter-yearly  to  the  Department 
of  Docks — 

Shepherd  Knapp  and  Edward  S.  Knapp;  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  the  gross 
receipts  at  Twenty-third,  subject  to  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum  rent  as 
fixed  by  the  Department  of  Docks. 
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Ferry  from  the  foot  of  Desbrosses  street,  North  river,  to  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey, 
for  the  term  of  one  year  from  November  i,  1875,  subject  to  $3,000  per  annum 
rent,  payable  quarter-yearly  to  the  Department  of  Docks — 
The  Associates  of  the  Jersey  Company,  by  A.  L.  Dennis,  President;  two  and 
one-half  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  for  ferriage,  in  full  for  the  lease  of 
franchises,  and  not  subject  to  the  payment  of  any  rent  to  the  Department  of 


Ferry  from  the  foot  of  Grand  street,  East  river,  to  Grand  street,  Brooklyn,  E.  D., 
including  such  wharf  property  as  shall  have  been  heretofore  used  by  the  ferry  ^ 
run  from  these  points,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  November  i,  1875, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  $2,000  per  annum  for  the  first  five  years,  and  $3,000 
per  annum  during  the  second  five  years;  rent  payable  quarter-yearly  to  the 
Department  of  Docks — 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  Ferry  Company — For  first  five  years,  at  $3,000  per 
annum;  second  five  years,  $4,000  per  annum;  ferry  improvements  made  by 
company  on  the  property  belonging  to  the  City  of  New  York  to  be  paid  for 
to  the  company  at  its  fair  valuation  at  the  expiration  of  lease. 
Whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on 
motion,  were  respectively  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Tenth  street.  East 
river,  to  Greenpoint.  Long  Island,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  November  i,  1875, 
be  awarded  to  Shepherd  Knapp  and  Edward  S.  Knapp  at  an  annual  rent  of  two  and 
one-half  (21/2)  per  centum  on  the  gross  receipts,  and  that  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation  be  requested  to  prepare  a  lease  therefor,  with  the  usual  covenants  and 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  advertisement  of  the  Corporation  sale  of  ferry 
franchises  of  October  16,  1875. 

Resolved,  That  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the  north  side  of  Twenty-third 
street.  East  river,  as  now  occupied,  to  Greenpoint,  Long  Island,  for  the  term  of 
five  years  from  November  i,  1875,  be  awarded  to  Shepherd  Knapp  and  Edward  S. 
Knapp  at  an  annual  rent  of  two  and  one-half  (2j/^)  per  centum  on  the  gross  receipts, 
subject  to  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  per  annum  rent,  as  fixed  by  the  Department 
of  Docks  for  the  use  of  pier  or  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation;  and 
that  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  requested  to  prepare  a  lease  therefor  with 
the  usual  covenants  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  advertisement  of  the 
Corporation  sale  of  ferry  franchises  of  October  16,  1875. 

Resolved,  That  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Desbrosses  street,  North 
river  to  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  November  i,  1875,  be 
awarded  to  the  Associates  of  the  Jersey  Company  at  an  annual  rent  of  two  and 
one-half  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts,  subject  to  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000) 
per  annum  rent  as  fixed  by  the  Department  of  Docks  for  the  use  of  the  pier  or  wharf 
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property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  that  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be 
requested  to  prepare  a  lease  therefor  with  the  usual  covenants  and  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  advertisement  of  the  Corporation  sale  of  ferry  franchises  oi 
October  16,  1875. 

Resolved,  That  the  bids  received  for  the  ferry  from  the  fo0|t  of  Grand  strett. 
East  river,  to  Grand  street,  Brooklyn,  E.  D..  not  being  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  advertisement  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  under  date 
of  October  16,  1875,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  rejected,  and  the  Comptroller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  readvertise  and  to  take  all  other  necessary  measures  to  lease 
the  franchise  of  the  said  ferry;  such  measures  to  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  at  their  meeting 
held  April  i.  1874. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  approved  by  the  Mayor 
November  3,  1875,  was  received,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  ferry  be  and  is  hereby  established  to  run  from  the  bulkhead  at 
the  foot  of  Whitehall  street,  New  York  City,  to  Staten  Island;  the  franchise  to  be 
sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  lease  the  franchise  of 
the  ferry  established  by  the  Common  Council  by  resolution  approved  by  the  Mayor 
November  3,  1875,  to  run  from  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street,  New 
York,  to  Staten  Island;  such  measures  to  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  at  their  meeting  held  April 
I,  1874. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  on  the  30th  of  October,  1875,  there  was  a  balance 
to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt  oi 
$1,159,952.43,  and  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  J.  Nelson  Tappan,  Chamber- 
lain, for  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($750,000).  to  be 
charged  to  the  *'  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,"  on 
account  of  **  Surplus  Revenues  of  said  fund,  for  the  year  1875,  and  credited  to  the 
"  General  Fund  "  of  the  City,  in  pursuance  of  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862,  and  chapter 
308,  I-aws  of  1874. 

The  Mayor  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adppt^d,  viz.: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  requested  to  examine  into 
the  validity  of  the  lease  made  to  the  Union  Ferry  Company  in  1870,  and  to  report  the 
same  to  this  Board. 

The  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  on  the  application  of  James  W. 
Beekman  for  quit  claim  for  gore  of  land  corner  Fourth  avenue  and  Sixty-fifth 
street,  to  the  effect  that  "  the  legal  title  to  said  gore  remains  in  the  Corporation," 
was  received;  whereupon  the  Comptroller  stated  that  the  real  estate  of  the 
Corporation  could  only  be  disposed  of  by  sale  at  public  auction;  when,  on  motion,

Present — All  the  Commissioners. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  relation  to  "  the  validity  of 
"  the  lease  made  to  the  Union  Ferry  Company  in  1870,"  that  said  lease  is  invalid, 
was  received  and  ordered  on  file;  whereupon  the  Mayor  submitted  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution,  which  were  anrended  on  the  proposition  of  the  Comp- 
troller, and,  on  motion,  adopted,  as  follows,  viz.: 

Whereas,  under  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  on  the 
22d  day  of  June,  1870,  an  instrument  was  executed  purporting  to  be  a  lease  to  the 
Union  Ferry  Company  of  Brooklyn,  of  the  five  ferries  commonly  known  as  the 
Fulton  Ferry,  the  South  Ferry,  the  Hamilton  Avenue  Ferry,  the  Catharine  Ferr>' 
and  the  Wall  Street  Ferry,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  May  i,  1871,  at  an  annual 
rental  of  one  dollar  per  annum;  and 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  on  the 
8th  day  of  November,  1875,  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation  to  examine  into  the  validity  of  said  purported  lease  and  report  thereon 
to  this  Board;  and 

Whereas.  In  pursuance  of  such  resolution  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  has 
made  such  examination,  and  has  reported  to  the  Board  that,  in  his  opinion,  said 
purported  lease  is  invalid,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  his  communication  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  this  date;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  order  that  the  City  may  receive  a  fair  and  reasonable  rent  for 
said  ferries,  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  relet  the  same  in  the  manner  now 
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provided  by  law,  and  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  to  collect  from  the  occupants  of 
said  ferries  and  wharf  and  bulkhead  property  the  value  of  the  use  thereof  since 
their  occupancy  under  said  pretended  lease. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  requested  to  examine  into  the 
legality  of  the  lease  made  to  the  Staten  Island  Railroad  Company  March  19,  1867, 
demising  ferry  from  foot  of  Whitehall  street  to  Staten  Island,  and  to  report  to  this 
Board. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  on  the  30th  of  November,  1875,  there  was  a  balance 
to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt  of 
$308,992.10,  and  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  J.  Nelson  Tappan,  Chamber- 
lain, for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000),  to  be  charged 
to  "  The  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,"  on  account  of 
'*  Surplus  Revenues  "  of  said  fund  for  the  year  1875,  and  credited  to  the  General 
Fund  of  the  City,  in  pursuance  of  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862,  and  chapter  308,  Laws 
of  1874. 

A  communication  from  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  was  submitted  by  the 
Comptroller  giving  notice  that  the  building  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Elton  avenue 
and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-sixth  street  (Melrose)  had  been  reported  as  being  in 
a  very  dangerous  condition;  when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  on 
appraisal,  in  accordance  with  the  Charter  of  1873,  the  building  now  standing  on  the 
lot  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Elton  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-sixth  street, 
such  building  having  been  reported  to  be  in  a  very  dangerous  condition,  and  to  take 
all  necessary  measures  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to 
effect  such  sale. 

The  Comptroller,  submitted  a  communication  from  the  Board  of  Education 
requesting  this  Board  to  reconsider  their  former  action,  and  to  set  apart  for 
"public  school  purposes,  the  plot  of  ground  extending  125  feet  on  the  south  side  of 
"  Sixty-eighth  street,  eastwardly  from  Lexington  avenue,  and  100  feet  on  Lexington 
avenue  southwardly  from  Sixty-eighth  street";  when,  on  motion,  the  following 
resolutions,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  were  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Board  granting  premises  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Lexington  avenue  and  Sixty-seventh  street  to  the  Board  of 
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Education,  on  October  6,  1875,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded  and  declared  of 
no  effect. 

Resolved,  That  the  premises  commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Lexington 
avenue  and  Sixty-eighth  street,  running  thence  south  along  the  east  side  of 
Lexington  avenue  one  hundred  feet  five  inches  to  the  line  of  the  centre  of  the 
block  between  Sixty-seventh  and  Sixty-eighth  streets;  thence  east  along  such  centre 
line  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet;  thence  north,  parallel  with  Lexington  avenue, 
one  hundred  feet  fivf  inches,  to  the  southerly  line  or  side  of  Sixty-eighth  street,  and 
thence  west  along  the  southerly  side  of  Sixty-eighth  street  one  hundred  and  twenty-

A  communication  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  in  relation  to  tjie  purchase 
of  Pier  No.  44,  North  river,  of  the  Inman  Steamship  Company  for  $250,000,  sub- 
mitted at  the  meeting  held  October  6, 1875,  and  laid  over,  was  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion; whereupon  the  Recorder  offered  the  following  resolution,  viz.: 

Whereas,  It  appears  by  a  communication  from  the  Department  of  Docks  that 
an  agreement  has  been  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  said  Department 
and  the  Inman  Ship  Company  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  Pier  No.  44,  North  river, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund;  now,  therefore. 


Resolved,  That  the  said  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  said  pier  be  approved  at 
the  price  or  valuation  of  $250,000. 

After  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject  the  Comptroller  moved  that  the  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  be  laid  over  to  the  next  meeting;  which  was  adopted.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  December  22,  1875. 

Present — All  the  Commissioners. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  authorizing  the  sale  at  auction  of  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Elton 
avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-sixth  street,  in  order  to  its  being  amended  by 
adding  after  '*  the  building  on  the  lot  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Elton  avenue  and 
•  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-sixth  street "  the  words  **  and  the  bell-tower  in  the  rear 
"  thereof." 

The  motion  for  reconsideration  was  adopted,  and  the  resolution  was  amended  as 
follows  and  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction,  on 
appraisal,  in  accordance  with  the  Charter  of  1873,  the  building  now  standing  on  the 
lot  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Elton  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-sixth  street, 
and  the  bell-tower  in  the  rear  thereof,  such  building  having  been  reported  to  be  in 
a  very  dangerous  condition,  and  to  take  all  necessary  measures  on  behalf  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  eflfcct  such  sale. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  an  appraisement  by  S.  C.  Holmes  of  the  building 
authorized  to  be  sold  at  auction  on  the  corner  of  Elton  avenue  and  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty-sixth  street;  which,  on  motion,  was  approved,  as  follows,  viz.:

The  Comptroller  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  resolution  adopted  November 
8,  1875,  authorizing  the  necessary  measures  to  be  taken  to  lease  the  franchise  of  the 
ferry  established  by  the  Common  Council,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  November  3, 
1875,  to  run  from  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street.  New  York,  to.  Staten 
Island,  which  was  adopted;  when,  on  motion,  the  resolution  was  amended  and 
adopted,  as  follows,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  lease  of  the  franchise  of  the 
ferry  from  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street,  New  York,  to  Staten 
Island,  until  the  1st  day  of  May,  1884,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  annexed 
form  of  advertisement.    Form  of  advertisement  filed. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  Requisitions  Nos.  240,  241  and  242  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Docks,  dated  December  17,  1875,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $24,015.42,  for 
such  action  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  as  may  be  deemed  proper  in 
the  premises.  * 

After  a  discussion  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  supervisory  power  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  over  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of 
Docks,  the  Recorder  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  questions  of  the  powers  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  over  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Docks  as  to  contracting  indebtedness  in 
the  furtherance  of  the  business  matters  committed  by  law  to  that  Department,  and 
also  as  to  the  auditing  of  bills,  be  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  for 
his  opinion. 

The  resolution  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  Pier  No.  44,  North  river,  laid  over 
at  the  last  meeting,  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  resolution  Edward  Fitch,  Esq.,  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Political  Reform,  and  requested  that 
action  in  this  matter  be  laid  over  for  one  week,  in  order  to  afford  said  committee 
an  opportunity  to  submit  their  views  on  the  subject. 

After  further  remarks  by  members  of  the  Board,  the  Recorder  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  now  before  this  Board  be 
laid  over  for  one  week,  in  order  to  allow  all  parties  whp  may  desire  to  present  their 
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views  in  relation  to  this  matter;  and  that  all  communications  on  the  subject  be 
submitted  in  writing.

Office  December  29,  1875. 

Present — All  the  Commissioners. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  resolution  to  approve  of  the  agreement  made  by  and  between  the  Depart- 
ment of  Docks  and  the  Inman  Steamship  Company  for  the  purchase  of  Pier  No.  44, 
North  river,  laid  over  at  the  last  meeting,  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Edward  Fitch,  Esq.,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Political  Reform,  submitted  a  statement  requesting  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  "  to  withhold  their  approval  of  the  purchase  by  the  Dock  Commissioners 
"  of  Pier  No.  44,  North  river,  for  the  sum  of  $250,000,**  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
said  statement.   Communication  filed. 

A  committee  from  the  Central  Organization  of  the  Taxpayers*  Association  also 
submitted  a  communication  protesting,  for  sundry  reasons,  against  the  purchase  of 
the  aforesaid  pier. 

Dock  Commissioner  Dimock,  in  reply,  stated  the  reasons  why  the  purchase 
should  be  made,  and  that  the  Dock  Commissioners  did  not  propose  to  pay  for  the 
property  without  taking  due  precaution  as  to  the  title. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  this  matter  was  not  before  this  Board  in  a  proper 
form  for  their  consideration.  The  papers  submitted  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks 
consisted  of  a  correspondence  between  the  said  Commissioners  and  Mr.  Dale,  agent 
of  the  steamship  company  and  a  resolution  for  the  purchase  of  Pier  No.  44,  North 
river,  for  the  sum  of  $250,000. 

No  agreement  in  proper  form  had  been  made  by  the  parties,  and  until  this  was 
done  and  submitted  this  Board  was  not  authorized  to  act  in  the  case.

The  Recorder  stated  that  in  view  of  the  vagueness  as  to  what  was  proposed  to 
be  acquired  by  the  City,  in  this  proposed  purchase,  he  was  in  favor  of  postponing  thf 
consideration  of  the  subject  until  presented  in  a  more  definite  form. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  coincided  in 
these  views,  and  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be  laid  upon  the  table;  which  was 
adopted. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Charles  K.  Graham,  Esq.,  formerly  Qief 
Engineer  of  the  Dock  Department,  **  in  relation  to  certain  matters  affecting  the 
Department  of  Docks"  while  he  was  **  their  Chief  Executive  Officer." 

The  communication  was  being  read,  when  the  Chairman  declared  it  to  be  out  of 
order.  Its  further  reading  was  dispensed  with,  and,  on  motion  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  it  was  referred  to  the 
Comptroller.

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

Herewith  are  submitted  statements  of  deposits  for  water  and  security  for  water 
meters,  which  have  been  collected  through  the  Bureau  for  the  Collection  of  Revenue 
derived  from  the  sale  and  use  of  water,  from  December  26,  1867,  to  May  29,  1876. 

The  deposits  for  water  amount  to  $22,884.60,  and  for  security  for  water  meters, 
$22,531;  all  of  which  are  stated  to  have  been  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt;  and  the  City,  it  is  claimed,  is  still  liable  to 
the  depositors  for  the  return  of  the  amount  in  each  case  after  deducting  whatever 
sum  may  be  due  for  the  water  delivered  or  cost  of  meter  not  returned. 

Numerous  suits  are  being  brought  against  the  City  by  individual  depositors,  or 
their  assignees,  and  there  being  no  appropriation  from  which  the  balance  due  can  be 
taken,  there  are  no  means  to  defray  the  claims  or  to  relieve  the  City  from  liability, 
except  by  judgment 

This  involves  costs  and  loss  to  the  treasury,  and  it  is  desirable  that  some 
measures  should  be  devised  whereby  the  balance  may  be  adjusted  and  paid  without 
subjecting  the  City  to  an  action  at  law  in  each  case. 
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The  whole  question  is  submitted  for  such  action  as  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  may  consider  proper  in  the  premises. 


(Statements  accompanying  report  filed); 

Whereupon  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comp- 
troller, were,  on  motion,  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  Since  December  26,  1867,  to  May  29,  1876,  moneys  to  the  amount  of 
forty-five  thousand  dollars  have  been  collected  in  advance  by  the  bureau  for  the 
collection  of  revenue  from  the  sale  and  use  of  water,  as  security  for  the  water  to  be 
consumed,  and  as  security  for  the  return  of  water  meters  belonging  to  the  City 
of  New  York,  which  moneys  have  been  deposited  in  the  City  Treasury  and  mingled

motion,  were  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the  First  Judicial 
District,  has,  by  its  writ  of  mandamus,  commanded  William  H.  Wickham,  Mayor;

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  July  26,  1876. 

Present — ^The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chamberls^in. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  reported  that  on  the  25th  instant  there  was  a  balance  of 
$708,756.33  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City 
Debt;  when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  executed  in  favor  of  J.  Nelson  Tappan,  Chamber- 
lain, for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000),  to  be  charged  to  "the 
"  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,"  on  account  of  the 
•*  Surplus  Revenues  "  of  said  fund  for  the  year  1876,  and  credited  to  "  the  General 
"  Fund  of  the  City,"  in  pursuance  of  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1862,  and  chapter  308, 
Laws  of  1874. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  New  Jersey  are 
running  a  ferry  from  the  foot  of  Clarkson  street,  North  river,  to  Communipaw, 
N^w  Jersey,  without  authority  from  the  Corporation;  whereupon  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  were,  on  motion, 
adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  right  to  operate  a  ferry  is  one  of  the  property  rights  of  the  City, 
and  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  Corporation  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law;  and 

Whereas,  In  defiance  of  law  and  the  rights  of  the  Corporation,  the  Central  Rail- 
road Company  of  New  Jersey  have  recently  commenced  to  run  a  ferry  from  the  foot 
of  Clarkson  street,  North  river,  to  Communipaw,  New  Jersey,  therefore 
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Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  is  hereby  requested  to  take 
immediate  measures  to  enjoin  the  operation  of  said  ferry  until  the  requirements  of 
law  are  complied  with  and  the  rights  of  the  City  protected. 

The  Comptroller  stated  that  the  Bleecker  Street  and  Fulton  Ferry  Railroad 
Company  was  largely  in  arrears  to  the  Corporation  for  rent,  taxes,  assessments, 
etc.;  that  the  receiver  of  said  pompany  had  expressed  his  inability  to  pay  the  same; 
and  that  the  Twenty-third  Street  Railway  Company  had  submitted  an  offer  to  pay 
$37»Soo  in  settlement  of  said  claim,  provided  the  proposed  lease  from  the  Bleecker 
Street  and  Fulton  Ferry  Railroad  Company  to  the  Twenty-third  Street  Railway 
Company  shall  be  eflfected;  whereupon  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were, 
on  motion,  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  Bleecker  Street  and  Fulton  Ferry  Railroad  Company,  at  the 
time  that  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  December  23,  1875,  because  of  default  in  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  its 
bonds  and  other  debts  of  the  company,  was  indebted  to  the  City  to  the  amount  of 
about  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  rent,  taxes  and  assessments,  and  interest  thereon, 
under  the  provision  of  a  lease  executed  May  i,  1866;  and 

Whereas,  Said  receiver  has  repeatedly  declared  his  inability  to  pay  any  portion 
of  said  amount;  and 

Whereas,  An  offer  to  compromise  and  settle  said  indebtedness  to  the  City,  by 
the  payment  of  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  has  been  made  to  the 
Comptroller  by  the  Twenty-third  Street  Railway  Company;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  and  settle  so 
much  of  said  claim  of  the  City  of  New  York  against  the  Bleecker  Street  and  Fulton 
Ferry  Railroad  Company,  for  amount  due  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  receiver, 
as  is  by  law  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as, 
in  his  judgment,  will  be  most  advantageous  to  the  City. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid 
over  for  consideration,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund  be  hereafter  kept  on 
deposit  in  one  of  the  designated  banks  other  than  the  one  in  which  the  general  funds 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York  are  kept;  and 
this  Board  hereby  directs  that  all  moneys  of  the  Sinking  Funds  be  deposited  in 
the  ,  being  one  of  the  designated  banks  of 

the  City,  until  the  further  order  of  this  Board;  and  further,  that  all  payments  from 
said  funds  shall  be  made  by  said  bank  only  on  the  authorization  and  warrant  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  prescribed  by  laws  and  ordinances 
relative  to  said  funds. 
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The  following  applications  were  received,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Comp 
troller,  viz.: 

Application  of  George  J.  Miller  and  C.  Henrietta  Miller  for  a  new  release  of  lot 
northeast  corner  of  West  street,  and  Charles  Alley  for  commtttation  of  water  lot 
rent;  and 

Application  01  Gilbert  M.  Piatt  for  return  of  amount  overpaid  On  account  of 
street  vault  at  Nos.  188  and  190  Duane  street.

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  communication  was  received  from  "  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Preven- 
"  tion  of  Cruelty  to  Children  **  in  relation  to  fines  deposited  in  the  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt;  whereupon 
the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which,  on  motion, 
were  adopted,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  has  been  deposited  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  **  Sinking  Fund  for  Payment  of  Interest  on  the  City  Debt,** 
on  account  of  fines  imposed  by  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions  for  violation  of  the 
mendicant  laws  in  causes  prosecuted  by  the  "  New  York  Society  for  the  Prevention 
"of  Cruelty  to  Children";  and 

Whereas,  Section  5  of  chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of  1876  provides  that  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  and  collected  in  such  causes  shall  inure  to  said  society;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  for  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
shall  be  issued  and  paid  to  restore  the  same  to  its  proper  place  in  the  treasury. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  dated 
August  16,  1876,  requesting  that  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the 
amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000)  be  issued  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  of  the  Department  of  Docks;  whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  11  of  section  6 
of  the  act,  chapter  574  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare 
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and  issue,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Dock  Department,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  Dock  Bonds  of 
the  City  of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  moneys  necessary  to  carry  oat 
the  provisions  of  said  act  relating  to  the  Department  of  Docks,  Its  powers  and  duties, 
being  on  account  of  the  requisition  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  for  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  dated  August  16,  1876. 

The  Comptroller  called  up  the  resolution  (laid  over  for  consideration  at  the  last 
meeting)  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  depositing  the  moneys  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
which,  after  some  discussion,  was,  on  motion,  laid  over  for  further  consideration. 

The  Recorder  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  fcsolution,  which,  on 
motion,  were  laid  over  for  consideration,  viz. : 

Whereas,  The  City  Park,  known  as  the  "  Battery,"  camf ,  with  its  water  front, 
into  the  possession  and  ownership  of  the  City,  under  its  guarantee  to  always  use  it 
for  a  place  of  public  resort,  amusement  and  recreation;  and 

Whereas,  Very  large  sums  of  money  have  been  expended  in  adorning  and 
beautifying  it  for  such  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  With  the  exception  of  a  few  interested  emigrant  boarding-house  land- 
lords in  the  First  Ward,  and  other  •  persons  thereabouts  who  derive  revenue  from 
emigrants,  the  public  have  loudly  demanded,  by  committees  and  through  the  press, 
that  the  said  Battery  Park  should  be  completely  restored  to  its  aforesaid  r:al 
uses;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  fortunate  destruction  of  the  old  sheds  and  dilapidated  erections 
formerly  known  as  the  Emigration  Buildings,  and  by  the  cessation  of  any  lease 
which  may  have  existed  thereon,  an  opportunity  is  now  offered  to  effect  such 
restqration. 

Resolved,  That  this  Sinking  Fund  Commission  refuse  any  further  occupation  of 
that  portion  of  the  Battery  front  known  as  Castle  Garden,  by  the  Emigration  Com- 
mission, and  hereby  authorize  and  directs  the  Comptroller  to  take  all  measures  to 
eject  said  Commission  therefrom,  to  the  end  that  the  Park  Commissioners  recovcr- 
injjf  control  of  Castle  Garden  may  either  beautify  and  adorn  its  area  or  rent  it  to 
such'  parties  as  may  keep  and  preserve  it  for  purposes  of  the  public  enjoyment 

Adjourned.

The  Mayor  submitted  notice  of  motion  tor  an  order  (on  the  affidavits  annexed) 
lO  show  cause  why  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  should  not  be  issued  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  at  a  special  term,  to  be  held 
on  the  second  day  of  October,  1876,  commanding  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  award  to  the  New  York  and  Staten  Island  Ferry 
Company,  as  the  highest  bidder  therefor,  the  lease  of  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from 
the  foot  of  Whitehall  street.  New  York  City,  to  Staten  Island,  as  established  by 
the  Common  Council  of  said  City,  by  resolution  approved  by  the  Mayor  November 
3,  1875,  and  for  which  sealed  bids  were  invited  by  advertisement  of  the  Comp- 
troller dated  December  22,  1875;  and  commanding  said  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  to  execute  and  deliver  to  said  New  York  and  Staten  Island  Ferry 
Company  a  lease  of  such  ferry  franchise,*  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  advertise- 
ment, and  for  such  other  or  further  relief  as  the  Court  may  think  proper  to  grant 
in  the  premises;  which,  on  motion  of  the  Mayor,  was  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation. 

Subsequently,  on  motion  of  the  Mayor,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  th^ 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  relj^tipn  tQ  the  aforesaid  subject. 
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The  Recorder  sabmitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  viz.: 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Parks  have  no  such  control  of  public  parks  as  to 
change  their  statutory  uses;  and 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  of  City  property  for  new  uses  belongs  exclusively 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund;  and  when,  therefore;  the  pillars  of  the 
•*  Elevated  Railway  "  have  been  illegally  erected  in  the  public  park  commonly  known 
and  called  the  "  Battery  " ; 

Resolved,  That  this  Commission  does  not  assent  to,  but  condemns  and  forbids 
the  use  of  the  Battery  by  the  '*  Elevated  Railway,**  and  hereby  directs  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  the  agent  of  this  Commission,  to  take  the 
necessary  legal  steps  to  cause  the  immediate  removal  of  said  pillars  from  off  the 
Battery. 

After  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  Mayor  moved  that  the  preamble  be 
referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  for  his  opinion,  and  the  resolution  laid 
on  the  table;  which  was  adopted,  the  Mayor,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and 
the  Recorder  and  the  Comptroller  in  the  negative. 

The  Recorder  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  requested  to  furnish  this  Board,  at  its  next 
meeting,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  rent  due  to  the  Corporation  from  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  for  the  occupation  and  use  and  rent  of  the  premises 
that  have  been  used  by  them  in  the  park  known  as  the  Battery. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Charles  Cohen  for 
reduction  of  rent  of  market  cellar  No.  2,  in  Washington  Market,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  refered  to  the  Comptroller,  with  power,  viz.: 


To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Charles  Cohen  for 
reduction  of  rent  of  market  cellar  No.  2'  in  Washington  Market,

To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

Gentlemen — The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  for  a  water  grant  on 
the  North  river,  in  front  of  the  upland  owned  by  them,  between  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty-second,  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-third  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-sixth 
streets,  would 

Report,  That  he  has  presented  the  question  of  valuation  of  this  grant  to  the 
Department  of  Taxes  and  Assessments,  which  has  certified  the  value  to  be  $25  per 
running  foot.  Upon  the  submission  thereof  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
he  has  agreed  that  such  valuation  is  fair  and  reasonable,  and  the  Comptroller  would 
recommend  that  the  value  of  such  grant  be  fixed  at  $25  per  running  foot,  excepting 
the  streets  running  east  and  west;  the  grantees  to  be  required  to  build  a  strong  and 
substantial  bulkhead  when  the  interest  of  the  City  may  require  it  for  the  convenience 
of  commerce,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  superintendence  of  the  proper  officer 
of  the  City  Government,  and  reserving  to  the  City  the  right  to  lay  out  and  open  an 
avenue  or  street  running  north  and  south  through  said  land,  when  filled  in;  also 
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intersecting  streets  running  in  an  easterly  or  westerly  direction,  without  cost  or 
charge  to  the  City  for  the  land  taken  or  used  in  said  avenues  or  streets. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  a  covenant  be  included  in  this  grant  that  the 
bulkheads  and  streets  or  avenues  should  be  kept  in  good  repair,  with  penalty  of 
forfeiture  in  case  of  non-compliance,  upon  notice  having  been  first  given  by  the 
proper  officer  of  the  City  Government;  also  that  the  wharfage  along  the  whole  line 
of  the  bulkhead  be  reserved  by  the  City,  except  for  such  vessels  as  may  be  in  use  by 
or  the  property  of  the  grantees,  and  that  no  dock  or  other  obstruction  be  built  in 
the  slips  between  the  streets  by  the  parties  to  whom  the  grant  is  made,  which  should 
be  subjected  to  the  restrictions  suggested  by  the  Department  of  Docks  in  their 
letter  of  February  8,  1877,  which  is  appended  herewith. 


On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted  and  approved,  and  the  following  resolution, 
submitted  therewith,  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  a  water  grant  of  the  land  fronting  the  premises  of  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  extending  from  the 
centre  of  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second  to  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-sixth  street. 
North  river,  reaching  to  the  bulkhead  line  as  established  by  law  in  1868,  and  as 
shown  on  the  accompanying  diagram,  be  made  to  such  institution  at  the  sum  oi 
twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  a  running  foot,  excluding  the  width  of  the  streets  laid  down 
thereon  running  east  and  west.

for  the  convenience  of  commerce;  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  superintendence  o» 
the  proper  officer  of  the  City;  also  reserving  to  the  City  the  wharfage  along  the 
whole  line  of  the  bulkhead,  except  for  vessels  used  by  or  the  property  of  the

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  report  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  this 
Board  adopted  March  16,  1877,  in  relation  to  the  ferries  belonging  to  the  City  of 
New  York.    Report  filed. 

The  Comptroller  also  submitted  the  report  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation, 
in  answer  to  a  communication  of  the  Comptroller  of  March  16,  desiring  to  be 
advised  if  any  change  can  be  made  in  the  mode  of  granting  ferry  franchises,  to 
simplify  the  matter,  and  secure  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  City  therein  more 
eflfectually;  and  also  whether  any  further  legislation  is  necessary  for  the  purpose. 
Report  filed. 

After  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject  the  following  resolution,  submitted  by 
the  Comptroller,  was,  on  motion,  adopted,  the  Recorder  dissenting,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to 
draft  a  law  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  now  in  session,  to 
authorize  and  direct  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  transfer  to  the 
Department  of  Docks  the  authority  to  dispose  of  the  leases  of  the  ferry  franchises 
of  the  City  of  New  York  at  public  auction,  in  connection  with  the  docks  and 
premises  of  the  City,  now  occupied  and  used  for  ferry  purposes. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  report  in  reference  to  the  proceedings 
had  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Inmd  in  relation  to  the  claims  of  the  City 
against  the  Blcecker  Street  and  Fulton  Ferry  Railroad  Company,  viz.:

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  appraisement  by  H.  F.  Dimock,  Esq.  (one  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  and, .  from  his  experience  in  shipping  business, 
thoroughly  qualified  to  make  the  appraisement)  of  the  schoolship  "  Mercury,"  to 
be  sold  at  public  auction  on  the  16th  instant;  when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  do  hereby  fix  the  value 
of  the  schoolship  **  Mercury."  to  be  sold  at  auction  on  June  16,  1877,  at  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000).

The  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  relation  to  sale  of  ferry 
franchise  from  New  York  to  Staten  Island  was  submitted;  whereupon  the  following 
resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  award  of  the  lease  of  the  franchise  of  the  ferry  from  the 
bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Whitehall  street.  New  York  City,  to  Staten  Island,  until 
May  I,  1884,  made  to  John  H.  Starin,  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  on  March  18,  1876,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded  and 
annulled;  and  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  at  public  auction, 
to  the  highest  bidder,  the  lease  of  such  franchise  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  July 
IS,  1877;  the  successful  bidder  at  the  sale  to  pay  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
immediately  upon  the  franchise  having  been  struck  down  to  him,  as  security  for 
the  execution  and  performance  of  the  lease;  such  amount  to  be  credited  on  the  first 
and  second  quarters'  rent  when  the  same  becomes  due.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  July  17,  1877. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  dated, 
respectively,  July  11  and  July  12.  1877,  in  relation  to  the  issue  of  Dock  Bonds  of  the 
City  of  New  York  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Dock  Department;  which,  on 
motion,  were  ordered  on  file;  when,  on  motion,  the  following  resolution,  submitted 
by  the  Comptroller,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  11  of  section  6 
of  the  act  chapter  574  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare 
and  issue,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Dock  Department,  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City 
of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  raising  moneys  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  said  act  relating  to  the  Department  of  Docks,  its  powers  and  duties; 
on  account  of  the  requisition  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  dated  July  12.  1877, 
for  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000). 

Opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  this 
Board  adopted  June  15,  1877,  in  relation  to  power  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  to  issue  grants  of  land  under  water,  dated  June  28,  1877,  was  received, 
and,  on  motion,  ordered  on  file. 

(Opinion  printed  in  full  in  "  The  City  Record  "  of  July  21,  1877.) 
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The  following  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  relation  to  the 
application  of  Sarah  E.  Cornish,  executrix  and  trustee  of  William  H.  Raynor, 
deceased,  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  a  creek  running  into  Harlem  river,  in 
front  of  upland  on  Eighth  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-third  and  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty-fourth  streets,  was  received,  viz.: 


To  the  Honorable  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund: 

Gentlemen — I  return  herewith  the  application  of  Sarah  E.  Cornish,  the 
executrix  and  trustee  of  William  H.  Raynor.  deceased,  for  a  grant  of  land  under 
water  on  a  creek  running  into  the  Harlem  river,  in  front  of  the  upland  on  Eighth 
avenue,  betwe'en  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-third  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fourth 
streets. 

A  report  of  the  proceedings  taken  and  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board 
on  April  7,  1877,  were  transmitted  to  me  in  a  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
dated  April  14,  1877.  It  appeared  by  said  report  that  a  resolution  making  the  grant 
applied  for  by  Mrs.  Cornish  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  but  that,  on  motion  of  the 
Recorder,  the  following  resolution  was  also  adopted: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  and 
*•  that  he  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  issue  a  grant,  as  authorized  by  the  afore- 
**  said  resolution,  upon  proof  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  same." 

I  do  not  think  that  this  grant  should  be  issued: 

1.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  City  has  never  parted  with  its  title  to  the 
tideway  covered  by  the  proposed  grant,  and  the  grant  should,  therefore,  not  be 
issued  for  the  reasons  which  are  fully  set  forth  in  my  communication  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  June  28,  in  regard  to  all  cases  of  this  character. 

2.  The  land  covered  by  the  proposed  grant  is  not  upon  the  Harlem  river,  but 
upon  a  creek  which  empties  into  the  Harlem  river.  Neither  the  old  charters  of  the 
City  nor  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  have  ever  given  the  owners  of  upland  on  such 
creek  any  pre-emptive  rights. 

Whatever  title  the  City  has  to  the  land  it  obtained  under  the  Dongan  Charter, 
which  granted  to  the  City  all  waste,  vacant,  unpatented  and  tmappropriated  lands 
down  to  low-water  mark;  and  no  pre-emptive  right  to  said  lands  exists  in  any 
person  whatsoever. 


Whereupon  the  following  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was,  on 
motion,  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  Tliat  in  consideration  of  the  reasons,  as  stated  in  the  foregoing 
opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  the  said  application  of  Sarah  E.  Cornish, 
executrix  and  trustee  of  William  H.  Raynor,  deceased,  for  grant  of  land  underwater 
on  a  creek  running  into  Harlem  river,  in  front  of  the  upland  on  Eighth  avenue,

21,  1877,  as  made  by  S.  C.  Holmes,  and  fix  the  terms  of  sale  as  follows: 

Terms  of  Sale. 

Twenty  per  cent,  on  the  yearly  rent  bid  for  each  parcel  to  be  paid  to  the 
Collector  of  City  Revenue  at  the  time  and  place  of  sale;  and  the  successful  bidder 
will  be  required  at  the  same  time  to  have  an  obligation  executed  by  two  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  terms  of  the  sale.

Whereas,  George  F.  Swift  and  Andrew  J.  White  have  refused  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  lease  of  lands  at  Barren  Island,  leased  to  them  for  the  term  of  two 
years  from  May  i,  1876  (being  between  on^  hundred  and  one  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  of  land),  and  have  paid  no  rent  therefor,  with  the  exception  of  the  twenty  per 
cent,  which  was  collected  on  the  day  of  sale;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  lease  made  with  George  F.  Swift  and  Andrew  J.  White  for 
premises  on  Barren  Island  be  canceled  and  declared  void;  and  that  the  Counsel  to 
the  Corporation  be  requested  to  take  immediate  steps  to  remove  Messrs.  Swift  and 
White  from  the  occupation  of  said  lands.

"  thereto 

— to  apply  to  all  the  ferry  franchises.

Shippen,  President;  and  the  Associates  of  the  Jersey  Company,  A.  L.  Dennis, 
President,  stating,  in  detail,  their  objections  to  the  system  of  leasing  the  ferries 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  tlie  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  proposed  lease.    Communication  filed. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  a  statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  several  ferry 
companies,  and  the  amounts  paid  to  the  City  by  the  same  for  the  five  years 
previous  to  1877.   Statement  filed. 

The  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  stated  his  views  in  relation  to  the  various  objec- 
tions of  the  ferry  companies,  submitted  by  their  representatives,  and  suggested 
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that  the  officers  of  the  different  companies  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  meet  for  consultation  in  relation  to  the  various  questions  at  issue,  in  order, 
if  possible,  to  agree  upon  some  form  of  leasing  the  ferries  which  will  be  acceptable 
to  all  parties;  whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which, 
on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.:

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Docks  in  relation  to 
change  in  the  width  and  location  of  Pier,  new.  No.  35,  North  river;  whereupon  the 
following  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was.  on  motion,  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  do  hereby  consent  to 
and  approve  of  the  width  and  location  of  Pier,  new.  No.  35,  North  river,  as  laid 
down  in  the  plan  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Docks,  and  so  as  to  fix  the  width 
of  said  pier  at  sixty-two  feet  instead  of  eighty  feet,  and  as  to  establish  at  the  hnc 
for  the  new  bulkhead  wall  the  southerly  line  of  said  pier  about  one  hundred  and 
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forty-two  feet  north  of  the  northerly  line  of  Pier,  new,  No.  34,  North  river;  said 
northerly  line  being  five  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  said  Pier  No.  34,  as  now 
constructed. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Edwin  M.  Harrison 
for  grant  of  land  under  water,  between  Duane  and  Jay  streets,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  all  action  upon  the  application  of  Edwin  M.  Harrison 
for  a  water  grant  of  premises  No.  191  West  street,  and  on  all  other  petitions  for 
water  grants,  be  deferred  until  the  determination  of  the  suit  which  is  now  pending, 
brought  on  behalf  of  the  City  against  Messrs.  Hart  and  Remsen,  to  vacate  a  grant 
which  was  heretofore  made  to  them  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund.

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  11  of  section  6 
of  the  act  chapter  574,  Laws  of  1871.  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare  and  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Dock 
Department,  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  moneys  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  said  act 
relating  to  the  Department  of  Docks,  its  powers  and  duties,  on  account  of  the 
requisition  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  dated  July  12,  1877,  for  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000). 

An  application  was  received  from  H.  B.  Turner,  attorney  for  Georgianna 
Everett,  Josephine  Cozzens,  Louise  R.  Edey  and  Antoinette  Cozzens,  owners  of 
the  premises  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Seventeenth  street  and  Broadway,  for 
return  of  amount  o\Vrpaid  on  ;»ccount  of  street  vault  on  the  aforesaid  premises; 
whereupon  the  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  ($60.81)  be 
returned  to  Georgianna  Everett  and  others,  or  H.  B.  Turner,  attorney,  being  the 
excess  paid  by  them  for  a  vault  in  front  of  building  southwest  corner  of  Seventeenth 
street  and  Broadway.  February  14,  1877. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eighty-fourth  Street 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  relation  to  sale  of  said  premises  for  unpaid  assessment, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Comptroller. 

The  subject  of  leasing  ferries  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 
The  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  stated  that  several  of  the  parties  interested  in 
the  leasing  of  ferries  had,  at  the  request,  as  he  understood,  of  individual  members  of 
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the  Commission,  been  in  consultation  with  him  as  to  the  form  of  lease  of  the  fran- 
chises and  if  one  or  two  matters  were  assented  to  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners, apparently  all  matters  would  be  amicably  arranged. 

1.  That  the  appraisal  and  minimum  price  should  be  stated  in  a  round  sum  of 
money,  instead  of  a  percentage. 

2.  That  instead  of  the  proviso  leaving  it  to  the  City  to  prescribe,  at  any  time, 
the  rates  of  fare,  number  of  boats  and  trips,  etc.,  that  a  maximum  rate  of  fare  and  a 
minimum  number  of  trips  and  boats  should  be  agreed  upon  beforehand,  and  inserted 
in  the  lease. 

This  will  require  a  resolution  of  appraisal  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund.

Resolved,  That  a  ferry  be  and  is  hereby  established  to  run  from  Fulton  Market 
slip.  New  York  City,  to  Mott  Haven,  with  an  intermediate  landing  at  or  near 
Eighty-fourth  street.  East  river;  the  franchise  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the 
highest  bidder.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  at  the  Mayor's 
Office  October  i,  1877. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  the  Chamberlain  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Communications  from  S.  L.  M.  Barlow,  Esq.,  in  relation  to  the  receipts  of  the 
Thirty-fourth  Street  Ferry,  James  Slip  Ferry  and  Houston  Street  Ferry  were 
received  and  ordered  on  file. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  report  relative  to  leases  of  ferry 
franchises,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.: 

The  Comptroller  would  report  that,  pursuant  to  instructions  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  leases  of  various  ferry  franchises  were  offered 
at  public  auction  on  September  6,  1877,  and  bids  called  for  on  the  basis  of  a  valua- 
tion fixed  upon  a  percentage  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts  at  the  New  York 
landing  places. 

At  the  sale  the  only  bids  received  were  from  the  Receiver  of  the  Erie  Railway 
Company,  at  five  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts  at  the  New  York  landing  place, 
for  the  ferry  from  Chambers  street,  New  York,  to  Pavonia  avenue.  Jersey  City; 
from  the  Nassau  Ferry  Company,  at  five  per  cent,  on  tl^e  gross  receipts  at  the  New 
York  landing  place  of  the  ferry  from  Houston  street,  East  river,  to  Williamsburg; 
and  from  the  East  river  Ferry  Company,  at  five  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts  at 
the  New  York  landing  place  of  the  ferry  from  Thirty-fourth  street.  East  river,  to 
Hunter's  Point,  Long  Island  City. 

All  the  other  lessees  of  ferry  franchises  refused  to  bid  at  the  appraised  value 
fixed  for  the  franchise,  and  the  sale  has  been  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  until 
October  8.  1877. 
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These  parties  claim  that  a  fixed  rate  of  valuation  should  be  determined  upon  in 
each  case,  and  terms  of  sale  made  to  conform  to  such  appraised  value. 

Several  hearings  have  been  had  before  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
the  companies  being  represented  by  able  counsel,  who  contend  that  it  will  interfere 
with  their  business  if  the  method  of  examining  their  books  is  adhered  to,  and  that 
it  is  impossible  to  get  at  an  exact  value  in  this  way;  also  that  such  percentage  of 
five  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  receipts  at  the  New  York  landing  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  value  of  the  ferry  franchise.  They  also  object  to  certain  provisions  contained 
in  the  printed  form  of  the  lease. 

In  order  to  meet  the  objections  against  a  percentage  upon  the  amount  of  yearly 
receipts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  adhere  to  the  principle  which  has  been  established 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  Comptroller  has  caused  a  statement 
of  the  yearly  receipts,  at  each  ferry,  for  the  past  five  years,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
be  obtained,  and  has  computed  the  amount  which  should  be  fixed  in  each  case  at  a 
round  sum,  so  that  the  City  will  receive  a  sum  equal  to  five  per  cent,  on  the  gross 
receipts  for  the  year,  adding  ten  per  cent,  for  the  probable  increase  of  population 
and  business  arising  therefrom,  being  an  increase  of  two  per  cent,  on  each  succeed- 
ing year,  for  the  term  of  lea^s.

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COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SINKING  FUND. 


December  28,  1877. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  held  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment at  the  Mayor's  Office  December  28,  1877. 

Present — The  Mayor,  the  Recorder,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Chamberlain. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  December  7,  1877,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Comptroller  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  1 1  of  section  6  of 
the  act,  chapter  574  of  Laws  of  1871,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  prepare  and  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Dock  Depart- 
ment, fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  moneys  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  act  relating  to 
the  Department  of  Docks,  its  powers  and  duties,  the  said^amount  being  the  balance  of  the 
requisition  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  Docks,  dated  July  12,  1877,  for  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000). 

The  application  of  Joseph  Thompson  for  return  of  amount  overpaid  on  accoum  of 
street  vault  comer  Forty-fourth  street  and  Fifth  avenue  was  received;  whereupon  the 
following  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was,  on  motion,  adopted,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  be  returned  to  Joseph 
Thompson,  being  the  excess  paid  by  him  for  a  vault  in  front  of  premises  southwest 
corner  of  Forty- fourth  street  and  Fifth  avenue  on  August  21,  1877. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Marc  Eidlitz  for  return 
of  amount  overpaid  on  account  of  street  vault  corner  Twenty-sixth  street  and  Fourth 
avenue,  reported  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz.' 
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Resolved.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents 
($106.78)  be  returned  to  Oswald  Ottendorfer,  being  the  excess  paid  by  him  for  a  vault 
in  front  of  premises  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Twenty-sixth  street  and  Fourth  avenue 
on  October  18,  1877. 

The  Comptroller,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Richard  H.  Thorn  (late 
Deputy  Collector  of  City  Revenue)  for  return  of  overpayment  on  account  of  market  rents, 
reported  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  forty-two  dollars  ($42)  be  returned  to  Richard  H.  Thorn,- 
late  Deputy  Collector  of  City  Revenue,  being  the  amount  of  moneys  paid  by  said  Richard 
H.  Thorn  into  the  City  Treasury  between  May  18,  1877,  and  August  i,  1877,  in  excess 
of  the  collections  made  bv  him  between  May  18,  1877,  and  July  27,  1877. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  relation  to 
the  sale  of  premises  No.  5  Duane  street  advertised  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  upon  the 
foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  made  by  Abraham  Goodman  to  the  City  of  New  York ;  where- 
upon the  following  resolution,  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  was,  on  motion,  adopted,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  authorized  to  buy  in,  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  at  a  valuation  not  to  exceed  seven  thousand  dollars,  the  premises 
in  Duane  street  advertised  to  be  sold  at  auction  upon  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage 
made  by  Abraham  Goodman  to  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  application  of  Zachariah  Jacques  for  grant  of  land  under  water  on  the  North 
river,  between  West  Fifty-tifth  and  West  1^'ifty-sixth  streets,  was  received  and,  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Comptroller.
